According to William C. Armitage, vice president 
of the National Surety Company, New York city, ap- 
proximately a million dollars’ worth of equipment aboard 
the U.S.S. Memphis, which was wrecked off the coast 
of Santo Domingo by a tidal wave last August, will 
be saved. ‘The National Surety Company has assumed 
liability to the United States government for the per- 
formance of the salvage contract, according to Mr. 
Armitage. A preliminary investigation makes the com- 
plete salvage of the vessel impossible. However, the val- 


uable parts will be saved. These parts include four 10- 
inch guns, sixteen 6-inch guns, three anchors, two cables, 
the deck winches and windlass, 1,500 tons of coal, the 





condenser tubes, steering engine and gear, the propellers, 


and much of the deck and interior equipment. The 
wrecking vessel Henlopen is now on her way to the 
scene of the wreck. It is estimated that it will take 
two months to complete the salvage. 
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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


To the announced series of volumes of “Addresses and 
Papers by Elihu Root,” issued by the Harvard Univer- 
sity Press, there has just been added the third volume 
in the series which is entitled “The Military and Colonial 
Policy of the United States,” the text of which has been 


‘collected and edited by Robert Bacon and James Brown 


Scott. The letterpress is divided into two parts, the 
first being made up of addresses on military and colonial 
policy subjects delivered between 1899, when Mr. Root 
became Secretary of War, and August, 1912, when Mr. 
Root spoke in the United States Senate on “The Power 
of the President to Send Troops Out of the Country.” 
In the course of these addresses Mr. Root spoke on 
colonial policies, but it is in the second part of the work 


that the more valuable and important part of his views 
are to be found since here are found extracts from his 
annual reports as Secretary of War from 1899 until 
1903 

As a hint of preparation for the task that lay before 
Mr. Root, when President McKinley asked him to ac- 
cept the war portfolio, the editors of the volume reprint 
in the opening of the book the Spanish-American peace 
treaty of Paris. From this the reader and student can 
follow, step by step, the views of the greatest War Secre- 
tary our country has had in recent times on the prin- 
ciples of our colonial policy as they affected Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. Succeeding this is the series 
of reports on Army reorganization between 1899 and 
1903, those years that were fraught with so much mak- 
ing for a better and sounder foundation for our Army and 
the Militia, including the establishment of the General 
Staff. There has been a tendency of critics of America 
to raise the point that with all our experience with our 
overseas possessions we have never had one real stu- 
dent of and writer on colonial policies such as England’s 
classical example, Sir Harry Johnston. The text of this 
yolume for Mr. Root’s pen is a complete refutation of 
that criticism. Of all the subjects of which he has shown 
a complete mastery in his long years of service to this 
country in many honored positions, in none does he make 
a higher mark than on this one subject, as is completely 
demonstrated in these pages. His editors, Mr. Bacon 
and Mr. Scott, have done their part of the work admir- 
ably so that the student will be able to find what he 
wants with the greatest ease and convenience. The print- 
ing of the book and its general appearance are up to the 
high standard of all the works bearing the imprint of the 
Harvard University Press. 

To meet the needs of an elementary treatise on steam 
turbines for the use of the midshipmen at the U.S. Naval 
Academy Lieut. Comdr. G. J. Meyers, U.S.N., has writ- 
ten a text book entitled “Steam Turbines: A ‘Treatise 
Covering U.S. Naval Practice,” that is published by the 
U.S. Naval Institute, Annapolis, Md. In view of the 
fact that the time for the course at the Naval Academy 
is limited by the demands of the rest of the curriculum, 
Commander Meyers has limited the text of his work 
solely to types used in the U.S. Navy, with the exception 
of the chapter on mixed or combined turbines; this being 
inserted, ewing to the fact that Commander Meyers 
believes that this type will be used in the near future. 
The text is written with admirable clarity of style, the 
author having the additional qualification of making what 
he writes more interesting than is the common practice 
in technical text-books. In addition to the 242 printed 
pages, there are many excellent half-tone reproductions 
and plates, the printing of which is not the least of the 
high merits of this work. In his preface Commander 
Meyers gives credit to Lieut. Ormand L. Cox, U.S.N., 
for the chapter on the care and operation of the Curtis 
turbine, and expresses his thanks to various branches 
of the Navy Department and private concerns connected 
with the building of ships and turbines for assistance in 
the preparation of the text. 

In the Infantry Journal for February Capt. Bascom 
Little, Officers’ Reserve Corps, writes on “Industrial 
Preparedness”; there are several pages of anonymous 
“Notes From Here and There in Mexico”; Lieut. J. W. 
Weissheimer, 17th Inf., U.S.A., describes “Field Ovens 
in Mexico,” and there is a study by the School of Mus- 
ketry, Fort Sill, on “Battlefield Reconnaissance.” From 
foreign source come “The Instruction of Non-commis- 
sioned Officers,” a lecture delivered by a British officer 
in France, and “Battle Maxims for the Russian Soldier 
from the Russian Field Service Regulations.” 

To his ‘Memories of the Sea” Admiral C. C. Penrose 
Fitzgerald has added another volume of recollections of 
his life in the British navy from 1878 until he ended 
active sea duty in 1899; he has added also several chap- 
ters concerning his connection with naval affairs on land 
after that year up to 1906 which, from a technical view- 
point, are the most satisfactory in the book. Admiral 
Fitzgerald calls his latest volume “From Sail to Steam,” 
a compliment possibly to our own Rear Admiral Ma- 
han’s similar title to his volume of reminiscences of ‘the 
old Navy and the new, which was published in book 
form in 1907, or nine years before the English admiral’s 
work appeared. The British officer’s early reminiscences 
are chiefly concerned with sporting adventures ashore, 
and make rather dull reading for anyone who is not more 
concerned with shooting than with anything else. In 
fact it is not until the author reaches that part of his 
reminiscences where he is permanently ashore that his 
text becomes really interesting from a technical point of 
view, his anecdotes of the Institute of Naval Architects 
making capital reading. Admiral Fitzgerald can be par- 
doned for this interest in sport, in his yarn-spinning, for 
he is a true Briton in that respect as one feels on learn- 
ing of his keen delight in missing a luncheon with Roy- 
alty which gave him a chance to win a race in one of 
his ship’s sailing cutters. He mentions meeting only one 
American Navy officer, Captain Clowes, in all these years, 
and he also laments that in fifty-one years of service “he 
never had a chance” at actual warfare. One of the most 
curious comments he makes is that on a journey across 
the United States at the time of the last Boer War he 
could not obtain any reliable news as to the progress of 
that campaign. In view of the way our papers were 
filled to overflowing with Boer War news one may well 
wonder just what sort of papers Admiral Fitzgerald must 
have seen. The book is published here by Longmans, 
Green and Company. 

Seven speeches and essays on topics germane to the 
present war delivered on various occasions by James M. 
Beck have been gathered together in book form and pub- 
lished under the title “The War and Humanity” (G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons). The speeches have been altered to the 
form of literary essays, but the matter in them must be 
perfectly familiar to all those who keep in touch with 
contemporary “war literature,” more particularly that 
favoring the Entente Powers, of which Mr. Beck is a 
Ihilitant friend, so far as the power of the spoken and 
written word is concerned. The first of these essays, 


“Distress of Nations,” was delivered at Toronto, Canada, 
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The second, “The Submarine Controversy,” at Boston 
on the anniversary of the sinking of the Lusitania. The 
third, “The Case of Edith Cavell,” at Montreal. The 
fourth, “The Foreign Policy of President Washington,” 
at Philadelphia on Feb. 22, 1915. ‘America and the 
Allies” was first uttered in London at a luncheon given 
in honor of the speaker. ‘The Vision of France” is an 
address made at a banquet in New York given in honor 
of the French Ambassador. ‘Where There is no Vision” 
analyzes the historic causes and psychological reasons for 
the neutrality of America and their bearing upon its 
future influence as a master state of the world. With 
the text are three appendices including Dr. Zimmer- 
mann’s defense of the execution of Edith Cavell, re- 
printed from the New York Times; the appeal of the 
Belgian bishops to the Catholic bishops of Germany; and 
the speech made by Viscount Bryce at the luncheon in 
honor of Mr. Beck in London. 


In “Along the Rio Grande” (Lewis Publishing Com- 
pany, New York), Tracy Hammond Lewis describes con- 
ditions on the Mexican border as he saw them while 
acting as a “warless war correspondent,” who went to 
“the front” with the New York National Guard and 
stayed there several months. Mr. Lewis traveled from 
Nogales, Ariz., to McAllen, Texas, visiting all the camps 
and writing daily articles for his paper on his observa- 
tions of the Guardsmen, the country and the natives— 
both Americans and Mexicans. The little volume has 
the distinction of being the first “war book” of the-Na- 
tional Guard mobilization of 1916 and is, moreover, full 
of original viewpoints on Army life as a civilian corre- 
spondent sees it when he is solely concerned with the 
Guard organizations, told in an amusing way. Mr. 
Lewis can be congratulated for understanding the hol- 
lowness of most of the complaints against the U.S. Army 
— and for his cheery courage in exposing 

em. 
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RUSSIAN RED CROSS WORK. 


Count Andrew Kalpaschnikoff-Camack, formerly an 
attaché at the Russian Embassy in Washington, but now 
colonel in the 21st flying column of the first Siberian 
corps of the Russian army, on Feb. 5 delivered at the 
Russian Embassy, in Washington, the first of a series 
of lectures on the war, to be given in the principal 
American cities under the patronage of the Russian 
Ambassador and Mme. Bakhmeteff. The lecture revealed 
the wonderful work and development since the outbreak 
of the European war of the Russian Red Cross and 
the series is designed to raise funds for the equipment 
of that service with adequate ambulance facilities. The 
audience included personages high in official circles, mem- 
bers of the foreign diplomatic corps and others prominent 
in the social and philanthropic life of the Capital. 
Sir Cecil Arthur Spring-Rice, the British Ambassador, 
and Lady Spring-Rice; the French Ambassador and 
Mme. Jusserand, were present, and are manifesting deep 
interest in Count Kalpaschnikoff-Camack’s work. 

The Count, who has risen from a volunteer in the 
ranks at the outbreak of the war, told how Russia, 
unprepared for the great struggle, has developed its 
Red Cross in a little more than two years. Starting 
with beds for only 6,000 the Russian Red Cross now 
has beds and hospital facilities for. 400,000 wounded. 
It has 32,000 nurses at the front and 16,000 physicians, 
while 15,000 women dentists care for the teeth of the 
Czar’s troops. In addition to caring for the wounded, 
it daily furnishes 10,000,000 dinner portions to the sick 
and to passing troops. “The one serious handicap of 
the Russian Red Cross at present is its transportation 
facilities,” declared the speaker. ‘The service only has 
460 ambulances. For the whole quota of Siberian 
troops there are only two. The result is that we have 
to haul our wounded twenty-five miles or more to hos- 
pitals in small wagons without springs. Frequently, 
because of the scarcity of even these wagons, we must 
leave the wounded in barns, abandoned buildings or 
other temporary shelters for many hours. Needless to 
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say many deaths result. What are 460 ambulances to 
6,000,000 men at the front?” 

The Count praised the bravery of the Siberian troops. 
He showed a number of pictures displaying the effects 
of wounds said to have been inflicted by German dum- 
dum bullets and scenes of death resulting from German 
gas attacks. To prepare its troops for such attacks 
the Russian Colonel said that his army now “gases” its 
men before sending them to the trenches—that is the men 
are subjected to gas fumes and taught to protect them- 
selves with their masks. The lecturer told of one gas 
attack in which from 2,000 to 4,000 men in a trench were 
killed, and 1,000 others died in the hospitals. At least 
800 of the survivors, he declared, will die in a few years 
from tuberculosis that has developed as a result of the 
gas ravages. The Count threw on the screen a picture 
of Miss Trouchanava and related the history of this 
heroine. This young woman, still in her teens, after 
having been denied the right to serve with a regiment, 
slipped into the trenches just as an attack was to be 
made. She fought her way through barbed wire entan- 
glements and fell before the first line of German trenches 
with eighteen bullet wounds in her body. The Emperor 
conferred on her the post-mortem decoration. Some of 
Russia’s largest guns that were shown on the screen 
were said to be products of the vodka factories. Since 
the Emperor’s edict prohibiting the drinking of vodka 
the factories, Count MKalpaschnikoff-Camack says, have 
been converted to the manufacture of guns, shells, and 
the drying of vegetables. 
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THE QUESTION OF SUBMARINES. 


In the course of the debate on the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill in the House of Representatives, Feb. 10, there 
were some interesting remarks on the subject of sub- 
marines, from which we make the extracts that follow: 

Mr. Towner: “Let me say to the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania that no one contends that we have not the ut- 
most right to use submarines, or that any other nation 
has not the right to use them as vessels of war against 
vessels of war; and this war has demonstrated that there 
is no defensive power that is equal to the submarine ; 
because with a navy two or three times that of Germany 
opposed to her, Germany has been able to protect her 
coast and her coast cities absolutely, principally by the 
use of submarines and the fear of submarines; and these 
that we are appropriating for in this bill are to be used, 
as I say, principally as a defense against vessels of war 
that may be sent to attack our coasts.” * * * 

Mr. Moore: “Now, Mr. Chairman, I believe we ought 
to construct these submarines, and that we ought to con- 
struct more of them. Their efficiency in naval warfare 
has been demonstrated. Germany has them and is using 
them very successfully. Great Britain has them and is 
using them to the best of her ability. As between these 
two nations there seems to be no practical difference as 
to the right-of either of them to use their submarines, 
but the United States has taken the position that Ger- 
many is using her submarines improperly. No one has 
said a word about the manner in which Great Britain 
is using her submarines. The whole sum of the conten- 
tion is that Germany is conducting a ‘ruthless subma- 
rine warfare.’ If Germany has no right to use her sub- 
marines, it may be a fair question to ask why we are 
building them.” * * #* 

Mr. Slayden: “Mr. Chairman, not only have they 
ceased to be merely defensive weapons, but, in my judg- 
ment, they have become the most effective offensive 
weapons, and I think they have verified a prediction of 
mine in this House quite two years ago—in September, 
I think it was, 1914—in which I ventured to quote in 





+ the Record the opinion of Sir Percy Scott, admiral of 


the British navy, that the time was near when great 
dreadnought battleships would become museum pieces 
merely, and nothing has happened yet in this war that 
has demonstrated their ability to float upon the surface 
of the ocean in defiance of a submarine that happens to 
be in their vicinity.” 

Mr. Temple: “It is not a question of whether the sub- 
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marine may be used, but whether it may be used as other 
weapons may not be used, in violation of the rights of 
neutrals which have been recognized from generation to 
generation. There is the same objection to the use of 
surfaee warships if they be used in the same unlawful 
way. 

Mr. Parker, of New Jersey: “I only add one other fact 
that I have from good authority, which I will not name 
because I am not at liberty to do so. There is a ferry 
running between Sweden and Germany across the Baltic 
Sea. It carries whole railroad trains on powerful boats. 
About half of those boats are German and half are Swed- 
ish, but it is a ferry from a neutral to one of the bel- 
ligerents. The allied torpedoboats and submarines have 
threatened that ferry to an extent warranting the King 
of Sweden in placing his navy in constant convoy of that 
ferry, to protect its vessels, whether Swedish or German, 
against attacks that would not be authorized by inter- 
national law, and to protect the citizens of Sweden. This 
is a fact. It is not in the newspapers so far as I 
mow * F. = 

Mr. Sims: “Mr. Chairman, such questions illustrate 
nothing. We are making history for the future by which 
others will judge us; and let nothing be uttered in this 
debate that would lead others to believe that we under 
similar circumstances would do what we are condemning 
other nations for doing. If we will do no better than they 
are doing in the same circumstances, we should hold our 
peace and refrain from criticism. If these submarines 
we are authorizing in this bill are to be used chiefly for 
destruction of contraband goods, the great bulk of which 
is conditional, and we are going to blow women and 
children into atoms without notice, without any oppor- 
tunity to save their lives in order to sink some ship 
loaded with Minnesota wheat with which the women and 
children of our enemies are to be fed—if that is one of 
the uses which we are going to make of these submarines, 
let us build no more now and forever.” 

Mr. London: “The question is not whether certain 
weapons of destruction shall be used, and whether their 
use shall be limited for certain purposes. The question 
is, Is war justifiable? If it is, then every means is jus- 
tifiable as an incident to the war. Were this country 
invaded, I would be in favor of shooting down the stars 
if the falling stars would crush the enemy. We would 
use any and all means—the more destructive the better. 
The broad question is, Are you justified in entering the 
war? And if you are justified use every means that 
human ingenuity can devise to inflict every damage you 
can upon the enemy you have to contend with. That is 
why no sane mind can indorse the idea of war, unless it 
be a war to repel invasion. Come down to basic prin- 
ciples and stop quibbling, lawyerlike. about fine points in 
text-books on international law. Carlyle calls it chop 
logic, which is no logic at all.” 

Mr. Hardy: “There is not a man in this hall who will 
deny that we will either need our warships inside of 
three years or not within twenty-five years. We can not 
get one of these big battleships we propose to order now 
inside of three years, and every one of them will be junk 
inside of twenty-five years. Why not then spend all the 
money we do spend for vessels we may have some reason- 
able hope of getting inside of three years. Yes; inside 
of one year, for in my opinion we will need them within 
one year, if ever. Mr. Chairman, the submarine is not 
an evolution; it is a revolution in naval warfare. Two 
things are coming to the front—the submarine and the 
explosive shell—and they are being used together. A 














shell can be thrown from a submarine that contains 
enough explosive to crush the thickest armor plate like 
an eggshell. It has been done, not once but many times.” 
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ADMIRAL FISKE TELLS OF TORPEDOPLANE. 


Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., spoke at 
the Pan-American Aeronautical Exposition in New York 
city, on Feb. 12, and devoted most of his address to 
describing the importance of the torpedoplane, an inven- 
tion of his that he patented in 1912. It is used for 
the aerial launching of Whitehead torpedoes. 

“We can only hope to catch up with the other coun- 
tries of the world,’ Admiral Fiske said in his address, 
“by including in our naval program the most effective 
new inventions, and the torpedoplane, under favorable 
conditions, would make the $20,000 airplane a worthy 
match for a $20,000}000 battle cruiser. ‘That the tor- 
pedoplane will become an important factor in naval war- 
fare in the near future, many people have no doubt. It 
is a scheme whereby the regular Whitehead auto torpedo 
may be launched from an airplane as effectively as it is 
launched from a destroyer. ’ 

“The aviator approaches his target from a great dis- 
tance and high up in the air, and when say six or seven 
miles away he volplanes toward the water, runs above 
the surface of the water a short distance, heading toward 
his target and when ready simply pulls a lever. The 
action of pulling the lever releases the torpedo, which is 
rigidly held under the airplane, and at the same time 
throws back the starting lever, with the result that the 
torpedo falls into the water in the same way as if it 
had been dropped from a destroyer. 

“I received private information from Europe about a 
year ago that a lieutenant in the British navy made four 
flights over the land into the Sea of Marmora in an air- 
plane, under which a Whitehead torpedo was secured, and 
sank four Turkish vessels, using fourteen-inch torpedoes 
weighing 731 pounds each. For this service he received 
the Distinguished Service Order. A short time ago I 
got a verification of this news from a wholly different 
source, and I also received further information which 
is of absolute reliability that one of the tkelligerent

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NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS AS STUDENTS. 
Camp at Ajo, Ariz., Feb. 1, 1917. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

As an example of what Infantry non-commissioned 
officers can do as students, I am sending to you the 
questions recently answered by the non-commissioned of- 
ficers of Companies FE and F, 14th Infantry, in an ex- 
amination in the subject of Infantry Drill Regulations, 
held yesterday and to-day at this camp, together with 
the grades made by the students. None of the non-com- 
missioned officers who were examined failed to make over 
seventy-five per cent., considered requiste for issue of 
a certificate of proficiency. Some of the non-commis- 
sioned officers in the two companies already possessed 
these certificates and were not examined. Others were 
absent on detached service and could not be examined. 
The examination was held orally in the presence of three 


officers, and the examiners in addition to requiring an- . 


swers to the questions, asked many questions concerning 
subjects considered as rather abstruse even by officers. 


The lowest grade was made by a non-commissioned © 


ofticer who was absent during a considerable portion 
of the instruction and who missed the general reviews 
preceding the examination. 

We have agreed for some time that our non-commis- 
sioned officers were efficient field soldiers and practical 
men of action. I believe that, if there are still those 
of us in the Service who believe that our non-commis- 
sioned officers can not acquire theoretical training, this 
example may serve to open to them new fields of thought 
upon non-commissioned officers and their possibilities as 
students.

ALTERNATIVE FOR UNIVERSAL SERVICE. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: ; 

In the general discussion prevailing on the matter = 
of our present military needs, the essential problem ig — 
how to get the men requisite for an adequate force, — 
There are but two methods by which this can be done: | 
(1) by compulsory universal service; and (2), by volun. | 
tary enlistment. The first method is advocated widely; ~ 
the second method is the same as that now employed for 
the Regular Army. 

As between these two methods of furnishing the neces- 
sary men, the idea of compulsory service is opposed to 
our traditions of personal liberty and the right of every — 


man to choose his own-occupation. Draft systems are 
in general unpopular, as witness the riots in New York © 
during the War of the Rebellion, and the recent nation 
wide opposition in Great Britain even after war wag _ 
declared and the need of men most urgent. Some men | 
are willing to serve as soldiers; others for business, — 
family, or other reasons, object most strongly to military — 
service. As between men who serve under compulsion 
and those who serve voluntarily, efficiency should be on | 
the side of the volunteer. 

In those nations in which it is necessary to train the 
entire male population as a guarantee of national integ- 
rity, the system of universal training is perhaps ideal, 7 
But in the case of the United States we are not con- 7 
fronted with the need of a great army, nor with any ~ 
necessity for utilizing more than a fraction of the male — 
population for military purposes. f 

Can such an army be obtained without compulsory — 
service? , 

It is believed that it can be obtained, and on the © 
basis of strictly voluntary enlistment. In the first place | 
there is a very trite saying that “you can get anything 
you want if you are willing to pay for it”; and in the 
second place, men in general like military service. “The 7 
laborer is worthy of his hire.”

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THE UNIVERSAL TRAINING BILL. 

The fact that Senator Chamberlain, acting for the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, reported favor- 
ably, on Feb. 10, the committee’s bill for universal mik- 
tary training in the United States is a much more 
momentous event than the immediate prospects of the 
bill's passage would seem to indicate. It brings squarely 
before the country the question as to whether the people 
of the United States want universal military training, 
and will put them to the test as to whether their idea 
of duty to the Federal Government includes military 
training and military service for all the men in the 
country who are able to bear arms. The significant fact 
about Senator Chamberlain’s action is that this whole 
matter is forced out into the open, which is a decided 
step forward. And although it would appear there is 
little prospect for the passage of the measure at this 
session of Congress the really vital thing is that 
since the country’s original universal military training 
law lapsed into disuse we face the prospect of witness- 
ing either our own progress in military education or our 
complete inability as a nation to profit by the mistakes 
we have made in our conduct of military affairs, as set 
before us by military historians and officers of the Army 
and Navy, who have tried to tell the country its needs, 
just as Lord Roberts did in England in the decade 
preceding his death. 

The majority report submitted by Senator Chamberlain 
with his bill states: “The criticism of the advocates of 
the measure, as well as its opponents, has as a rule not 
been constructive. ‘The committee, however, has been 
assisted very materially by Capt. George V. H. Mose- 
ley, U.S.A., who for a time, while t‘e bill was under 
consideration, was a member of the General Staff sta- 
tioned here, and devoted much time and intelligent effort 
to the preparation of a measure that would harmonize 
with our own institttions. The bill as presented, the 
committee believes, will do this.’”? Thus it is that what 
we have generally styled the “Moseley bill” is the basis 
of the universal military training measure now before 
the country for all to read, weigh, and come to a decision 
on, The history of Captain Moseley’s bill has been care- 
fully followed through all its changes in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL, so that the bill in its main features will 
present nothing new nor strange to our readers. It is 
Tteported that the General Staff is inclined to disapprove 
the bill owing to the fact that it only provides for a first 
Period of training of six months, whereas the General 
Staff's recommendation was for a year’s training. The 
Chamberlain bill seems to have been worked out, in this 
Particular, in the spirit upheld by General Wood, that 
there should be no minimum period of training fixed, but 
that a man should be passed into the reserve as soon 
as he had demonstrated his military fitness. 

The “conscientious objector” type of citizen, the dis- 
Position of which has been a source of so much trouble 
to the British government since the outbreak of the 
Present war, is definitely provided for in the Chamber- 
lain bill, He is to be trained in some of the non-com- 
batant branches of military needs, but trained he must 
be. This marks a decided advance for the United States 
and, if carried out as should be, will teach our pacifists 
& much-needed lesson in the necessity of obligation to 
the State. It appears that politics shows in the bill 
in two particulars. These are: the provision that mem-

No attention is paid to anonymous communications, but the 


navy”’ shall not -be.used “for strikes or. other- industrial 
disputes”; and the one providing the members of the Re- 
serve Army or Navy shall be called out by the President 
“in the event of a defensive war or of imminent danger 
thereof.” The responsibility for the passage of the bill 
rests with the people of the country who, in their united 
frame of mind as to the policy of the United States 
in the present crisis, ought to be able to see thee wisdom 
of actually making ‘the Chamberlain bill a law. : 
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STATE MILITARY TRAINING FOR BOYS. 

Amendments to the Military Training law of New 
York State were introduced in the Legislature at Al- 
bany, on Feb. 5, that would cause the law to include in 
its scope all boys between sixteen and nineteen years 
of age, the present law exempting boys who work. At 
the suggestion of Dr. John H. Finley, president of the 
University of the State of New York, it is proposed to 
have the law so changed that: “vocation training or 
experience as will, in the opinion of the Commission, 
specifically prepare boys for services useful to the state 
in the maintenance of defense,” may be counted instead 
of military training. The Military Training Commission 
of the state approves this. amendment. Schuyler M. 
Meyer, a member of the Assembly, has introduced a bill 
that would provide outright for compulsory military 
training, virtually without qualification, and would re- 
quire “all able-bodied male citizens between the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-three, to attend a military camp of 
instruction every year.” 

The Corps of Cadets, State of New York, was estab- 
lished at a meeting of the State Military Training Com- 
mission in New York city, on Feb. 7.- The corps will 
consist of from 25,000 to 30,000 bo;s, ranging from 
sixteen to eighteen years, and attending public and pri- 
vate schools. ‘The military training provided for such 
boys under the Slater-Welch acts will be put into effect 
by the Training Commission through the Corps of 
Cadets. Under the law military training other than 
in the field is to be given between Sept. 1 and June 
15 of each year, and not to exceed three hours a week. 
It was: decided that the requirements for this year to 
June 15 will be four hours a month: 

Military training in New Jersey’s high schools is op- 
posed in a report prepared for the Legislature and sub- 
mitted to Governor Edge, on Feb. 5, by the Commission 
on Military Training in High Schools. The commission 
takes the ground that such training could not be effec- 
tive unless it were continued by the training of boys 
after leaving school, and that no provision is made for 
a subsequent course of adult training. It is also urged 
that military authorities oppose juvenile training, that 
none of the European nations has resorted to the military 
training of boys and that military training must be dis- 
tinguished from military drill, The commission recom- 
mends thorough courses in physieal training for all 
pupils in the schools of the state. 

To Capt. Albert T. Rich, Inf., U.S.A., belongs the 
eredit of first instructing the Stuyvesant High School 
boys, of New York city, in military drill. Captain Rich 
took hold of the military instruction of the boys volun- 
tarily, and in addition to his many other duties as an in- 
spector-instructor with the National Guard. Under Cap- 
tain Rich, the Stuyvesant Training Corps received the 
foundation of its present military knowledge which 
enabled it to further progress after Captain Rice was 
ordered away from New York on other duties. Captain 
Rich has won quite a reputation as a military instructor, 
and his successful work in training a model company for 
the New York National Guard will be remembered by 
many. 

In response to a group of pacifists who called on him 
to protest against military training in the schools of 
New York city, Mayor John Purroy Mitchel said: “I 
understand the point to be made that there is no value 
in wilitary training from the educational point of view; 
that, on the contrary, it is harmful from the educational 
point of view. Now it is my conviction that military 
training is one of the most essential elements of general 
public education in the United States for the upbuilding 
of good citizenship. It is my belief that the most con- 
spicuous lack in American youth of to-day is a recogni- 
tion of authority, a respect for authority, and that that 
is one of the things that ought to be instilled into 
American youth, and that the recognition of an obliga- 
tion to the United States of Ameriea as an incident 
to citizenship is one of the things that ought to be 
taught to the people who come to this country regarding 
it as an opportunity and no obligation. The statement 
that the United States can develop a paid professional 
army to carry these burdens for it is both absurd from 
a military point of view and contrary to the entire 
genius and spirit of American institutions. America 
has always set its face against a standing army; has 
always set its face against the establishment of a great 
paid military institution, and has proclaimed the prin- 
ciple that in a democracy the duty to defend rests on 
each male citizen of serviceable age.” 

Major William Kelly, jr. U.S.A., professor of mili- 
tary science and tactics at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, has written an article on “Military Course to 
Teach Discipline,’ for “Old Penn, the official weekly 
of the university. In the course of this, he says: “The 
foundation of all military training is discipline, and the 
lack of it among us as a nation is deplorable. We are 
not taught discipline at home, at school, at college, but 
it must be learned before any progress in military train- 
ing can be made. Were our children taught the full 
meaning of ‘must,’ and raised to obey. cheerfully, with- 








out. question or hesitation,. without complaint, the effi- 
ciency of all of our institutions, both civil and mnilitary, 
would be vastly increased. It is best, for this reason, 
that military. instruction at our civil institutions be 
made compulsory instead of voluntary, that we begin 
with ‘must’ instead of with ‘will you? Much has been 
said and written about the length of time it takes to 
train a soldier. It takes-as long as it takes to bend 
the average American youth to a state of unquestioning 
discipline and obedience at all times, and in all cir- 
cumstances. When this condition is arrived at to teach 
the soldier the technical training of his arm is compara- 
tively simple.” 
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Owing -to the increased co-operation between the 
United States Geological Survey and the War Depart- 
ment through the Topographic Branch of the Survey 
having to meet the special requirements of the Army, 
a Division of Military Surveys has been created with 
Glenn S. Smith in charge as topographic engineer. Mr. 
Smith is credited with much that has already been ac- 
complished in this special work, and his appointment by 
the Department of the Interior is a recognition of his 
services. The special order issued by the Department 
concerning this adds: “In whatever degree the topo- 
graphic survey of any area is intended to meet the 
needs of the War Department the field and office work 
will be administered directly by the chief of the divis- 
ion under which that area comes geographically, but 
the supervision of the technical work in so far as it ig 
planned to meet military requirements will be under the 
chief of the Division of Military Surveys. It is believed 
that this division of responsibility is definite enough 
to continue the present plan of efficient administration 
and also to provide for the specialization necessary in 
much of the mapping planned and indeed already in 
progress. The special map data desired by the War 
Department will thus be collected under one plan and 
by the same methods for certain areas, whether on 
the Atlantic or Pacific coast, but without affecting the 
general administration of the work within any division.” 
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Promises of co-operation with the government in ef- 
forts to develop satisfactory Zeppelin type aircraft for 
the Army and Navy were made by leading American 
airplane and rubber manufacturers at a conference in 
Washington, D.C., on Feb. 12, with Chief Constr. David 
W. Taylor, U.S.N., and ,head of the joint Army and 
Navy Board investigating the dirigible problem. A pre- 
liminary survey of the materials and plants available 
was begun, and the manufacturers expressed belief that 
big aircraft similar to the German machines could be 
turned out. Representatives of the Connecticut Aircraft 
Company, the Curtiss Aeroplane Company and the Good- 
year, Goodrich and United States Rubber Companies 
were present. They united in offering to the government 
every aid in their power in its campaign for adequate 
national defense. 
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The Federal Shipping Board, as a step towards rehabil- 
itating the American mercantile marine, has requested 
President Wilson to authorize the turning over %f idle 
U.S. Army transports for service in the coastwise trade 
between Atlantic and Pacific ports, via the Panama 
Canal. It was pointed out that nearly all the ships 
built for this trade have been withdrawn for more profit- 
able charters, or have been sold to foreign shippers. The 
board seeks particularly to obtain the two obsolete trans- 
ports, Meade and Crook, which the War Department has 
been authorized to sell. The Meade, of 5,400 tons dis- 
placement, is now idle at Newport News, where she was 
recently advertised for sale. The Crook, of 4,800 tons, 
is being used in connection with the Alaskan Railway. 
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Bids for six new scout cruisers will be opened by 
the Navy Department on March 14, the Secretary of 
the Navy announced this week. All American ship- 
builders who have adequate facilities have been requested 
to bid on the vessels. The six cruisers include three of 
the four authorized last year, and the three included in 
this year’s program. Under the provisions of the Act 
of Aug. 29, 1916, the limit of cost for each vessel was 
fixed at $5,000,000, but the Department was able to se- 
cure a contract for only one ship at this figure. The 
pending measure will carry a paragraph increasing the 
limit to $6,000,000.

Steps were taken on Feb. 10 by. the National Security 
League in a movement to obtain 5,000,000 signatures to 
a petition urging the enactment of a universal military 
training law. The league purposes to complete the work 
within thirty days and submit the petition to President 
Wilson and Congress. Not only will effort be made te 
obtain signatures to the petition, but each of the 100,- 
000 members of the league will be asked to write to five 
friends urging them to appeal at once to Senators and 
Representatives to vote for immediate passage of the 
universal military training law as soon as it shall be 
taken up for consideration. 
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Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., has been voted 
a medal by the New Mexico Legislature for his services 
to the state and nation as commander of the punitive 
expedition. He has been invited to visit Santa Fé on © 
Feb. 22 to accept the medal. 
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“It will not do to hang out flags and tell the people 
across the sea that we can lick any five of them,” said 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., on Feb. 10, in plead- 
ing for a larger army. He was guest of honor of 300 
members of the Lotos Club, of New York city. “Patriot- 
ism needs intelligence enough to have us properly pre- 
pare,” he continued, “and the pe will not discharge 
their responsibility until it is brought home to them. 
Morality never saved a nation. We must be willing and 
able to fight the fight of men. National defense and 
citizenship obligations go together. We do not believe in 
militarism. There is no danger of it when there is an 
army of the people.” General Wood praised the work of 
the Plattsburg Camp. He said there would be from 
30,000 to 40,000 men there this year and 15,000 boys. 
“We dare not trust to treaties or promises,” he con- 
cluded, “but only to the iron of our swords.” Rear Ad- 
miral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., who was also a guest, 
said if a foreign army invaded this country the United 
States would have to raise in three weeks a force able 
to meet the most highly perfected and trained enemies 
the world has ever known. “We are about as much pre- 
pared to fight,” he added, “as Belgium was prepared to 
fight Germany. Our mental thought has been diverted 
to limousines, silk stockings and perfumes. This nation 
is becoming effeminate. George Washington and General 
Grant would be surprised and shocked at the difference 
between the young men of to-day and in their days. 
Unde Sam is becoming less and less like a real be-man 
and more like a perfect lady.” 
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Dean Charles Edward Munroe, of George Washington 
University, was one of the first to offer his services 
to the President in the present emergency. In his letter 
he recalls that for eighteen years at the U.S. Naval 
Academy and at the naval torpedo station and War Col- 
lege he instructed the officers of the Navy and Army in 
the properties and uses of explosives, and supervised the 
manufacture and testing of all varieties of military ex- 
plosives. On Feb. 16, 1898, he telegraphed his offer of 
service to our Government and served with the Engineer 
Board on the defenses for Washington with the Chief of 
Ordnance in conducting firing trials at Sandy Hook, and 
organized and conducted a volunteer squad in torpedo 
practice. Since 187° he has been engaged in investiga- 
tions, tests, “and manufacture of explosives for our own 
and foreign governments, as well as corporations and 
individuals here and abroad. Inventor of smokeless 
powder and a recognized authority on all types of ex- 
plosives Dr. Munroe is ranked as the most valuable 
military chemical expert in the United States, if not in 
the world. From 1874 until 1886 he was professor of 
chemistry at the Naval Academy, following which he was 
assigned to duty as chemist to the torpedo corps, U.S. 
Naval Torpedo Station and War College, where he served 
until 1892, when his services were secured by the Cor- 
coran Scientific School, now George Washington’ Uni- 
versity. He is consulting expert of the U.S. Geological 
Survey and the Bureau of Mines and the inventor of 
smokeiess powder. Many honors and degrees have been 
conferred on Dr. Munroe, who is the author of over 100 
books and papers on chemistry and explosives. 
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In its comments upon the vessels of our new Navy re- 
ferred to last week, the London Engineer says: “In the 
American battle eruisers protection appears to be con- 
fined to the water-line and the main gun positions, with 
the result that a very large area of the huli is exposed 
te the attack of high-explosive shell. The experience of 
this war and of other campaigns during the ironclad era 
teaches us that a ship may be put out of action without 
having had her belt armor perforated. High-explosive 
shell, especially those from the large caliber guns now 
universally mounted, seem more deadly than the armor- 
piercing projectiles, with their comparatively small burst- 
ang charge, and the increasing efficacy of the former 
variety renders it essential to work in armor of medium 
thickness wherever any of the elements conducive to the 
tactical efficiency of the ship are situated. The complete 
defenselessness of the side above the belt, and conse- 
quently of the anti-torpedo battery, is a questionable 
feature of these battle cruisers. More serious still is 
the lack of protection to the boiler compartments re- 
vealed by the criticism of the Navy Department's speci- 
fications. If, as would appear from the comments of the 
Fore River Company, the upper tier of steam genera- 
tors lies above the armor decks the ships are liable to 
be disabled im the initial phase of an action, especially 
as the top sides are innocent of plating. It is probable, 
however, that so patent a defect will be remedied before 
the keels are laid.” 
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In connection with reports from the Southern Depart- 
ment to the War Department with regard to the un- 
suitability of the material at present being used for 
camp kettles, Brig. Gen. A. L. Smith, Q.M. General, 
advised the Southern Department as follows: “It is 
prcbable that the principal cause of complaint about the 
eamp kettles, i.e., ‘that coffee made in these ketties turns 
green and is unpalatable,’ can be obviated ty thoroughly 
cleaning the kettles and removing all of the lacquer with 
which they are coated to prevent rust. No better or 
more suitable material than the soft steel now used is 
known to this office for the manufacture of these ket- 
tles. The sheet steel of which they are made is a stock 
size carried by warehouse and hardware men, and the 
kettles can be made in most any ordinary machine shop 
in large quantities in a short time. Galvanized kettles 
are not suitable for cooking or food containers, due to 
the chemical action of the food on the zinc lining forming 
@ poisonous compound. In view of the above it is 
recommended that instructions be issued by the depart- 
ment authorities, Southern Department, that all camp 
kettles furnished with the march kit be thoroughly 
tleaned before being used, in order to remove the lacquer 
which is placed on these kettles to prevent rust while 
being held in stock.” 
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The prompt response of one great American organiza- 
tion on the inception of the present crisis called forth 
the following unusual commendation from the War De- 
partment in a memorandum issued to the press on Feb, 
10: “One of the most important and valuable move- 
ments taken by any of our great commercial companies 
to aid the government in the present crisis has been 
the action of the American Telegraph and Telephone 
Company in preparing the immense network of the Bell

5, in which he expressed the fear that Navy construc- 
tion secrets would be divulged if the Cramp Shipbuilding 
Company is foreed to give an accounting in a patent 
infringement case involving construction of four Amer- 
ican destroyers. The matter arose in an appeal from 
an accounting order issued by a Pennsylvania court in 
favor of the Curtis Turbine Co., which alleges that its 
patents were infringed by the Cramp company in build- 
Seeretary Daniels’s letter, says a 
review of the lower court “is of great importance.” The 
court has agreed to review a similar suit of the Mar- 
coni Wireless Telegraph Company against a Navy De- 
partment contractor, and both suits wil] be expedited. 


A bill to appropriate the $25,000,000 which the United 
States has agreed to pay Denmark for the Danish West 
Indies, and to establish a government in the islands 
under Presidential appointment; was introduced on Feb. 
5 by Chairman Flood, of the House Committee on For- 
eign Relations. It would continue the present. tax laws 
of the islands so far as possible, except for an export 
tax of $8 a ton on sugar. Island products would be 
admitted to the United States free. An appropriation 
of $100,000 is provided to pay expenses of the transfer 
to American sovereignty. Details of the organization 
of the new government are left to the President. 
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Col. C. A. Williams, U.S.A., in Washington, D.C., 
has received two messages from the Commission for Re- 
lief in Belgium, on Feb. 5 and 6, the first stating that 
the commission had cabled “instructing all delegates re- 
main Belgium pending further developments political 
issue. No anxiety meed be felt concerning their protec- 
tion or safety, as we haye assurances from German goy- 
ernment that they will be accorded all usual diplomatic 
courtesies.” The second message stated “we are now 
advised by cable from Rotterdam that all is well with 
the personnel of the commission in Belgium, and that 
matters are going on much as before; also that the per- 
sonal safety and safe return of all our details, if that 
should become necessary, has been reaffirmed by the Ger- 
man authorities.” 
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A meeting of the Council of National Defense and its 
advisory committee was held at the office of the Secre- 
tary of War on Feb. 12. “Comprehensive plans for the 


future” were discussed, it was said later. The advisory 
committee is to remain in Washington and work on the 
several projected plans, holding frequent meetings in the 
meantime with the council. Prominent citizens who have 
been to Europe and are in touch with conditions were to 
be called during the week before the joint meetings and 
the benefit of their experiences will be used in formulat- 
ing a program for the future. Just what lines this “pro- 
gram” will follow has not yet been divulged. The only 
answer returned to questions is that it will be “very 
comprehensive and complete.” 
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Henry Ford has decided te discontinue on March 1 the 
Neutral Conference for Continuous Mediation at The 
Hague, the peace-seeking organization which grew out of 


the famous pilgrimage of the ship Oscar II., and which 
has been in operation in Europe since December, 1915. 
Mr. Ford’s action is not because he is not in favor of 
peace, but it seemed to him that there was nothing 
further that the Conference could do at present; and 
also it appeared to him rather inconsistent that he should 
have an organization in the Old World striving for peace 
while his great working organization here is getting 
ready to make war implements should the United States 
become involved in the conflict. 
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Under the title of the Emergency Peace Federation 
a large delegation of pacifists visited Washington, D.C., 
on Feb. 12, and visited the Capitol with the purpose 
of interesting all the Senators and Representatives in a 
plan for holding a “war referendum” before the United 
States “is plunged into hostilities.” Among the speakers 
who addressed a meeting held by the Federation on the 
night of Feb. 12 were: Representative Oscar Callaway, 
of Texas; Prof. William I. Hull, of Swarthmore College, 
and Prof. Harry A. Overstreet, of the College of the 
City of New York. 
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A gold medal is to be presented by ihe Sons of the 
Revolution to Signal Quartermaster Leo H.- Luksich, 
U.S. Coast Guard; who recently felled a man who wiped 
his hands on the national flag, in New York city. The 
medal was offered to the District of Columbia organiza- 
tion by Robert R. Bennett, registrar, in memory of 
his son Tracy William Bennett. It has been sent to 
James Mortimer Montgomery, of New York city, gen- 
eral president of the national society, who will make 
arrangements for a public presentation ceremony, prob- 
ly in Fraunces’s Tavern, New York. The society will 
be represented at the ceremony by a committee headed 
by Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A. 
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Capt. Clarence C. Culver and Lieut. Herbert A. Dar- 
gue, both U.S.A., made a successful test of radio-tele- 
phonic communication between a military airplane in 
flight and a land receiving station on Feb. 7, at the 
Signal Corps’ Aviation School, San Diego, Cal. Cap- 
tain Culver, who talked into the instrument in the air- 
plane piloted by Lieutenant Dargue, was heard in the 
receiving room at a distance of approximately three 
niles. 
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Surg. Karl Obnesorg, U.S.N., who was for some time 
detailed as special medical attaché at the American 
Embassy, in Berlin, is now at work in the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, in the Surgeon General's Office, 
Washington.

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HEARINGS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

A full report of the hearings before the House Com. 
mittee on Military Affairs, from Dec, 6, 1916, to Jan. 15, 
1917, appearing in a bulky 8vo volume of 1,200 pages, 
adds much valuable information to that_ previously 
given on the subject. Interesting expressions of opip- 
ions on military matters by officers of the Army were 
brought out ia these hearings, often by sharp questioning 
in which some members of Congress found opportunity 
for a revelation of their ignorance of matters upon which 
they are called to legislate, greatly te the discouragement 
of the military services and the disgrace of the country, 

Major Gen. H. L. Seott, Chief of Staff, stated that to 
prevent discontent among enlisted men of the combatiye 
branches, which interferes with recruiting, their pay 
should be equivalent to that of the Signal Corps and the 
Medical Department. “Such men as bakers, chauffeurs, 
and packers of the Quartermaster Corps should not haye 
the rank of non-commissioned officers. Their designa- 
tion should be determined by their occupation and their 
pay should correspond to their work. Chauffeurs and 
assistant chauffeurs should have the same pay in all arms 
and branches of the Service that may have them. It is 
believed that the number of privates, first class, should 
not exceed in any arm, branch, or corps thirty-three and 
one-third of the number of privates.” 

General Scott gave a reason why the sencing out of 
thousands of transportation requests to students attend- 
ing the training camps is undesirable; also why the issue 
of uniforms to them was objectionable. Each applicant 





should buy his own transportation and uniform with the 


understanding that after satisfactorily completing four 
weeks’ camp he will be reimbursed the authorized cost 
of his transportation and one-third the cost at Govern- 
ment prices of the prescribed articles of uniform. General 
Scott reported that the department commanders were en- 
thusiastic over the work of the training camps, though 
the absence of Regular troops on the border interfered 
greatly with their conduct. Many graduates of West 
Point devoted a portion of their three months’ gradua- 
tion leave to serve at the camps, which was a great sac- 
rifice for them, though the experience acquired was very 
valuable. 

It is recommended that the rank of the Superintend- 
ent of the Military Academy be increased to that of 
brigadier general. Enlisted men now or hereafter au- 
therized for branches not included in the line of the 
Army should be provided so as not to decrease the en- 
listed strength of the line. A proviso should be inserted 
in the ili to correct the mistake made in not ex- 
eluding enlisted men of the ordnance from the total en- 
listed force of the line. BWnlisted men of the Signal Corps 
should have an opportunity to qualify for extra pay. 


General Seott stated, at length, his objections to the- 


restrictions now put upon the General Staff and which 
have heretofore been fully described in our columns. The 
General said: 

“I most earnestly urge that you increase the present 
total number as recommended by the General Staff last 
year to ninety-two and remove the restrictions in Sec 
tion 5, especially the restriction requiring that only fifty 
per cent. be permitted for duty on the War Department 
General Staff, leaving to the discretion of the-President 
the number that will be detailed for duty with troops as 
well as the number to be continued on duty at the War 
Department. Chiefs of Cavalry, Infantry and Field Ar- 
tillery should be provided. These chiefs should not be 
members of the General Staff Corps, as their duties would 
be largely administrative, but should be directly respon- 
sible to the Chief of Staff and the Secretary of War. The 
ereation by Congress of these three offices would 
the Chief of Staff and his assistant in the War Depart- 
ment from the consideration of many administrative de 
tails in connection with these arms which now take up 
eonsiderable time that should be devoted by them to 
questions of policy.” They should be brigadier generals 
unless that grade is abolished, which General Seott 
recommends. 

As to the Detached Service law, General Scott said: 
“All the legislation on the subject has for its object 
the prevention of absenteeism in the regular military or- 
ganizations and of continuing favoritism in the matter 
of desirable details. ‘While the primary object was 4 
good one, the drastic character of the restrictions makes 
army administration almost impossible under present 
conditions. The detached service laws should be simpli- 
fied in such manner as will do away with a vast amount 
of doubt, such as now exists, in determining whether an 
officer should reeeive credit, or be charged with detached 
service ; therefore, it is recommended that all present de- 
tached service laws be amended, and that an act be passed 
covering the subjéct such as will permit an officer who 
has had two years service with the branch. of the Regt- 
lar Army in which holds permanent commission t0 
remain on detached service for a period of four years 
unless sooner relieved. 

“TI am of the opinion that all the permanent personnel 
of the Staff Corps, excepting engineers, medical officers, 
and chaplains, should be transferred to the line. A num- 
ber of officers equal to those transferred would have to be 
detailed to perform staff duties, But the total number 
of officers of the Army would not be increased, and ail 
officers would belong to a common body, and the struggle 
between the line and staff brought to an end. Thereafter 
an officer detailed as chief of a bureau or corps of the 
War Department should be detailed for four years, ul- 
less sooner relieved, and upon: being relieved would re 
turn to that grade and branch in which commissioned, 
and be not eligible to redetail except in time of war o 
other national emergency until he shall have served 
therewith for two years. The law that applies to the 
Chief of Staff should apply to the chief of every bureau 
and corps of the War Department.” 

Efficiency requires that the enlisted strength of the 
Cavalry units,- especially the Cavalry troop in the squad- 
ron, should be increased. This would not increase cost 
of overhead charges. Some provision should be made 
for training mounted troops in time of active service. 
“In maintaining Cavalry organizations on the border, it 
has recently been necessary to send such untrained me 
and untrained horses directly to regiments neither at a 
fit for the hard work required. This has been neces 
sary on account of the reduced strength of these of 
ganizations at the front. 2 

Attention was called by General Scott to the m 
equality of rank in the military and naval Services whi 
have been accentuated by recent legislation. _Therté 
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Services as will not induce invidious comparisons. ‘The 
rank and pay of those performing like duties should be 
alike in the two services. In 1920 when the increments 
are completed the total strength of the Army would be 
approximately 208,000, which is nearly two and one-half 
times the strength of the Navy authorized under the 
last personnel bill, 77,000. The fact that the highest 
grade of the Army is major general, corresponding to 
rear admiral, shows that the Army is seriously dis- 
criminated against. “When the officers come in Ccon- 
tact, say at Vera Cruz or other parts of the world, with 
the Navy, a great deal of dissatisfaction occurs when a 
man of recent service is put over the head of a much 
older officer, and the Army is always below, the Navy 
under all circumstances under existing law.” As the 
Navy has no grade corresponding to that of brigadier 
general, which grade has disappeared from nearly all 
armies of the world, most bureau chiefs of the War De- 
partment and all brigadier generals of the line are 
junior in grade to officers of the Navy performing Cor- 
responding duty. 

While before the committee General Scott was very 
sharply interrogated by the members of the committee on 
the subject of the National Guard. While commending 
in highest :erms the character and spirit of the National 
Guardsmen, General Scott exposed the weakness of the 
volunteer system as it applies both to the Regular Army 
and National Guard. As to this, General Scott said: 
“J especially asked you to consider the fact that we 
fully admire the sacrifices these men have been willing 
tv make. We are talking now entirely about the system 
upon which reliance for our safety must depend.” The 
following colloquy occurred: 

Mr. Hull: “We knew the system was weak, so why 
criticize it? Why try to convince us or the public that 
it is weak?’ 

General Scott: “Because I believe it is weak.” 

Mr. Hull: “The system has never been tried.” 

General Scott: “There is no reason in the mind of any 
military person to think that it will become appreciably 
better, as you have added only sixty hours’ training over 
what could be given under the old law. Assuming that the 
total of fifteen days for field training are employed in 
training at the rate of eight hours per day, the field 
training will amount to 120 hours, or a total training 
under the law of 192 hours, or approximately a month’s 
training of eight hours a day annually. Now, there is 
no soldier that I know of who considers that a month’s 
training in a year will make an efficient soldier. But, in 
view of the numerous and thdrough hearings that were 
held by your committee last year on the subject of a 
citizen’s force to supplement .the Regular Army, I as- 
sume it to be the final judgment of Congress that the time 
given to the National Guard for training in the bill prob- 
ably approximates the greatest amount that can 
exacted from the National Guard.” ; : 

Mr. Tilson: “Do you believe that a citizen soldiery will 
take any more than that?” 

General Scott: “I think they should have more.” 

General Scott further said: “In view of the above 
facts it would be, indeed, an exceedingly shallow thinker 
who would attach much blame to the personnel of either 
the Regular Army or the Organized Militia for failure 
to recruit to war strength. The failure should make the 
whole people realize that the volunteer system does not 
and probably will not give us either the men we need 
for training in peace or for service in war. If we are 
to defeat the highly trained and splendidly disciplined 
armies of our possible enemies, our forces when called 
upon for battle should have training and discipline at 
least equal to that of our opponent. While we have 
splendid material for soldiers, for us to claim that the 
average American youth can be trained and disciplined 
in less time than the average English, French, German, 
or Japanese youth argues a decided lack of understand- 
ing on the part of our people of the progress and char- 
acter of the English, French, German, or Japanese peo- 
ple. All that we can hope for and confidently claim is 
that, given equal intensive training as to time, under 
equally favorable conditions as to officers and non-com- 
missioned officers for instructors and leaders, our soldiers 
will be prepared to assure in ~.ar the success of our 
armies.” 

General Scott repeated the statements he has made on 
other occasions as to his ideas of what was an adequate 
force for the defense of the country, going into details 
at length as to what force would be required to meet the 
strength of the various Powers that might be arrayed 
against us. The General said: 

“It is manifest from the facts so far discussed that if 
a coalition of the Great Powers as they existed on Aug. 1, 
1914, were to make war on us we could have been in- 
vaded by very large forces within about one month from 
the declaration of war. It is also obvious that to meet 
such an attack we would need large armies whose train- 
ing had been completed before the declaration .f war, and 
it is further evident that the only way we can adequately 
prepare to win a war of this character—that is, one 
wage against us by an alliance of Great Powers, while 
we fight as a single nation—is to train intensively for 
two years with the colors in time of peace, as do all the 
other Great Powers, practically all our young men of 
suitable military physique. The volunteer system can 
not now, under the most favorable circumstances, produce 
anything like the number of men required for the na- 
tional defense. It is undemocratic, unreliable, inefficient, 
and extravagant.” 

To Mr. Kellar, who made a special display of ignorant 
offensiveness, General Scott said: “I have been sum- 
moned by the committee to present my views to the com- 
mittee, and that is what I have been doing. In response 
to your question as to whether I think it is right for me 
to say that, I feel it is right for me to say what I think 
and not say anything different from what I think.” 

In reply to a question of Mr. Quin, he said: “No; I 
think myself that we are not sufficiently defended to-day, 
and I think by the enactment of the National Guard pro- 
visions of the National Defense Act, making the Na- 
tional Guard the first line, that we lost a year, and I 
think that if you consider extending it another year you 
will lose another year. In the meantime we have no 
insurance against trouble, and we have the word of the 
President of the United States, in one of his addresses, 
that the situation is grave.” 

He thought that the ultimate strength of the Army 
should be 3,000,000 men, with 2,500,000 of them in re- 
serve without fail, only 500,000 receiving pay. 

Mr. Shallenberger: “An Army of 3,000,000 would be 
useless—unless we had the things to fight with, the ma- 
tériel, the munitions, the aeroplanes, and everything that 
goes with the Army?” 

General Scott: “Surely.” 

Mr. Shallenberger: “Those things can not be provided 
in a minute, it takes a long time to get them ready. Of 
those things which would be required we have nothing 
except the rifles?” 

General Scott: “Yes; and not enough of them.” 

Mr. Shallenberger: “Do you contemplate the officers 
serving without pay?” 

General Scott: “No.” 

Mr. Shallenberger: “The officers must haye pay sufli- 

t for their maintenance and livelihood?” 


General Scott: “Yes. There should be a permanent 
corps of officers and non-comm’ sioned officers.” 

_ Mr. Wise: “What is the reason for keeping the Na- 
tional Guard on the border?’ 

General Scott: “The President directed it.” 

Mr. Wise: ‘To keep the National Guard, and not the 
Regular Army?” 

General Scott: “We have one regiment of Cavalry only 
that is not there.” 

Mr. Wise: ‘““What reason have you for that?” — . 

xeneral Scott: “Because the President of the United 
States directed it.” a 

General Scott, in reply to a question from Mr. Kahn, 
denied most positively that there was any truth in a 
statement “that at the time of the Columbus raid the 
War Department had information that Villa was going 
to make an attack at Columbus. and that instead of send- 
ing word down to the commandant at Columbus, the in- 
formation was transmitted to the War College as a prob- 
lem to work out?” 3 

In reply to a request General Scott incorporated in 
his report reports of the inspecting officers of the Na- 
tional Guard which -esulted in the following colloquy: 

Mr. Tilson: “You have filed here a book in which 
you have presented the criticisms of seventy inspectors of 
the National Guard on the border, in which they find a 
number of things to criticize. Do you not suppose that 
if you should select seventy competent National Guard 
officers they could make an interesting and perhaps illum- 
inating report in regard to the way the Regulars handled 
the situation on the border?” 

General Scott: “I .m certain of it.” : 

Mr. Tilson: “Do you not think, all things considered, 
considering that the Regular Army had much the bigger 
job and a much more responsible job in this particular 
mobilization, that the Regular Service fell down a great 
deal worse than the National Guard system?” 

General Scott: “It depends on what you have refer- 
ence to. There are certain things we criticize ourselves 
in the Regular Army.” § 

Mr. Tilson: “But those criticisms do not appear any- 
where, and you have put this book in the record.” 

General Scott: “This is not a question cf the Regular 
Service; but defects brought out by the mobilization in 
regard to the Regular Service are discussed in the re- 
ports of the department commanders, pages 125 to 142, 
inclusive, of the report.” 

Mr. Tilson: “But we have a large report, filed and 
made a part of the record, which is to a great extent a 
criticism upon the National Guard, and we hear nothing 
of the other side.” 

Mr. McKellar: “Was an inspection made of the Regu- 
lar Army at about this same time?” ; 

General Scott: “An inspection was made from time 
to time.” , 

Mr. McKellar: “Have you got those compiled and 
put in the record?” 

General Scott: “No.” 

Mr. McKellar: “Will you do that?” 

General Scott: “Yes.” 

Mr. Tilson: “I do not refer to the Regular Army itself, 
but to the Regular Army’s handling of the military sys- 
tem at the time of the mobilization, because first of all re- 
sponsibility was put up to the Regular Army.” 

Mr. McKellar: “Yes; first of all.” 

Mr. Tilson: “They had to do it. They were the 
agents of the War Department in carrying out this en- 
tire mobilization.” 

General Scott: “Yes; it was the largest mobilization 
we had had for many years, and, of course, our people 
were not trained in such things.” 

Mr. Tilson: “They were inexperienced, especially in 
view of this new law. They had a number of compli- 
eated questions to settle.” 

General Scott: “We could make many criticisms our- 
selves.” 

Mr. Tilson: “Yes; I think you could, with justice.” 

General Scott: “Yes; and we do do it.” 

Mr. Tilson: “I wish that to appear in the record, be- 
cause I think it is advantageous to your contention 
against the volunteer system that it should be shown that 
no set of officers can work satisfactorily under the sys- 
tem we now have.” ’ 

General Scott: “That is what we believe.” 

Mr. Tilson: “And that the mobilization on the border 
proved that as much on the part of the Regular Service 
as it did on the part of the National Guard.” 

General Scott: “We have learned a number of things, 
which we propose to correct right away.” 

Mr. Hull: “General, you were in favor of the Conti- 
nental Army plan, were you not?” 

General Scott: “Yes.” 

Mr. Hull: “Suppose Congress had adopted your sug- 
gestions and passed a law on June 3 embracing them, 
and you were compelled to call on that Continental Army 
on June 28, what would you have gotten?” 

General Scott: “Nothing.” 

Mr. Hull: “Then our plan was better than yours?” 

General Scott: “No.” 

Mr. Hull: “If we have got to change our scheme, and 
if we have got to go from the volunteer system ‘to the 
universal scheme, then we ought to have the recommenda- 
tion of the Commander-in-Chief of the Army indorsing 
the plan. In other words, I think that you, who, I pre- 
sume, are second in command, should secure that in- 
dorsement before you“come to Congress and ask us to 
indorse the plan.” 

General Scott: “No. I am called here to give you my 
opinion, and I have given it to you.” 

Mr. Hull: “And I am giving you ‘mine.” 

General Scott: “I can not give you the opinion of the 
President of the United States; he is there to give it 
for himself.” 

General Scott stated that the General Staff recom- 
mended the following additions to the enlisted strength 
of the supply companies of the Army: 

Infantry One cook and the following mounted men; 
one supply sergeant, one corporal, assistant wagon master, 
one saddler, and one horseshoer to accompany the teams 
of a regiment, one chief mechanic and one mechanic with 
$24 and $21 monthly. pay as in the Field Artillery; two 
privates as orderlies for the two mounted officers of a 
supply company. 

Cavalry.—For the above reasons the Cavalry should 
be increased by one supply sergeant, one chief mechanic 
and one mechanic. A troop of cavalry at maximum 
strength should have three mcre sergeants to conform to 
requirements of the new Cavalry drill. 

Mounted Artillery—One packer for every five pack 
mules of the field train and one wagoner for each au- 
thorized wagon of the combat train. This was over- 
looked in the National Defens: Act. 

Field Artillery—The_ necessity for supply sergeant, 
chief mechanic and mechanic is the seme as for the In- 
fantry or Cavalry, an additional ho oer for each 
horse battery and for each headquarters company of threé- 
battalion regiments. To man and transport the increased 
equipment recommended requires an addition of six 
corporals and ten privates per three-battalion regiments, 

Twenty-five per cent. of the privates should be first- 
class privates. Buglers should receive $18 per month 
and should be well instructed in messenger and signal 


work, Stable sergeants should be substituted for farriers 
in the Medical Department stables. This change was 
overlooked.

NATIONAL DEFENSE COUNCIL AT WORK. 

The National Defense Council began a series of con- 
ferences in Washington, D.C., on Feb. 12, and outlined 
general plans for the mobilization of American industrial 
resources for supporting an army in the event of war, 
The opening session was devoted to the general lines 
that should be followed in cataloging all available trans- 
portation facilities, manufacturing plants and natural 
resources that would be used in supplying a fighting force 
with food, clothing and munitions. Invitations to appear 
before the council have been extended to a number of 
Americans who have studied the industrial mobilization 
methods employed by the European belligerents. One 
of the first major problems to be studied by the commit- 
tee will be a plan for co-operation between various rail- 
road lines under the general supervision of the Army. 
Plans for standardizing clothing, shoes, foodstuffs, medi- 
cal supplies and other necessities, so that they can be 
turned out in great numbers without affecting the quality, 
have been worked out in a general way. 

Previous to the opening of the sessions the council 
announced the personnel, scheme of organization, and 
the program for the immediate future of the newly 
formed Committee on Standardization of Medical and 
Surgical Supplies. The committee was named as fol- 
lows: Dr. George W. Crile, Cleveland, O.; Dr. Harvey 
Cushing, Boston, Mass.; Lieut. Col. Carl R. Darnall, 

.C., U.S.A.; Dr. Carl L. Gibson, New York city; Dr. 
Richard H. Harts, Philadelphia, Pa.; Col. Jefferson R. 
Kean, M.C., U.S.A.; Surg. Joseph A. Murphy, Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department; Dr. Henry 
S. Plummer, Rochester, Minn.; Dr. T. W. Richards; 
Asst. Surg. Gen. W. C. Rucker, U.S. Public Health 
Service, and Dr. Frank F. Simpson, Chief of Medical 
Division, Council of National Defense. 

The objects of the proposed standsrdization are: To 
make it possible to obtain surgical supplies in large vol- 
ume on short notice; to have definite specifications so 
that manufacturers of similar articles may divert their 
activities with a minimum of delay or inconvenience to 
the production of supplies required by the Army and 
Navy; to reduce cost by enablng manufacturers to pro- 
duce the various articles in quantity, and to enable 
civilian practitioners to become familiar with the in- 
struments and appliances which they will be expected 
to use if they are called to the colors. 

At the session of the council on Feb. 12, which was 
held in the office of the Secretary of War, Newton 
Baker, it was decided to appoint seven committees to 
further develop the program for the mobilization of the 
resources of the country in time of war. Brig. Gen. 
Joseph E. Kuhn, president of the Army War College, 
formerly military atiaché of the American Embassy in 
Berlin, gave a complete outline of the miktary and in- 
dustrial mobilization in Germany. Daniel Willard, presi- 
dent of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and chairman 
of the Advisory Commission, reported that at a meeting 
in New York city on Feb. 12 of the heads of fifteen of 
the largest railroads, a plan for transportation prepared- 
ness was evolved by which committees of railroad presi- 
dents in each of the four Army departments would co- 
operate with department commanders in arranging plans 
for transporting troops and supplies in time of war. 

The commission issued the following statement at the 
close of the session: “The program of the council and 
commission has for its object the provision of an ade- 
quate military and naval defense based on an adequate 
industrial and commercial co-ordination and preparation. 
To attain this end, a definite, immediate, and continuing 
program is being worked out. The commission has 
divided into committees. A member of the commission 
is the chairman of each of the committees. Committees 
have been formed to take charge of the following sub- 
jects, and other committees will be formed es they may 
be needed: A—Medicine. including general sanitation, 
Commissioner Franklin H. Martin, chairman. B— 
Labor, including conservation of health and welfare of 
workers, Commissioner Samuel Gompers, chairman. C— 
Transportation and communicaticn, Commissioner Daniel 
Willard, chairman. D—Scieice and research, including 
engineering and education, Commiss‘oner Hollis Godfrey, 
chairman. E—Raw materials, minerals, and metals, 
Commissioner Bernard Baruch, chairman. F—Muni- 
tions, manufacturing, including standardization and in- 
dustrial relations, Commissioner Howard Coffin, chair- 
man. G—Supplies, including food, clothing, etc., Com- 
missioner Julius Rosenwald, chairman. 

“The chairman of each committee will call a series of 
conferences with representatives of trades, businesses, or 
professions. At such confe-ences the representatives 
shall be asked to organize so as to deal with the council 
through one man or through a committee of not more than 
three men, to whom the council shall submit problems 
which may affect the national defense and welfare. “ One 
or more members of the council will meet the conferees 
and set forth the desires of the Government and its needs. 
To quote the words of the enabling act, these needs are 
‘the creation of relations which will render possible in 
time of need the immediate concentration and _ utiliza- 
tion of the resources of the nation.” The chairmen 
were authorized to select committeemen from either goy- 
ernment or civil life. 
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CIVILIAN RIFLE CLUB DIFFICULTIES. 

The city of San Antonio, Texas, has established. a 
municipal rifle range, as we recently noted, and Mr. BE. 
P. Lipscomb, who was active in its organization, and is 
secretary of the San Antonio Military Rifle Clubs, en- 
ters a protest against some of the difficulties encountered 
to meet government requirements in organizing civilian 
rifle clubs. The San Antonio Rifle Clubs have received 
more than 21,000 free Krag cartridges from the gov- 
ernment, have purchased 6x6 government targets (with 
city money) for the local municipal range, and have 
also purchased one hundred and sixty 1896 Model Krags, 
ten Krag carbines, about ten forty-five automatic pis- 


tols, seven New Springfields, more than 30,000 cart- 
ridges for New Springfields, Krags, forty-five Automatics, 
and thirty-eight Colts, and large quantities of materials 
for cleaning purposes. d 

But in accomplishing all this Mr. Lipscomb writes, 
“Many difficulties have been encountered.” He says$ 
“At times, I have been ground between cogwheels, as it 
were, with the intricate government ‘system’ on one side, 
and the general public on the other. When we overcome 
the indifference of our friends, and prevail upon them to 
join a rifle club, and put up their cash in advance for 
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government arms and ammunition, the order is for- 
warded by me to the Texas Adjutant General's Depart- 
ment, with requisition and bank draft payable to the 
Commanding Officer, San Antonio, Texas, Arsenal. The 
State Adjutant General's Office 0. K.’s, and forwards 
this requisition to the San Antonio, Texas, Arsenal. 
The Arsenal sends the requisition to the Chief of Ord- 
mance at Washington, D.C., who O. K's. and sends it 
back. The order is then filled, when it is reached in its 
turn on the Arsenal docket. (In 1914, before 
the European war, I sometimes had to wait six 
er two months before the State Adjutant General's office 
would O. K. and forward my requisition.) This usual 
process requires from ten days to four weeks. This de- 
lay worries some civilians, and cause others to become 
so indifferent before the arrival of their arms and am- 
munition, that they will not call for same at my office. 
Securing the supplies at the Arsenal takes added time. 
“Will it ever be possible,” adds Mr. Lipscomb, “to intro- 
duce ‘efficiency’ methods into the government Service? 
It is too bad that men who follow (as to organizimg 
civilian rifle clubs) directions are obliged to use much 
of their rifle-firing energy in-overcoming obstacles placed 
in their paths by our useless government ‘red tape.

NAVAL CONSULTING BOARD MEETS. 


A special meeting of the Naval Consulting Board of 
the United States, called at the request of Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels, was held in the Engineering Societies 
Building, in New York city, on Féb. 10, for the purpose 
ef considering certain matters which are vital to the 
proper defense of the United States in the event of war. 
The submarine problem was discussed for several hours, 
and it is understood that a report dealing with possible 
enemy submarine activities will go to the Navy Depart- 
ment. William L. Saunders, vice chairman of the com- 
mittee, presided, and some of the matters discussed, in 
addition to submarines, were the production and or- 
ganization of the industries whose outputs would be na- 
tional necessities in the event of war, aeronautics, trans- 
portation, mines and torpedoes, and ordnance and ex- 
plosives. . 

Among those at the meeting were Bion J. Arnold, 
Frank J. Sprague, Peter Cooper Hewitt, Howard J. 
Coffin, Hudson Maxim, Elmer J. Sperry, and Lawrence 
Addicks, who are members of the board. Capt. G. E. 
Burd, industrial manager of the navy yard. New York; 
Capt. W. S. Smith, U.S.N., representing the Navy De- 

artment, and Lieut. Comdr. Charles S. McWhorter, 

.S.N., one of the submarine experts of the Navy. 

It was stated that the proposition to include the War 
Department, as well as the Navy Department, in the 
work of the board was considered and that it was 
voted to notify the Secretary of the Navy that the “board 
holds itself at the service of the Department of War or 
of the National Council of Defense, to act as a board 
ef inventions, or in any other capacity which may be 
of use to the government in the present emergency.” 

The submarine problem was gone into in all of its 
details, as were various matters having to do with 
defensive operations against undersea craft, the pro- 
tection of ports and harbors against them, and the de- 
tection of their presence at sea. There are propositions 
under consideration, the purpose of which is the detection 
of submarines before they can strike, and a member of_ 
the board stated that some of these propositions “ap- 
peared very promising.” Another subject dealt with had 
to do with the possibilities of an enemy aerial attack on 
American seaboard cities. The board adjourned to meet 
at the call of the president, who is Thomas A. Edison.

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ARMY ITEMS. 


A large tract of land has been selected near Linnton, 
Ore., for a rifie range for the Army on the recommenda- 
tion of Major J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., commanding the 
Western Department. The tract embraces about 1,000 
acres, but it is proposed at present to acquire only 500 
acres and probably an option on the remaining part will 
be taken. The price asked for the entire tract is said 
to be about $90,000. The tract lies six miles northwest 
of Linnton, and is about sixteen miles from Portland. 
The land is owned by a number of individuals and cor- 
porations. 

Capt. John C. H. Lee, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., has 
been appointed aide-de-camp on the staff of Major Gen- 
eral Wood, and will report at Governors Island, N.Y., 
about May 1, to assume the duties of his new office. 

The claim that the score of 286 points out of a pos- 
sible 300 in rifle shooting made by Brig. Gen. Samuel I. 
Johnson, commanding the Hawaiian National Guard, is 
the best on record, is disputed. Our attention is called 
to the fact that Ist Sergeant Vereer, Co. G, 14th U.S. 
Inf., winner of the Wimbledon cup at the national shoot- 
ing match at Camp Perry, Ohio, and winner of several 
other coveted medals and a member of the Infantry team, 
which won the national shooting match in 1915, at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., made the following record, annual target 
practice, rifle range, Fort Lawton, Wash., March, 1916: 
300 yards slow fire, 45; 500 yards slow fire, 48; yards 
slow fire, 48; 200 yards rapid fire, 48; 300 yards rapid 
fire, 50; 500 yards rapid fire, 49. Total, 288 points out 
of a possible of 300. This score, it is believed, is the 
highest record ever made in the United States Army. 

The Army Athletic Council has issued its football re- 
port for the season of 1916 from the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy, the report containing the names of the officers of 
the Army Athletic Council for the six months ending

at the indoor meet; and the report of the football rep- 
resentative, Lieut. Philip Hayes, U.S.A. There are sta- 
tistical tables covering all details of the games played 
with their scores and the bulletins issued at each game 
through the season are reprinted. Photographs of the 
Army football squad and of Lieutenants Daly and Hayes 
ornament the pages and there is a complete list of 
“Wearers of the A.” As a supplement there comes with 
the report a four-page illustrated “sporting section” de- 
voted to the Army-Navy game which is sent to all officers 
of the Army and all members of the Army Athletic 
Council. 

A team of Army officers stationed at the U.S. Military 
Academy won the junior foil team competition for the 
J. Sanford Saltus medals at the Fencers Club, in New 
York city on Feb. 5, by a score of five bouts to three from 
a Columbia University team. The West Point team, as 
it was styled for the competition, comprised Lieut. Greg- 
ory Hoisington, Inf.; Lieut. William H. Wilbur, Inf., 
and Lieut. W. H. W. Youngs, Cav. In the preliminary 
rounds West Point won from the Fencers Club team by a 
seore of five to four and then defeated the New York 
Military Academy team by a score of five to nothing. In 
the final bouts the points made were: Hoisington de- 
feated Allison, 5—3, and Arnaud, 5—0; Allison de- 
feated Wilbur, 5—2, and Youngs, 5—2; Arnaud defeated 
Youngs, 5—2; Youngs defeated Valentine, 5—4; Wilbur 
defeated Valentine, 5—2, and Aranud, 5—2. 

The Officers’ Fencing Club won the novice saber team 
competition for the West Point medals, at the U.S. 
Military Academy, on Feb. 10, with the swordsmen 
of the New York Turn Verein, by seven bouts to two. 
The entries included the swordsmen from the New York 
Athletic Club, but the latter lost by default. Capt. 
Stuart _C. Godfrey and Lieut. Harry D. Chamberlin, 
U.S.A., of the Officers’ Fencing Club, won all of their 
bouts. Col. John Biddle, U.S.A., Superintendent of 
the Military Academy, presented the winners with the 
medals at the conclusion of the bouts. The summaries: 
Captain Godfrey defeated Mr. Weinrich, Mr. Domini 
defeated Lieut. Edwin F. Harding, U.S.A., Lieutenant 
Chamberlin defeated Mr. Rutger, Lieutenant Harding 
defeated Mr. Weinrich, Captain Godfrey defeated Mr. 
Domini, Lieutenant Chamberlin defeated Mr. Weinrich, 
Captain Godfrey defeatéd Mr. Rutger, Lieutenant Cham- 
berlin defeated Mr. Domini, and Mr. Ruttger defeated 
Lieutenant Harding.

Charles Eaton, Company L, of the regiment, were in- 
stantly killed; the latter being thrown under the wheels 
of the fast express, and nearly all of them went over his 
body. Pyts. A. J. Roehl, Company I, Daniel F. Toomey, 
Company L, and Rudolph J. Schmidt, of Company K, 
received injuries from which they may die, while four- 
teen others were more or less painfully injured. 

While engaged in a grenade throwing drill last week 
at Fort Bliss Sergt. Albert Theaslack, Co. I, 23d Inf., 
and Pyt. Winfield Albright, Company M, of the same 
regiment. received injuries from the effects of which 
Theaslack died. Sergeant Theaslack was showing how 
the grenade should be thrown, but when he threw back 
his arm it struck the trench and the grenade was prema- 
turely exploded and Private Albright, who was acting 
as observer and fully exposed, received the full force of 
the discharge, dozens of pieces of metal entering his body. 
Both men were rushed to the base hospital as soon as 
possible. It is thought that Albright will recover.

_ Col. Clarence E. Dentler, 34th Inf., U.S.A., has ar. 
rived at Portland, Ore., from El Paso, Texas, to assume 
bis new post as senior inspector-instructor of the 16th 
Militia Division, with headquarters in Portland. Colonel 
Dentler was graduated from West Point in 1884, and 
was promoted in the Army second lieutenant, 6th Infan- 
try. After being promoted first lieutenant, 20th Infan- 
try, in April, 1891, he was transferred to the 11th In- 
fantry the following July. He was promoted captain 
of Infantry in tember, 1898, and was assigned to the 
5th Infantry in January, 1899. He was transferred to 
the 11th Infantry in April, 1899, was promoted major, 
23d Infantry, in March, 1907, and was transferred to the 
15th Infantry in July, 1911. Promoted to lieutenant 
colonel of Infantry in September, 1912, he was assigned 
to the 24th Infantry in June, 1913, and to the 23d In- 
fantry in March, 1915. He was- promoted colonel in 
1916. e of his first experiences of actual service was 
in the White Mountain Indian campaign against Apache 
Kid. During a detail at Oregon Agricultural College he 
became engaged to Miss Delia Gellatly, who graduated 
, C. in 1894 and was married to Colonel Dent- 
ler in September of the same year. During the Spanish- 
American War Colonel Dentler served in Porto Rico. and 
in the Samar and Leyte campaigns, and later in the Phil- 
ippine Insurrection. In 1904 he was made Inspector 
General of the Department ‘of California, and while in 
San Francisco had charge of the recoinage of Philippine 
money into American coin and of the counting, packing 
and shipping of the money. He went to Cuba in 1906 
with the second army of pacification and returned to take 
charge of the camp of instruction of the National Guard 
in 1910. In 1911 he became inspector-instructor of the 
Oregon National Guard, with headquarters at Portland, 
and in 1912 was sent to ientsin, China, for fifteen 
months, then to Manila. He returned to the United 
States in 1915 and took posts at Texas City, Jackson- 
ville, Fla., and in March at El Paso, where he organized 
the 34th Infantry. 


As a special mark of honor, Regimental Supply Sergt. 
Otto Bach, ist U.S. Cav., reviewed the regiment at 
Douglas, Ariz., Jan. 25, 1917, by request of Col. F: §. 
Foltz, commanding. That was the last day of the Ser- 
geant’s thirty years’ continuous service in the Army and 
this method was adopted by Colonel Foltz to make plain 
the high regard entertained for his faithful and efficient 
service. The order for his retirement issued by Colonel 
Foltz says the record of Sergeant Bach is one of which 
any regiment might be proud. Since his first enlistment 
he has been a non-commissioned officer continuously and 
for the greater part of that time was first sergeant, squad- 
ron or regimental non-commissioned staff officer. His 
discharges have been with character “excellent.” Ser- 
geant Bach participated in the Apache expedition into 
Mexico in 1896, was in Cuba in 1898, in the-Philippines 
during the insurrection of 1 and served with the 
regiment again in the Philippines in 1908-10. He was 
the guest of honor on the night of Jap. 25 at a banquet 
given by the supply troop to which he belonged. Capt. 
J. M. Wainwright, regimental adjutant, presented the 
sergeant on behalf of the troop with a handsome watch, 
inscri : ‘Presented to Regimental Supply Sergt. Otto 
Bach, ist Cay., by the members of the supply troop, 1st 
Cavalry, upon his retirement from active service, Jan. 24, 
1917.” Sergeant Bach left for Monterey, Cal., where he 
has property and where his family resides. Before he 
left some of the older non-commissioned officers presented 
him with a purse they had made up among themselves, as 
a token of their high regard. 

The big auditorium built by the 7th U.S. Infantry at 
Fort Bliss, Texas, is proving a continuous attraction. 
The auditorium under the direction of Chaplain J. L. 
Griffes, U.S.A., is open all the time for the soldiers to 
lounge in. Every night there is a run of moving 
pictures, and on Thursday nights there is a special 
musical program, El Paso musicians voluuteering their 
services. At all times there is an electric viano, when 
no other music is available. ‘The auditorium,” says a 
Texas paper, “has put the El Paso cafes and salooa: cn 
the blink, the men of the 7th say, so far as they are 
concerned. At 6 o’clock, when the boys in khaki are 
beginning to stream toward the street car line for their 
night’s revelry downtown, the Seventh begins to settle 
for its usual music and movies, in the glow of its own 
firepiace. The fireplace, or rather the idea of it as 
worked out by Chaplain and Mrs. Griffes, was the be 
ginning of the auditorium. A fireplace for a regiment 
must be a good-sized one, and this is. It could hold a 
cord of wood, if necessary. The bricks and andirons, like 
ail the other material of the building, except the floor, 
were donated by El Paso business men. Uncle Sam 
gave the floor. Various lumber companies of the city 
gave the six thousand feet of substantial planks and 
beams from which the building was erected. The soldiers 
did the work in a shipshape fashion that defies both the 
mountain chill and the mountain wind. The chief decora- 
tive effect is gained by the green and white curtains 
and -Old Glory hung over the fireplace. Evyergreens 
partly hide the beams of the roof and wall. A gallery 
for the officers and their families at the rear end af 
le auditorium, a stage at the front, and a reading 
rvom behind that, are the chief features of the floor 
plan. The reading room is still in process of construc 
tion, and Chaplain -Griffes already is planning some 
alterations in the stage which will make it more adapta- 
ble to theatrical entertainments. Some real shows are 
down on the program, as well as hops and receptions. 
Chaplain Griffes believes they mix well with religion. 
They piece out the work of the movies in varying the 
usual church diet. The purchase price of the moving 
pictures is something that might have taxed the chap- 
lain’s ingenuity, but the soldiers came to his aid. Each 
company has its fund, accumulated from the profits of the 
canteen. The ‘movie’ money was taken from tha com- 
pany funds, and so it comes about that the canteens pay 
for the preacher’s pictures. On top of the building, on 
tall poles, there are seven bright lights. They may be 
seen for a mile or more, calling the soldiers of the 7th 
to their fireside, seven nights im the week.” 

Private O’Neill, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., a military 

risoner at Fort Totten, N.Y., escaped on Feb. 8. He 

ad been arrested as a deserter and was being conveyed 
in a bus from Whitestone station to the fort, and during 
a general fight among soldiers in the bus, it is reported, 
the prisoner slipped away. 

First Lieut. McLeod Stinnett, 4th Texas Infantry, was 
tried at El Paso, Texas, on Nov. 7, 1916, by G.C.M. on 
charges of violations of the 38th, Gist and 62d Articles 
of War. He was accused of being drunk while on duty 
at drill, behaving in a disorderly manner in the presence 
of enlisted men of his command, and intimidating en- 
listed men by firing his pistol toward a detachment of 
men at drill. He was found guilty of the charges by the 
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court, and sentenced to be dismissed the service of the 
United States. The sentence has been confirmed by the 
President, who directs it be commuted to a reprimand, to 
be administered by the Secretary of War. 

Major James R. Sams, 2d Kentucky Infantry, was 
tried by G.C.M., at El Paso, Texas, on Dec. 20, 1916, 
on charges of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman in violation of the 61st Article of War, and 
of conduct to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline in violation of the 62d Article of War. The 
court found him guilty of the charges and sentenced him 
to be dismissed from the service of the United States. 
The sentence has been confirmed by the President, and 
Major Sams ceases to be an officer from Feb. 12, 1917. 

Capt. Henry A. Hibler, 2d Missouri Infantry, was 
tried by G.C.M., Dec. 30, 1916, at Fort McIntosh, Texas, 
on a charge of violation of the 61st Article of War. 
He was accused of having made false official report to 
his regimental commander with reference to his presence 
in the red light district of Laredo, Texas, and of being 
found in the red light district of Laredo after 11 p.m., 
in violation of standing orders. He was found guilty 
of the charge and sentenced to be dismissed from the 
service of the United States. The sentence has been 
confirmed by the President, and Captain Hibler ceases to 
be an officer from Feb. 10, 1917. 

First Lieut. C. P. Robinson, N.G., was tried by G.C.M., 
on Dec. 15, 1916, at Brownsville, Texas, on charges of 
conduct in violation of the 31st, 65th and 61st Articles 
of War. Lieutenant Robinson was accused of leaving 
his confinement on several occasions while under errest; 
of absenting himself and lying out of quart-rs in camp 
without leave, and-returning to his regiment and re- 
maimung in and about his tent in a drunken and intoxi- 
eated condition. He was found guilty of the charges by 
the court and sentenced to be dismissed the Service. ‘The 
President confirmed the sentence, and Lieutenant Robin- 
son ceases to be an officer from Feb. 12, 1917. 

Capt. Wilbur T. Wright and Lieut. Frank A. Spencer, 
2a N.Y. Field Art., who were tried by a G.C.M. recently, 
have been acquitted. The court was composed of five 
National Guard officers and four Army officers, and Col. 
W. A. Haan, U.S.A., was its president. The charges 
grew out of the tying of five privates to gun carriage 
wheels in the armory for disobedience of an order to 
clean the armory. € 
of the Army has found the five privates guilty of refus- 
ing to obey that order and ordered their dishonorable 
discharge from the Service and sentenced them to serve 
six months each in a military prison. Major General 
Wood, commanding the Eastern Department, in reviewing 
the proceedings of both courts, disapproved the officers’ 
verdict and the sentence of the privates, In the case of 
the officers the verdict was on the ground that there was 
no evidence to show that any such form of punishment 
as they ordered had been justified or deserved. Had their 


acquittal been permitted to stand approved it would have . 


been official sanction for the practice of “spread eagling” 
unruly soldiers on cannon wheels. The sentence against 
the privates was disapproved by General Wood on the 
ground that the charges of insubordination were not estab- 
lished, as it was not proved that an order to clean the 
armory had been given. The Artillery men who had been 
sentenced to prison terms but who will be liberated by 
General Wood’s order are Max Kellerman, Earl Pingree, 
Fe BH.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Feb. 9-15.) 


THE WESTERN FRONT. 

The troops of General Haig continued the offensive in 
the general direction of Bapaume, begun about a month 
ago, by means of small local advances at points on the 
line from Serre on the west to Sailly-Saillisel on the east. 
The main progress during the week under review was at 
the -western extremity of the line, where, according to a 
British official statement, “the ground gained since the 
new year now represents an advance of un average depth 
of three-quarters of a mile on a front of over_three 
miles.” In conjunction with this main effort, the British 
continued to press their opponents at the eastern ex- 
tremity of the Bapaume front, where, on Feb. 7, they 
seized a post on the summit of the hill lying between 
Saillisel and the St. Pierre-Vaast wood. This slight 
gain is notable for the reason that it constitutes the first 
progress scored by Allied troops in the neighborhood 
since the capture of the village of Sailly-Saillisel by the 
French last autumn and their subsequent check at the 
verge of St. Pierre-Vaast wood. The significance of the 
presence of British troops on this hilltop, threatening 
the adjoining German positions, may be judged from the 
efforts made by the Germans on the two following days 
to drive the British out. On Feb. 9, London reports the 
new position was subjected to preparatory bombard- 
ment, followed by a series of night attacks, and on the 
10th German attacks were again attempted, but the 
ground was held. 

In the main or western area of the Bapaume offensive, 
the point of chief pressure in the past few days has been 
the village of Serre. Lying some eight miles due west 
of Bapaume, this place now forms the German barrier 





at the base of the Allies’ so-called Somme salient, and’ 


occupies the same relation to the defense that the Ger- 
man Thiepval positions, three miles to the south, occupied 
until they fell, permitting the base line to be broadened. 
The British attacked the Serre position from the west on 
Jan. 11, and again on Jan. 17, without at that time ob- 
taining any considerable gain. Gains made in the open- 
ing days of February, in the territory immediately south 
of Serre, have now enabled the British to advance against 


. it from the southerly direction. Berlin, Feb. 9, reported 


the repulse of an attack near Serre. On that day, a 
strong British artillery fire was maintained against the 
Serre positions. On Feb. 10, reports Berlin, strong 
British forces attacked northeast of Beaumont, while 
smaller detachments made supporting attacks farther to 
the German left, near Grandcourt and Courcelette. The 
main attack, it was conceded, entered German trenches, 
on a narrow front, on the Puisieux road, southeast of 
Serre. London announced the capture of three-quarters 
of a mile of trench, with 215 prisoners. A later German 
announcement explained that a lost trench line had been 
evacuated, because unserviceable. The British, on Feb. 
12, however, reported a second gain, on the Puisieux 
road, amounting to 600 yards of trench front, and it is 
not clear to which of the gains the Ger nan report of 
evacuation refers. German counter-attacks from the 
direction of Serre were reported to have been repulsed 
on the night of Feb. 11 and on Feb. 12, as a result of 
the British advance, the line was brought within danger- 
ously close proximity of the Serre position on the south 
and southeast. On Feb. 13, the British, after another 
period of violent artillery preparation, again attacked 
from the south. Two attacks in the forenoon were re- 
pulsed, reports Berlin. In the meantime, however, a 
British secondary attack southeast of Grandcourt carried 
a defensive post on which the offensive put some value. 
The outcome of the week’s fighting was a slight but steady 
gain for the British in their move west of Bapaume. 

During the course of these main operations, the Brit- 
ish kept up a series of lively_trench raids and _ skir- 
mishes, apparently with their usual design of hindering 
the German policy of withdrawing men from nearby sec- 
tions of the front. Their hold on Bailles court, a small 
settlement across the Ancre from Grandcourt, and taken 
a few hours after that place, enabled them to hold their 
opponents on the alert immediately to the southeast of 
the Serre area, while further east, near Pys, they carried 
out raids on Feb. 10 and met a party of German raiders 
Feb. 12. Others raids and small engagements were re- 
ported at Vermilles, Ypres and Armentiéres, Feb. 9; 
at Vermilles, Neuve Chapelle and Neuville-St.. Vaast, 
Feb. 10; at La Bassée, Feb. 11; at Ypres, Neuville-St. 
Vaast and Souchez, Feb. 13. Northeast of Arras, on 
Feb. 14, the British, London asserted, entered the Ger- 
man positions to a depth of 250 yards, reached the third 
defense line and captured forty prisoners. 

The portion of the western front held by the French 
forces has been devoid of any main action or large opera- 
tion, yet has been marked by varied activity at a great 
number of points. In the Lorraine region, particularly 
about Pont-a-Mousson and Flirey, a state of tension is 
again evidenced by the frequent small collisions taking 
place. On Feb. 8, according to Berlin, a German com- 
pany, with the way prepared by artillery, penetrated as 
far as the third French trench line, and returned with 
small loss. Feb. 9, the French made surprise attacks 
west of Pont-A-Mousson, and in the sectors of Bezange 
and Parroy, according to Paris statements, while the 
Germans attacked near Baccarat on Feb. 13. In the 
Meuse region there were reciprocal raids on Feb. 9 
north of Verdun, while near St. Mihiel the French entered 
enemy trenches again on Feb. 10 in Apremont forest. 
Germans delivered a surprise attack in the Argonne for- 
est Feb. 10, and a French attack took place on the night 
of the 11th. Northeast of Rheims French raiders op- 
erated on Feb. 13. On the night of the 13th also oc- 
eurred French surprise attacks near Soissons, near 
Tahure in Champagne, and east of Metzeral in Alsace. 
The present date corresponds to that of the notable series 
of minor German attacks in 1916, along virtually the 
whole French front, which preceded the sudden and vio- 
lent opening of the Verdun offensive on Feb. 21. Thus 
far there has been no similar sign of coming- develop- 
ments on the German side in 1917, but a number of indi-

The cessation of the offensive in Roumania 
early in danuary, the abandonment of the German at- 


‘tacks in the Baltic region at the end of the month, the 


impressment of inhabitants of conquered territory in Ger- 
man industry, releasing Germans for military duty, and, 
during the pust tew days, the heavy military traffic re- 
ported through neutral channels as passing over Ger- 
man railways all indicate the preparation for large and 
possibly for early operations on the German side. The 
air activity during the week has greatly increased, par- 
ticularly in the region of Lorraine. French air squad- 
rons have dropped bombs on military points back of the 
German front, notably at Bernsdorf (Alsace), Freiburg- 
in-Breisgau, Rombach, Hagondange, Maizieres, Terquier, 
on the railways in the Sarre valley, on the barracks and 
Stations at Karlsruhe, at Stenay, Dun-sur-Meuse and 
Athies. German airplanes have replied with bombs 
dropped chiefly in the neighborhood of Nancy. East of 
Rheims the French, on Feb. 14, Paris reports, carried 
out a surprise attack at Prosnes. 


THE RUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 

Operations were wholly suspended, save for minor en- 
gagements, in the Baltic coast region. At other points 
the attacks were few and widely separated, save in Vol- 
hynia and Galicia, the scene of Brusiloff’s 1916 offensive. 
Here the Teutons attempted a number of small offensive 
movements between Lutzk and Stanislau. The city of 
Stanislau, reports Petrograd, Feb. 9, is under a bom- 
bardment of 12-inch shells. A raid northwest of Stanis- 
lau was carried out by Germans Feb. 9, according to 
Berlin. The raiders, wearing white garments to reduce 
their visibility in the snow, entered the Russian trenches 
and weré driven out, says the Russian report, by a Rus- 
sian reserve detachment. A raid near Kiselin, where the 
Russian line projects toward Kovel, gave the Teutons 
temporary possession of the trenches held by one Russian 
company on Feb. 11. On the same date four companies 
of Germans, according to Petrograd, crossed the Dniester 
on the ice and raided the Russian position on the farther 
side. South of Lake Dvisiratey, below Dvinsk, the Teu- 
tons entered opposing trenches on Feb. 13. In what 
fighting took place on the Russian front during the week, 
the Teutons took the initiative in the majority of cases, 
and thus far the policy attributed to Hindenburg still 
holds, to maintain a defensive in the western theater of 
war and force the fighting chiefly on the eastern front. 


THE ROUMANIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


Operations on the Roumanian front were resumed on a 
small scale. An attempt of Roumanian troops in the 
Kasina valley to enter Austrian trenches was defeated 
Feb. 8, according to Vienna. In the Oituz and Ptuna 
regions raiding operations took place Feb. 11. On the 
12th the Teutons, Berlin states, seized a fortified posi- 
tion on the Vale Putna road, taking 168 prisoners. Brit- 
ish armed motor cars are operating with the Russian 
forces at the mouth of the Sereth river, according to the 
Petrograd statement of Feb. 13, and French aviators are 
with the Russians in Moldavia. The Teuton attack of 
Feb. 12, already mentioned, was pressed in the region 
of Meste Canesci on Feb. 13, and the Russians were 
forced to withdraw in the direction of Jacobeni, after 
engagaments lasting two days. Russian prisoners num- 
bering over 1,200 men were taken, according to Berlin, 
with three cannon and twelve machine guns. The effort 
was the greatest seen in the Carpathian war theater since 
the abandoning of the Teuton offensive in Moldavia, 
Its success is attested rather by the prisoners taken 
than by the positions captured. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 

On the Italian front, the Austrians carried out a series 
of concerted raids and small attacks on the night of 
Feb. 9, cm Santa Caterina mountain, near San Marco, 
Vertoibizza and the Goritz-Dornberg railway liné. In 
the Gorizia region they reportcd the capture of 665 Ital- 
ians and ten machine guns. After two days of.engage- 
ments and bombardments, Rome announced that the 
Italian positions had ben completely restored. Vienna, 
on Feb. 12, announced another attack of a local nature, 
this time against Italians south of Coalba Gorge. Here 
they took ninety-one prisoners and three machine guns, 
but did not attempt to retain the captured position. The 
Italian artillery was active at many points during the 
week, but the infantry initiative was almost wholly on 
the Austrian side. 

_In Macedonia also the Teutons made a sudden offen- 
sive, storming a hill position east of Paralovo, in the 
Monastir region, according to Berlin, Feb. 13, and taking 
it from the Italians with ninety-two prisoners. Paris, 
Feb. 13, _reports further raiding in the neighborhood of 
Lake Doiran. 

The British operations against Kut have advanced to 
a point where they offer a serious menace to the de- 
fenders, who face the danger of being seriously impeded 
in their retreat in case the advance is much farther ex- 
tended. The town of Kut lies in a deep loop of the north 
bank of the Tigris river, at a point opposite the conflu- 
ence of the Hai river from the south. After clearing the 
obstacles east of the Hai in the preceding week, the Brit- 
ish left wing, moved west of this stream, against the 
Turkish lines on the south bank of the Tigris, to the 
west of the town. On Feb. 9, reports London, they eap- 
tured the Turkish front line west of the Hai, under cover 
of a bombardment. Tv;o counter attacks were withstood 
and the captured line extended to a breadth of 1,200 
yards. On the following day, a large structure, formerly 
a licorice factory, standing near the junction of the rivers 
and directly across from Kut, fell into British hands, 
with 500 yards of trenches west of it. On the:1ith the 
Turks, west of Kut, were driven back into a bend of 
the river and shut off from the remainder of the south 
bank. The Turks still retained control of the north 
bank, but faced the risk of being penned in by a possible 
British advance on that side of the river. Turkish state- 
ments during the week dwelt on the heavy losses of the 
British in the Kut attacks, but admitted the loss of 
ground south of the Tigris.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral George E. Ide, U.S.N., retired, died 
Feb. 12, 1917, at his home, No. 1128 Madison avenue, 
New York city, after an illness of a month of pleurisy 
and heart disease. He was born in Zanesville, Ohio, 
Dec. 6, 1845, the son of Dr. and Mrs. William E. Ide. 
After his graduation from the Naval Academy in 1865 
he was‘assigned to the Pacific Fleet. During his service 
he was on duty in many vessels which called him to all 
parts of the world. Among the war ships to which he 
was assigned was the Juniata, which went to Greenland 
in 1873 after the survivors of the Polaris expedition. 
He was in command of the vessel which brought home the 
Virginius filibusters from Santiago de Cuba in 1879. In 
the Spanish-American war he commanded the Justin, off 
Santiago. In the following year, 1899, he took the Yosem- 
ite to Guam and surveyed the harbor there. He was 
commander of the New Orleans at Manila in 1900, and 
the following year was placed in command of the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, California, with the rank of cap- 
tain. He held that position until he was retired on 
Sept. 26, 1901, with the rank of rear admiral after a 
continuous service of forty years. Rear Admiral Ide 
married at Fort Monroe, Va., in July, 1889, Miss 
Alexandria Louise Bruen, who survives, with one son, 
Mr. John Pay Ide. His clubs were the Metropolitan and 
the New York Yacht. 

Coneerning the death of Mr. John Adams Church, 
E.M., Ph.D., in his home in New York city on Feb. 12 
of pneumonia in his seventy-fourth year, the New York 
Herald said: ““Mr. Church was widely known in the field 
of mining engineering and the author of numerous works 
on mineralogy and metallurgy. At various times during 
his life Mr. Church’s work led him to remote parts of 
the world. He had traveled in Europe and Asia, study- 
ing methods of mining operation, and in one instance, 
while in the employ of the Chinese government, introduc- 
ing American methods and machinery in that country. 
Mr. Church was born in Rochester, N.Y., the son of 
the Rev. Pharcellus and Chara E. Conant Church. He 
was educated in New York city, completing his course 
in the School of Mines, Columbia University, in 1867. 
The two years immediately following his graduation were 
passed in European travel. From 1872 to 1873 Mr. 
Church was acting professor of metallurgy and mineral- 
ogy at Columbia, at the same time editing the Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal. Several years later he was 
appointed a member of the United States Geographical 
and Geological Survey. Much of his work for the Goy- 
ernment was done in Nevada. He was assigned to make 
a detailed study of the Comstock lode, and at the com- 
pletion of the work startled the scientific world by 
evolving the theory that the presence of heat at the 
bottoms of deep mine shafts is due to a chemical action 
in the rock and not to the approach to the earth’s fires. 
His report received recognition by Columbia University 
and the degree of Doctor of Philosophy was conferred on 
him. From Nevada Mr. Church went to Ohio State Uni- 
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versity to become ‘the professor of mining and metallurgy. 
He entered the employ of the Chinese government in 
1886, and for four years under Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
he supervised the reopening of several famous silver 
mines in Mongolia. Mr. Church served on the Assay 
Commission under President Cleveland. He was_ the 
author of ‘Mining Schools in the United States,’ ‘Notes 
on a Metallurgical Journey in Europe,’ “Che Comstock 
Lode,’ ‘Report on Artesian Wells in Arizona,’ and 
other volumes of a technical character. He was a mem- 
ber of the American Institute of Mining Engineers and 
of the Century Club. Mr. Church leaves his wife, who 
was Miss Jessie A. Peel, of Los. Angeles; a son and a 
brother, Mr. William Conant Church, editor and pro- 
prietor of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL.” 

_Brig. Gen. Edward A. Campbell, N.G.N.J., retired, 
died at his home in Newark, N.J., Feb. 15, 1917, at the 
age of seventy-three years. General Campbell began his 
military career as a private in Co. C, 2d Regiment, New 
Jersey Rifle Corps, July 13, 1863. When the war with 
Spain broke out he offered his services and was com- 
mander of the Ist New Jersey Volunteer Infantry. He 
was retired under what is known as the Vredenburg Act, 
passed by the Legislature in 1909. This provided for 
the compulsory retirement of all commissioned officers of 
the National Guard who had reached the age of sixty- 
four’ years. Governor Fort issued an order restoring 
General Campbell to the command of the 1st Brigade, 
from which he had been retired. He held this position 
until March 4, 1911, when he voluntarily resigned. Gen- 
eral Campbell leaves a son, Marcus Campbell, of 
Brooklyn. 

Brig. Gen. John A. Mather, N.G.N.Y., for ten years 
commander of the 3d Infantry, New Jersey National 
Guard, died at his home at Camden, N.J., Feb. 12, 
1917, of a complication of diseases. He entered -the 
New Jersey National Guard in 1882 and became briga- 
dier general in command of the 2d Brigade in 1913. 
When the Guard was reorganized, he was placed on the 
unassigned list. 

G.O. 1, Jan. 29, 1917, Hars. 55th Infantry, Douglas, 
says: “With deep regret the Regimental 
Commander announces the death of Capt. Clifton M. 
Butler, 35th Inf., which occurred at the Base Hospital, 
Camp Harry J. Jones, Douglas, Ariz., at 12.30 p.m., 
dan. 28, 1917. Capt. Butler was born in Oregon, May 
5, 1880; graduated from the U.S. Military Academy, 
West Point, N.Y., June 10, 1903, and was appointed 
a second lieutenant June 11, 1903, first lieutenant Sept. 
4, 1909, and captain July 1, 1916. At the time of his 
death Captain Butler was in command of Company C, 
35th Infantry. Captain Butler was a man of high 
ideals, an officer of exceptional efficiency and ability, 
and a citizen of unquestioned loyalty—beloved and re- 
spected by all. He leaves a wife and daughter, and 
joins a son, who was accidentally killed just eight 
months since. The regiment extends its deepest sym- 
pathy to his bereaved family. By order of Colonel Frier: 
A. D. Chaffin, Captain, 35th Infantry, Adjutant.” 

Col. John Rush Streett, of the Maryland National 
Guard, and a member of the Governor's staff, died at 
Mercy Hospital, Baltimore, Md., Feb. 11, 1917. Colonel 
Streett was one of the widely known horsemen and 
sportsmen in the East. He owned a large estate at 
Farmington, considered one of the best for hunting 
grounds in the country. Colonel Streett underwent an 
operation early in February, and soon afterward uraemic 
poison developed. Colonel Streett was a descendant of 
Col. John Streett, whose father came to America from 
England before the Revolutionary War. 

Major James B. Richardson, 2d Field Art., N.G.N.Y., 
who returned recently from the Mexican border, died 
at his home, No. 75 Monroe place, Bloomfield, N.J., Feb. 
11, 1917, of heart disease. Before he returned he had 
been ill for a month at McAllen, Texas, of pleural 
typhoid. Major Richardson, who was a graduate of 
Williams College, was born in Norwolk, Conn. 

Col. Henry Hastings, who was a member of the 
staff of the late Governor Greenhalge, of Massachusetts, 
and prominent in the steel business in Boston, died at 
in his home in Brookline, Mass., Feb. 9, 1917. 

Capt. Richard S. Satterlee, Ord. Dept., N.G.N.Y., a 
brother of Hon. Herbert L. Satterlee, formerly Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, died at his home at 103 East 
Fighty-sixth street, New York city, Feb. 15, 1917, from 
pneumonia. Captain Satterlee enlisted in the 7th Regi- 
ment some years ago. In the war with Spain he joined 
the Ist New York Volunteers, and served with it in 
Honolulu. Later he was with the 12th N.Y. Infantry. 
He re-entered the National Guard in 1916 as a captain 
ig the Ordnance Department, and was stationed at di- 
vision headquarters in New York. 


Mr. Charles Coolidge Haight, designer of many uni- 
versity buildings and public buldings, and father of 
Capt. Charles S. Haight, 5th U.S. Cav., died at Gar- 
rison-on-Hudson, N.Y., Feb. 8, 1917, in his seventy- 
fifth year. Among his best-known buildings are those 
of the General Theological Seminary in New York city. 
For Yale University he designed Vanderbilt and Phelps 
Halls, the University Library, and the Mason, Sloane, 
and Osborne laboratories, and the new dormitories of 
the Sheffield Scientific School. Yale gave him an hon- 
orary master’s degree in 1905. His churches include 
St. Ignatius Church in New York, and the garrison 
chapel of St. Cornelius on Governors Island. Among 
his other buildings in New York are the New York 
Cancer Hospital, the Artillery Armory, at 186th street 
and Franklin avenue, and the Havemeyer home on Fifth 
avenue. Mr. Haight was born in New York city on 
March 17, 1841, the son of the Rev. Benjamin I. Haight, 
assistant rector of Trinity Church, and Hetty Coolidge 
Haight. He was graduated at Columbia College in 1861. 
He enlisted in the 7th Regiment in Baltimore in 1862, 
and afterwards served with the 3lst New York Volun- 
teers as first lieutenant and adjutant from October, 
1862, and as captain of the 39th N.Y. Volunteers in 
1863 and 1864. He was severely wounded while in com- 
mand of his regiment in the Battle of the Wilderness, 
and was compelled to retire from active service. Before 
taking up his life work as an architect, he studied law 
in the Columbia Law School. He was deeply interested 
in the activities of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and 
-was a trustee of St. Stephen’s College, of the Protestant 
Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and Learning, 
and the Corporation for the Relief of Widows and Chil- 
dren of Clergymen in the State of New York. He was 
also a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S. Mr. Haight, in 
1865, married Miss Euphemia Kneeland, who died be- 
fore him, as did his daughter Euphemia. He is survived 
by three children, Miss Sarah Bard Haight, Capt. 
Charles Sidney Haight, U.S.A.. and the Rev. John Mc- 
Vickar Haight, rector of Holy Innocents Church, High- 
land Falls.

EQUIPMENT, OFFICERS’ RESERVE CORPS. 

Inquiries from recent appointees in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps as to what equipment they should provide 
for themselves are being received in numbers which, ap- 
parently, increase in direct ratio with the size of the 
corps. The following information ha’ been obtained 
from the War Department as a general answer to such 
queries. 

The only equipment required at present of officers in 
the O.R.C. are the uniforms of the corresponding grades 
in the Regular Army. In other words, a major, O.R.C., 
should provide himself with the uniform specified in the 
Army Regulations for a major, U.S.A. If a complete 


equipment is desired. by the appointee he can make ar- 
rangements for securing it from the Quartermaster Gen- 
erals Office. : : : 

Scores of inquir’es are being received by The Adjutant 
General along this line and, in reply, the applicants are 
referred to the revised edition ‘Regulations for the Uni- 
form of the United States Army” (which can be secured 
from the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, 
D.C., at ten cents per copy); and to Changes No. 18, 
Uniform Regulation, War Dept., Dec. 30, 1916. We 
give below the paragraphs (as amended) from Changes 
No. 18 which relate to the Officers’ Reserve Corps: 

81. INSIGNIA ON COLLAR OF COAT. 

All insignia will be of metal. : 

For the Regular Army the letters ‘‘U.S.’’; for the Volunteer 
Army the letters ‘‘U.S.V.’’; for the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and the Enlisted Reserve Corps the letters ‘‘U.S.R.’’; for the 
National Guard while in the service of the United States, the 
letters—not to exceed four—forming the abbreviation of the 
name of the state, territory, or District of Columbia. 

(a) Officers.—The letters ‘‘U.S.’’ will be worn 1 inch from 
each end of the collar, with a suitable space between the 
letters, and placed midway between the upper and lower edges 
of the collar. The letters ‘‘U.S.V.’’ or ‘‘U.S.R.’’ will be 
similarly worn, but five-eighths inch from each end of collar. 

If the abbreviation of the name of a state, territory, or the 
District of Columbia consists of but two letters, it will be 
worn at 1 inch from the end of the collar; in other cases at 
five-eighths of an inch. 4 

The insignia of the corps, department, or arm of service and 
the insignia of aids, chiefs of staff, and chaplains will be 
worn five-eighths inch from the letters ‘‘U.S.’’, and one-half 
inch from the letters ‘‘U.S.V.’’, or ‘‘U.S.R.’’, next to letter 
farthest from opening of collar. : 

The same rule will establish intervals from state, territory, 
and District of Columbi abbreviations. 

(b) The gold or gilt insignia will be worn on the collar of 
the dress and white uniforms, and the bronze insignia on the 
collar of the service uniforms, except that chaplains will wear 
the silver Latin cross on all uniforms. 

82. INSIGNIA ON COLLAR OF SHIRT.—(When the shirt 
is worn without the coat). See Par. 102 (a) as changed by 
C.U.R. No. 16, War D., 1916. The insignia of rank worn on 
the collar of the shirt will be of metal and will be worn as 
follows: 





(a) Officers. 
(1) Regular Service. 
x * * * * * 
(*Lieutenant colonel—On the right side, in the middle of 
the collar, the letters ‘‘U.S.’’ and a silver oak leaf, point up; 
the left side, in the middle of the collar, and 1 inch from the 
end, the insignia of corps, department, or arm of service.) 


Major.—Same as lieutenant colonel (substituting ‘‘a gold 
oak leaf’’). 
Captain.—Same as lieutenant colonel (substituting ‘‘two 


bars, one-fourth inch apart and parallel to the end of the 
collar’’). 

First lieutenant.—Same as lieutenant colonel (substituting 
‘one bar parallel to the end of the collar’’). 

Second lieutenant.—On the right side, in the middle of the 
collar, and 1 inch from the end, the letters ‘‘U.S.’’ On the 
left side, in the middle of the collar, and 1 inch from the end, 
the insignia of corps, department, or arm of service. 

General staff officers, chiefs of staff, aids, and chaplains.— 
the letters ‘‘U.S.’’, to be 1 inch from the end of the collar. On 
Substitute on the left side of the collar the proper device im 
place of the insignia of corps, department, or arm of service. 

(2) National Guard Service. 

Same as for officers of the Regular Service, except that the 
letters—not to exceed four—forming the abbreviation of the 
name of the state, territory, or District of Columbia will be 
substituted for the letters ‘‘U.S.’’ 

(3) Volanteers or Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Same as for officers of the Regular Service, except that the 
letters ‘‘U.S.V.’’ or ‘‘U.S.R.’’ will be substituted for the 
letters ‘‘U.S,’’

G.O. 8, JAN. 10, 1917, WAR DEPT, 

This order publishes the proceedings of a G.C.M. which con- 
vened at Texas City, Texas, March 2, 1915, of which Ool. L. 
G, Berry, Field Art., was president, and Capt. E. Van D. 
Murphy, Inf., was judge advocate, for the trial of Capt. Earnest 
M. Reeve, 23d U.S. Inf. 

Captain Reeve was found guilty of putting in false claims 
against the Company Exchange Fund with the intent to de- 
ceive and defraud, and was also found guilty of making false 
and fraudulent statements concerning the correctness of the 
accounts. He was also found guilty of embezzlement and of 
the additional charge of forgery. 

He was sentenced to be dismissed the Service and to be 
confined at hard labor for one year. President Wilson, in re- 
viewing the proceedings, approved them with the exception of 
the confinement at hard labor, which was omitted, in view of 
the fact that Captain Reeve had in fact been a prisoner since 
the date of his conviction for a longer period than the sentence 
enforced. Captain Reeve ceased to be an officer of the Army 
from Jan, 10, 1917, as we have previously noted. 


G.O. 10, JAN. 15, 1917, WAR DEPT. 
This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. in the 
case of Capt. William H. Armstrong, Porto Rico Regt. Inf., 
found guilty of violation of the 61st Article of War. He was 
sentenced to be dismissed the Service, as we have previously

tive on March 1, 1917, and on that date supersedes the Execu- 
tive Order of Sept. 5, 1914, published in Sec. I, G.O. 70, War 
D., 1914, except as noted hereafter. The following rules will 
be observed in applying the two orders: . 

a. The Executive Order of Sept. 5, 1914, published in G.O, 
70, War D., 1914, will apply— 

(1) To all crimes and offenses named therein committed 
prior to March 1, 1917, the trial of which is completed on or 
before that date. 

(2) To all crimes and offenses named therein committed 
prior to March 1, 1917, but tried after that date, the maxi- 
mum punishment for which under this order is less than that 
prescribed by the Executive Order of Dec. 15, 1916. 

b. The Executive Order of Dec. 15, 1916, will not become 
operative until March 1, 1917, and will thereafter apply— 

(1) To all crimes and offenses named therein committed 
on and after March 1, 1917. 

(2) To all crimes and offenses named therein committed 
prior to March 1, 1917, but tried after that date, the maxi- 
mum limits of punishment for which were not prescribed in 
the Executive Order of Sept. 5, 1914. 

(3) To all crimes and offenses named therein committed 
prior to March 1, 1917, but tried after that date, the maxi- 
mum punishment for which under this order is less than that 
prescribed by the Executive Order of Sept, 5, 1914. 

2. See. Il, G.O. 70, War D., 1914, will be continued in 
force, modified or revoked on and after March 1, 1917, accord- 
ing as the matter contained therein is continued in force, modi- 
fied or revoked in the new Manual for Courts-Martial, which 
should be consulted in each case, 

II.—1. Captains and lieutenants of the Army who desire te 
be detailed in the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps should 
apply through military channels to The Adjutant General of 
the Army, including in the applications certificates to the effect 
that, to the best of their knowledge and belief, they are in 
good physical condition and free from abnormality in hearin 
and vision. blank form for this purpose will be furnish 
upon application to the officer in charge of the Aviation Seo- 
tion, Signal Corps. Before other qualifications are inquired 


into, each applicant will undergo a thorough physical —_

2. Junior military aviators—will be appofnted after examina- 
tion as required by law. Examinations for this grade will 
be held at such times as the exigencies of the service require, 
Such qriation officers = = —_ for = :

such aviation examining boards, to be composed of three officers 
of experience in the aviation serviee and two medical officers, 





as may be constituted from time to time to conduct such teck- 
nical and physical examinations as may be prescribed. The 
medical officers of the board will take part only in the physical 
examination, The technical examination will be both theoretical 
and practical and will cover the following subjects: General 
adaptability, flying, airplanes, aeronautical motors and naviga- 
tion of the air, 

3. Military aviators will be appointed, after they have served 
creditably for three. years as aviation officers with the rating 
of junior military aviator, upon the recommendation of the 
officer in charge of the Aviation Section, Signal Corps, to The 
Adjutant General of the Army. Such junior military aviators 
as are recommended for this grade will be ordered before such 
aviation examining boards, to be composed of three officers 
of experience in the aviation service and two medical officers, 
as may be constituted from time to time to conduct such 
technical and physical examinations as may be preseribed, The 
medical officers of the board will take part only in the physical 
examination. The technical examination will consist of an in- 
vestigation into the candidate’s record as a junior military 
aviator to determine whether or not his services have been 
satisfactory as such. 

IIl.—By direction of the President, G.O. 74, War D., 1913, 
as amended, providing for the method of selecting enlisted 
men for duty as sergeant-instructors with the Organized Militia 
and of returning them to duty with the Regular Service, is

The accidental shooting and killing of Pvt. Hugh 
Taylor, of Company C, 10th Inf.,, N.G.N.Y., by a 
comrade on the night of Feb. 13, while on duty along 
the Ashokan Dam, was a most lamentable incident, 
and it would appear that proper supervision and instruc- 
tion of men on guard should have prevented such a sad 
accident. Private Taylor was one of a guard that was 
searching for some alleged prowlers, and during the 
night many shots were fired, according to report, but in 
the morning no evidence was found that there had been 
any attempt to damage the water works. Both Private 
Taylor, who was ‘killed, and the private whose rifle 
was discharged, were inexperienced soldiers, it is said. 
To that fact, the killing was due. The man who shot 
Private Taylor was reported to have been carrying his 
loaded rifle without having it at the safety lock, as he 
should have, and the rifle was fired accidentally. It is 
unpardonable to put men on guard with loaded weapons 
who are not properly trained in their use. Such @ 
procedure is not only dangerous to the military them- 
selves, but to citizens generally. Stringent measures 
should be taken at once not only to stop what seems 
to be the firing off of rifies for fun, but to make sure 





that loaded rifles are put in the hands of none but ex- 
perienced men. If there are not enough experienced 
men in the organizations now on duty, who know how 
to carry and use a rifle safely, men should be detailed 
from other commands; men who will not shoot unless the 
situation is imperative. The rifle with service cartridge 
will kill at a distance of some two miles, and the 
danger from reckless shooting should be fully realized. 
It would also be well to remember the past history of 
shooting by National Guardsmen of New York when 
on duty to suppress disorder. During the past twenty- 
five years not a single rioter engaged in lawless acts has 
been shot, we believe, but there have been quite a num- 
ber of innocent citizens killed. Evidently instruction in 
how to handle a rifle is still very much lacking.

College men with technical training met in Washing- 
ton, D.C., on Feb. 10, to formulate plans to give aid 
to the Nation in time of peril. The purpose is to 
organize an intercollegiate intelligence bureau to enroll 
trained men for government service in the event they 
are needed. Secretaries Daniels and Bake? received the 
college men at the New Willard Hotel. Dean William 
McClellan, of the Wharton School of the University of 
Pennsylvania, called the educators together to “pre- 
pare for the government of the United States the names 
of American college students and alumni who would be 
willing to enter the service of the government in time 
of expected or actual war.” W. S. Gifford, director 
of the Council of National Defense, told the men that 
the best organization would be one to set up a sort 
of machinery whereby any information could be col- 
lected by the government immediately, not so much 
from one central bureau as from any point desired 
at any time desired. 





Major Howard H. Baily, Med. Corps, U.S.A., now at 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, has been assigned to duty 
with the United States Embassy in the city of Mexico. 
He has been ordered to meet Ambassador Fletcher at 
San Antonio, and accompany him to the Mexican capi- 
tal. The detailing of a medical officer with an Embassy 
Staff is most unusual, but it has been deemed advisable 
to do so in this case, probably because of the reports 
that epidemics have been raging in Mexico. 





The Japanese Embassy in Washington, on Feb. 12, 
officially confirmed the report that Japan has withdrawn 
-her demand upon China that Japanese army officers be 
employed as advisers to the Chinese army, and also the 
demand for the establishment of Japanese police stations 
in Eastern Inner Mongolia. It is learned, however, that 
China is expected, on her own initiative, to employ one 
of the Mikade’s military experts as adviser at Mukden. 
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THE CALL OF THE HOUR. 

It is now two years since, in our issue of Feb. 20, 1915, 
we published an article entitled “A Call to Arms” in 
which we said: “If President Wilson consults his miltary 
advisers he will ask authority from Congress to mobilize 
an army of one million volunteers; not for the purpose 
of making war, but to avoid war by preserving neutrality 
and maintaining our honor and dignity. Placing a mil- 
lion volunteers under training would amount to a declara- 
tion that the United States is preparing to insist upon 
its rights and resist aggression. It would be a measure 
of peace, as it might possibly avert the war toward which 
we are now fast drifting, as every student of military 
history must see, and it would at least partially prepare 
us to meet the shock of war if war must come. It would 
also go far to solve the problem of unemployed labor with 
which we are contending. 

“Tf volunteers responded, the most vigorous policy on 
the part of the War Department could not prepare them 
for service in the field within less than a year. To send 
them into battle earlier would be a repetition of the 
blunder of the first battles of all of our wars thus far. 

“The necessity for calling out a volunteer army ig 
made more urgent because of the peace-at-any-price 
policy which is being preached so vociferously from the 
housetops with the tacit, if not with the open, approval 
of those in authority. Foreign nations not only realize 
that we are not prepared to defend ourselves, but are 
under the impression that we never will be. This is 
ominous of war, for in the end the belligerent instincts of 
this country, which are only lying dormant, will be 
aroused by a realization that our people have been mis- 
led by the false theories of the peace fanatics. Have 
those in .authority forgotten how, after the firing upon 
Fort Sumter in 1861, and again after the sinking of the 
Maine in 1898, war came like a flash out of a clear sky? 
He who rightly reads the signs of the heavens can see 
the war clouds once more gathering. 

“If the President should call for such an army as is 
proposed, aggressons on the part of the Great Powers 
would cease, and is it not time that we showed our teeth? 
During the present war no one can afford to engage in 
hostilities with this country, though it is obvious to all 
that our State Department is not in a position to en- 
force any of its demands. Every step in the diplomatic 
controversy between Germany and the Allies emphasizes 
the unpreparedness of this nation to defend itself against 
aggression. 

“The calling out of a million volunteers would be the 
quickest and most practical way of solving the question 
of national defense. If would determine whether it is 
safe for this nation to continue to depend upon the volun- 
teer system to develop an adequate land force. It would 
be too late to attempt to raise a large force of volunteers 
after we had been attacked.” 

We should not refer to this article now except for the 
fact that it is as applicable to the condition c” to-day as 
to those existing at the time it was written. A member 
of the Senate was so impressed by the article that he 
asked that it be read ir open Senate, and insisted upon 
this when some Senator suggested that it be published 
in the Record, saying, “I wish all the Senators to hear 
it.’ In the executive department it was received with a 
smile of benevolent incredulity, and it is because this 
doubt as to our present conditions still prevails at Wash- 
ington that we call attention to the article. Congress 
still hesitates to take effective action, and’ is in danger 
of adjourning without perfecting the legislation required 
to meet the emergency that is upon us; that has been’ 
upon us as a matter of fact for the past two years or 
more. 

It should be remembered that the JourRNAL came into 
being during the throes of our great war, in which its 
editor took part, and that it has had the unusual, if not 
the wholly unique, experience of continuing under the 
same editorial control from the first number to the pre* 
ent, or for a period of over fifty-three years. Moreover, its 
editor, who pens this article, was thoroughly familiar, at 
the time the paper was established, with the conditions 
which drifted us into war without premonition or prepa 
ration. That war was coming was so evident to men ike 
W. T. Sherman and Gordon Granger, who had been liv 
ing in the South, that they took occasion to pour the 
story of their fears, or more than fears, into the in- 
credulous ears of Mr. Lincoln and his Secretary of State, 
W. H. Seward, who confidently declared. that the war if 


“it came would be an affair of ninety days. 


Is it strange that with this experience behind it the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL was able to forecast the com- 
ing storm as surely as does the mariner ‘who reads the 
portents of the skies? With war “trebly thundering” 
and swelling every gale the need of preparation w4s 
evident. This preparation has been takén in a measure, 


.if even too tardily, but the essential preparation, that of 
“the man behind the gun,” still waits upon the dilatory 
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action of Congreza. Is there no cry that can be raised 
to arouse our National legislators from their lethargy ; 
none that will silence the siren voices of the pacifists 
and optimists. wie #vtid lure. themselves and their coun- 
try to ruin? 

The civil law provides that in case of personal peril 
the citizen has a right to disregard the laws forbidding 
homicide and protect himself against the assault of an. 
enemy, withiut waiting for the processes of the: courts. 
Is it not right that a great state should have the 
similar liberty of action in a case of danger affecting 
its life? Is not the authority given to the President 
of the United States to call to the colors every citizen 
fitted for war to protect the country in time of 
peril analogous to the liberty given by civil law to the 


citizen for self defense? The President has sole author- — 


ity to determine when the emergency arises, without 
an appeal to the Congress or the courts; the respon- 
sibility for the defense of the Republic rests solely 
upon him. Had not this authority been exercised by 
Lincoln in 1861, the thirty-four states existing at that 
time would have been divided into communities, in the 
phrase of Daniel Webster, ‘‘dissevered, discordant, bellig- 
erent,” instead of being united as they are in a great 
republic of forty-eight harmonious and happy States.

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ARMING MERCHANT VESSELS. 


A decision upon the now-vital question of whether 
American merchant vessels shall be armed against sub- 
marine and surface raiders will be made public by the 
State and War Departments within a very few days, 
it may be stated on authority. The probability is that 
the arming will not only be “permitted” in the widest 
sense of that term, but will be done with the assistance, 
if not the actual supervision, of the Navy Department. 
President Wilson has had before him for several days 





‘recommendations from Navy officials setting forth the 


desirability of affording American ships protection 
against the new peril which has been threatened. It 
is known that P. A. S. Franklin, president of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Company, was not the only 
steamship line executive who filed a formal application 
for guns to arm steamers flying the American flag. Mr. 
Franklin asked for armament for the American line, 
which includes in its roster of ships, the largest vessels 
in the United States registry. 

The situation only awaits the Administration’s decis- 
ion. Sufficient guns have been provided, according to an 
official in the Navy Department, to arm upwards of 200 
ships. The larger vessels will carry 6-inch rifles of a 
late type, and from this size the armament dwindles 
down to 3-inch rifles and 1-pounders for smaller craft. 
“We cannot permit Germany to do by indirect effect, 
what she threatened to do directly,” said a member of 
the Cabinet. Taking the American Line as an example 
the speaker called attention to the fact that, at that 
time, six vessels aggregating 65,239 tons were tied up 
at their wharves because of the German threat. While 
-jt does not appear likely at this time, the government 
may take a round-about way of supplying arms to mer- 
chant steamers. It was reported in Washington that the 
procedure to be adopted might involve the condemnation 
of a certain number of naval rifles now in reserve, and 
the advertising of these weapons for sale under such 
conditions that the shipping companies could “buy” them 
in. 

The government already has announced in specific 
terms its adherence to the doctrine that merchantmen 
have the right to arm defensively. This was stated in 
the plainest words in the letter to the New York firm 
last week. It is not yet decided, however, whether the 
Navy Department shall be authorized to furnish guns and 
gunners in upholding this right. With the present short- 
age of enlisted men in the Navy, it is highly probable 
that crews to man the guns on American ships will 
either be composed of retired Navy men, or of carefully 
drilled civilians. Officers connected with the Navy De- 
partment declared that plans for arming American ves- 
sels have been carried to the point where it will be 
possible to install such armament within three days 
after authority is issued. Not only have sufficient guns 
been collected at the principal ports, it was said, but 
the various equipment, bolts, stays, etc., as well as am- 
munition was lying ready nearby. 
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THE SITUATION IN CUBA. 


That the revolt in the Republic of Cuba had spread 
to an alarming degree was indicated on Feb. 14, when 
the State Department gave out the text of a message 
which had been sent to the American Minister, Mr. 
William E. Gonzales, and to American consuls in the 
republic, for publication there. The disaffected portion 
of the island population was notified formally, and in 
unusually direct terms, that the United States would 
not recognize any government which might be set up 
as a result of the revolt. As given out by Secretary 
Lansing, this message reads as follows: 

“The government of the United States has received 
with the greatest apprehension the reports which have 
come to it to the effect that there exists organized 
revolt against the government of Cuba is several prov- 
inces, and that several towns have been seized by insur- 
rectionists. Reports such as these of insurrection 
against the constitutional government cannot be con- 
sidered except as of the most serious nature, since the 
government of the United-States has given its confidence 
and support only to governments established through 
legal amé@ eonstitutional methods. During the past four 





years the government of the United. States has, clearly, 
and definitely set forth its position in regard to the 
recognition of governments which have come into power 
through revolution and other illegal methods; and at 
this time desires to emphasize its position in regard to 
the present situation in Cuba. Its friendship for the 
Cuban people, which has Been shown on-repeated occa- 
sions, and the duties which are incumbent upon it on 
account of the agreement between the two countries 
force the government of the United States to make clear 
its future policy at this time.” ; 

- At a meeting of important Army officials on Feb. 14, 
it was decided, with the President’s approval, to sell im- 
mediately to the Cuban government 10,000 rifles and 
2,000,000 rounds of ammunition. While this action un- 
doubtedly was caused by the crisis in the republic, 
it was based on authority given in the Act of June 3, 
1916, a clause of which reads as follows: “The Secretary 
of War is hereby authorized to sell to the government 
of Cuba such articles and quantities of ordnance and 
ordnance stores as may be desired by that government 
for the equipment of its troops and as may be approved 
by the Rresident of the United States.” 

Election tsoubles in the Santa Clara province of Cuba 
have resulted in an outbreak that begins to assume the 
form of a rebelliin against the government. Encounters 
between the government troops and the rebels have taken 
place in various parts of the island, one on Feb. 13 being 
within forty miles of Havana. Official announcement 
was made from the Cuban capital on Feb. 13 that the 
United States Government had agreed to sell rifles 
and* cartridges to the Cuban government, and on 
the same day President Menocal issued a decree author- 
izing a call for volunteers between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-five years to serve for ninety days. The decree 
announces that it is not necessary -for those responding 
to be Cuban citizens nor that they should be able to read 
or write Spanish. Secretary Lansing made an appeal on 
behalf of the Government of the United States on Feb. 
18 to the Republic of Cuba not to plunge that country 
into another rebillion. 


_— 
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PLANS FOR UNIVERSAL TRAINING. 


The General Staff’s preliminary draft of a plan for 
Universal Training, which, as we noted last week, was 
returned to that body for reconsideration of one or two 
paragraphs, was again submitted to the Secretary of 
War on Feb. 14. It differs radically from that provided 
for in the Chamberlain bill, in that a full year of 
training’ would be required as the absolute minimum. 
The Senate bill, which is given on page 798, is based on 
six months’ training. Some of the features of the com- 
pleted draft of the General Staff's plan are: 

Provision requiring one year’s service with the colors 
and two additional periods of two weeks each, and pay- 
ment of five dollars a month to all recruits. The Gen- 
eral Staff plan calls for a Regular Army of 280,000 
men, and it estimates that about 300,000 men would 
become available every year for training after all the 
exemptions have been made. 

The General Staff plan was submitted to each mem- 
ber of that body and it is understood to have been 
worked out in much greater detail than the Senate bill, 
which leaves wide departmental power to prescribe regu- 
lations. Secretary Baker has indicated that the recom- 
mendations of the Staff will be made public later, even 
in the event that the plan does not receive the Adminis- 
tration’s approval, so that it can serve as a basis for 
discussion before the country after the adjournment 
of Congress, and can be compared with the Senate 
plan. ; 

Secretary Baker on Feb. 15, called Major General 
Scott, Chief of Staff, and Brigadier General Kuhn, 
president of the War College, into conference on the 
plan, and later sent to the War College for additioral 
data on some of the points involved. General Kuhn, 
who was formerly our Military Attaché to the Embassy 
at Berlin, is exceptionally well equipped to give in- 
formation as to the military experiences of the European 
nations in the present war. 

When the bill (S. 1695) for military training of citi- 
zens was reported in the Senate on Feb. 10 Mr. Thomas 
said: “Mr. President, I am a member of the sub-committee 
on Military Affairs, which has had in charge the bill just 
reported by the chairman. I joined with the chairman in 
reporting the bill, because there was every reason why 
“it should be upon the calendar if we could agree to place 
it there before the expiration of the present Congress. 
I deem it my duty to say, however, that I am not in 
entire accord either with the general purpose or with 
the details of the bill. We have listened to a great deal 
of testimony from representatives of all shades of pub- 
lic opinion upon the subject, and, as the chairman hag 
stated in his report, that testimony is not at all in- 
structive; on the contrary, from my standpoint it is be- 
wildering. It has not been printed. I hope as soon as 
it is printed and ready for distribution I will find the 
time to go over it with some care, and I wish to reserve 
the right, if I then desire to exercise it, to file a minority 
report.” : 

Mr. Brady said: “Mr. President, I am a member of 
the sub-committee that was appointed by the Committee 
on Military Affairs to hold public hearings relative to 
the bill that has just been reported by the chairman of 
the committee. Like “the Senator from Colorado there 
are features of the bill as reported that I cannot approve, 
but on the whole I approve of the purpose and Intent of 





“the bill. As soon as we have the hearings of the com- 


mittee printed and have some time to read them care- 


fully, I reserve the right to make a statement to the 
Senate and explain just what my position is-and what 
changes I feel ‘should be made in ‘the bill and what parts 
of the bill I approve.” 


THE PROGRESS OF RECRUITING. 


In a circular sent out by the War Department on 
Feb. 15 all patriotic organizations and individual citi- 
zens were urged to aid in getting recruits for the Army. 
These agencies, the circular reads, “can render no more 
effective service at present than by using their utmost 
influence to recruit the Regular Army to the strength 
authorized by law.” A similar request for co-operation 
has been made by the Navy Department, in which branch 
of the Service more than 1,400 recruits were enlisted 
in January. 

Postmasters are becoming more and more valuable as 
recruiting agents for the Army, under the clause in the 
National Defense Act which authorized the President to 
utilize their services in that capacity. The number of 
recruits obtained through them has jumped from a total 
of thirty in September, 1916, to 229 in January, 1917. 
The total obtained by postmasters since the law went into 
effect has passed the 500 mark. Among the states Indi- 
ana leads, with a total of 74; Georgia has returned 64; 
Oregon 46; Arkansas 31; and New Jersey 27. The re- 
mainder are divided among forty-eight recruiting districts. 
In announcing these results the War Department memo- 
randum states that it believes the postmasters “are as- 
sisting through patriotism,” but that the Department is 
prepared to disburse from $15,000 to $25,000 a month 
at $5 per recruit until the maximum number of men 
permitted by law has been obtained. 

Recruiting for the United States Navy during the 
first ten days of February showed a net gain of 500 
men over the same period last year, the Secretary of 
the Navy stated on Feb. 12. If this rate is maintained, 
he added, the Navy in a short time will have no fear 
of being handicapped by a shortage in enlisted per- 
sonnel. Navy recruiting agents have been instructed to 
enlist 25,000 men immediately. While the current Naval 
bill authorized a peace strength of 74,000 men, it carried 
appropriations for considerably less than that number, 
since the Department had estimated that in the normal 
course of events not more than 10,000 recruits above the 
number necessary to replace men discharged could be 
found. Officials have been encouraged by recruiting re- 
turns during the winter months, however, which have 
brought the actual strength up to nearly 58,000 men. 
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Bids will be opened on March 5 by the quartermaster’s 
department, U.S.A., in the Army Building, New York 
city, for the equipment of 500,000 men, according to 
Col. J. M. Carson, jr., quartermaster. To give an idea 
of the quantities needed, the bids call for 750,000 yards 
of flannel, 2,000,000 yards of cotton. olive drab, 1,350,- 
000 yards of melton, 400,000 yards of serge, 73,894 yards 
of black Italian cloth, 642,000 yards of denims, 700,000 
yards of drilling and 3,463,000 yards of duck. The 
bids will cover the equipping, clothing and tentage for 
half a million men, and one estimate gives the cost 
at $15,000,000, while others say it will be far more. 

Bids for textile materials to provide Army uniforms 


for more than 500,000 men were asked on Feb. 9 by 


the Philadelphia Depot. The total expenditure is esti- 
mated at $15,000,000.

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Forgetting that their finger prints are bound to betray 
them, many deserters, who have adopted fictitious names, 
are attempting to re-enter the U.S. Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, since the breaking of diplomatic relations 
with Germany. Recruiting offices have been flooded with 
this class of applicants, who trust to luck or indifference 
on the part of the military authorities to cover up their 
misdemeanor, according to Capt. Frank EB. Evans, of the 
U.S. Marine Corps, in New York city. It is believed that 
the present patriotic wave has awakened many of these 
deserters to a sense of duty, but a comparison of their 
tell-tale finger prints with the originals, kept on file in 
Washington, proves a bar to their further service.

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Members of the Naval Consulting Board will meet 
with the American Institute of Mining Engineers, when 
the annual convention of the institute opens in New 
York, Feb. 19, to discuss possible methods of increasing 
the life and efficiency of guns constructed for the gov- 
ernment. Experts from the Army and Navy ordnance 
departments and engineers from firms including large 
guns in their output also will be present. The erosion 
of guns will be made the subject of particular discussion, 
during which Dr. Henry Fay, of the Nassachusetts 
Institute of Technology, is expected to announce the re- 
sults of a series of tests made on metals at the Water- 
town Arsenal. 
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The present civil government of the Danish West 
Indies will be continued under American control if the 
bill favorably reported by the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs of the House is made a law. The United States 
is to continue to collect import duties for the islands, 
but will refund all such moneys to the island treasury. 
An export duty is placed on sugar produced in the new 


possession. 
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The first nominations for appointment and commis- 
gion in the Veterinary Corps of the Army, created by 
the Defense Act of June 3 last, were made to the Senate 
on Feb. 10.

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NOTES OF A STRAINED SITUATION. 
DIPLOMATIC INCIDENTS OF THE WEEK. 

After a week of waiting James W. Gerard, former 
U.S. Ambassador to Germany, was able to leave Berlin 
en Feb. 10, arriving in Zurich, Switzerland, the follow- 
ing day, accompanied by Mrs. Gerard and 120 other 
Americans, including his embassy staff. When the 


special train that bore the ex-Ambassador and his party” 


arrived at the Swiss frontier at Schaffhausen, a cordial 
welcome was given to the Americans by a large dele- 
gation of Swiss citizens. A special guard of honor 
from the Swiss army, in command of Col. Bruegger 
and Capt. Iselin, saluted the diplomat, and the Ameri- 
can Minister to Switzerland, Pleasant A. Stovall, was 
on hand to extend his greetings. The members of the 
American Embassy were received with great courtesy 
at the French frontier, and were the recipients of 
marked courtesies on their arrival.in Paris. Count von 
Bernstorff, former German Ambassador to the United 
States, sailed from New York city on Feb. 14 on board 
the Scandinavian liner, Frederik VIII. He was accom- 
panied by his family and many German officials. The 
British government will examine the ship at Halifax 
instead of at Kirkwall on this voyage. 

An effort was made by the German government 
through the Swiss Minister in Washington, on- Feb. 11, 
to “negotiate” with the United States “provided that 
the commercial blockade against England will not be 
broken thereby.” To this suggestion Secretary of State 
Lansing, at the request of President Wilson, replied, 
“that the government of the United States will gladly 
discuss with the German government any question that 
it might propose for discussion were it to withdraw 
its proclamation of Jan. 31, in which it cancelled the 
assurances given this government on May 4 last, but 
that it does not feel that it can enter into any discus- 
sion with the German government concerning the policy 
of submarine warfare against neutrals which it is now 
pursuing unless and until the German government re- 
news its assurances of May 4, and acts upon the as- 
surances.” ) ‘ 

Brazil, Chile, Peru and the Argentine Republic of 
the South American countries have made answer to 
the note issued by the German government, on Jan. 
31, announcing the “blockade” of Great Britain, France 
and Italy. They practically unite in refusing to recog- 
nize the -blockade, and Brazil declares it will “leave 
entirely with the Imperial German Government the _re- 

msibility for all acts which will involve Brazilian 
citizens, merchandise or ships, and which are proven 
to have been committed in disregard of the principles of 
international law.” Spain has made a firm protest 
against the blockade note, and the Dutch government 
has issued a “white paper” pointing out to the Central 
Powers that the blockade bars Holland from her route 
to India so that the commerce of Holland to her col- 
onies is cut off. Switzerland has made a vigorous pro- 
test against Germany’s blockade since Cette, the one 
port left open to Switzerland by Germany’s action, is 
absolutely incapable of supplying the country’s needs. 
The Scandinavian countries made their protests on 
Feb. 14. 

The State Department on Feb. 12 received the text of 
the protest sent by Bolivia to Berlin protesting against 
the submarine campaign. The Bolivian government an- 
nounced flatly that it “has resolved to consolidate its 
attitude in the present diplomatic emergency with that 
ef the government of the United States.” 

General Carranza, as head of the de facto government 
of Mexico, on Feb. 12 sent to the United States, Argen- 
tina, Brazil and Chile, and other neutral nations, a note 
asking that the governments addressed join in an agree 
ment to prohibit the export from their countries to 
the belligerents of all foodstuffs and munitions. Such an 
embargo would seriously embarrass the British govern- 
ment through the curtailment of its principal oil supply 
at Tampico, to say nothing of the materials now ob- 
tained in the United States. is 

A eable from Berlin, via London of Feb. 15, announces 
that the American seamen who were taken prisoners to 
Germany on board the British steamship Yarrowdale 
have been liberated. . : 

Sailors from various German ships, which took refuge 
in Hawaiian waters, were released from detention at 
Honolulu on Feb. 12 by immigration officials, acting, 
they said, under orders from Secretary of Labor Wilson. 
Simultaneously, charges against officers and men held for 
alleged destruction of machinery and otherwise damagin 
the self-interned ships were dismissed in the Feder: 
Court at the request of the United States District At- 
torney. He gave no reason for his action. Machine 
guns and ammunition were found stored aboard the Ger- 
man interned gunboat Geier, which was set on fire at 
Honolulu by her crew. At the time the Geier interned, 
her commander was ordered to turn over all his arms and 
ammunition to United States naval authoritics. 


SUBMARINE WARFARE. 


The American schooner Lyman M. Law was sunk on 
Feb. 12, 1917, off the coast of Sardinia, by a hostile 
submarine, says a Stefani despatch from Cagliari, Sar- 
dinia. The crew of twelve, of whom eight were Amer- 
ican, says the message, have been landed at Cagliari. 
The Lyman M. Law was laden with box shooks from 
Stockton, Me., for Palermo, Italy. Her cargo was not 
contraband. She is owned by the Maritime Transporta- 
tion Company of New York. The cargo was valued at 
$31,200, and was insured. 

Mr. Wesley Frost, American Consul at Queenstown, 
eabled to the State Department Feb. 7 that the British 
passenger steamship California had been torpedoed with- 
out warning off the Irish coast, and that the one Amer 


ican known to have been on board was saved. The 


captain of the vessel was quoted as saying the sub- 
marine did not hail or give any warning before firing 
two torpedoes from a distance of three hundred yards 
and sending the California down. The American sur- 
vivor was John A. Lee, of Montgomery, Ala. 

The only American aboard the passenger steamer Man- 
tola, torpedoed 185 miles southwest of Fastnet on Feb. 8, 
without warning, was Dr. Earl M. Rice, of Portland, 
Ore. The State Department was notified of the circum- 
stances by the American Consul at Queenstown. The 
Mantola was of 8,500 tons, bound from London to Cal- 
eutta, carrying a crew of 165 and nineteen passengers, 
Seven Lascars lost their lives, and the rest of the 
crew and the Fy ee were picked up by a British 
- and landed at London. 

alifax, N.S., has been designated by the British Ad- 
.miralty as the port of call for all neutral ships leaving 
American ports instead of Kirkwall, England, as for- 
merly. The Admiralty action in making Halifax the 
port will enable vessels to avoid the danger zone. The 
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announcement has been received by neutral steamship 

with great enthusiasm, as by being able to 
stop at Halifax for examination, vessels can take a ‘course 
far north of the German submarine area, and in a meas- 
ure defeat the purposes of the blockade. 

Of the three American firemen who were aboard the 
British steamship Saxonian when she was shelled, tor- 
pedoed and sunk by a German submarine Feb. 7, 1917, 
one of them, James Weygard, was wounded by a shell 
splinter and is now in the hospital at Queenstown. El- 
wood Moore, of St. Louis, fireman on the Saxonian, said 
the submarine which sank the vessel gave no warning, 
but immediately began to shell the ship on sighting her, 
While getting into one of the boats Weygard was 
wounded by the shell splinters. Thomas Williams, boat- 
swain, was injured badly and afterward died. The at- 
tack was made at a point fully 350 miles from shore. 
One boat containing twenty-three men was afloat for 
sixty-eight hours before the occupants were picked up. 
The captain of the Saxonian was taken on board the 
submarine as a prisoner. 

Two American freight steamers left New York Feb. 10 
for Europe and to take a chance against German sub- 
marines. They were the Rochester, of the Kerr line, and 
the Orleans, of the Oriental Navigation Company, both 
bound for Bordeaux with general cargo. ‘The crew of 
each steamer was com of Americans. Both vessels 
had their names and the flag painted on the sides. No 
attempt has been made to follow the German order that 
American vessels must be striped vertically with red and 
— and have the Stars and Stripes painted on the 

rn. . 

Mr. P. A. Franklin, president of the American Line, 
has announced that none of its steamers will leave New 
York for Liverpool or any other port in the German 
submarine zone until the United States Government sees 
fit to convoy her or provides guns and gun crews for her 


defense. “We would start the St. Louis with one gun,” . 


Mr. Franklin asserted, “if we had that gun. But our 
Government seems disinclined or unable to supply that 
protection. The French and British ships are steaming 
to and from this port with indifference to any orders 
from Germany because they are armed. But the Ameri- 
can Line has not even one gun with which to protect 


i 

“Germany’s withdrawal of her pledge to the United 
States not to sink passenger ships without warning is 
emphasized,” an Admiralty announcement stated on Feb. 
7, “in the torpedoing on Feb. 3 of the British steamer 
Port Adelaide, en route from London to Australia.” The 

iralty lays special emphasis on the fact that there 
was no warning of any kind to the Port Adelaide. The 
Admiralty statement also announced the sinking in Span- 
ish waters on Feb. 4 of the Peruvian sailing ship Lorton. 
She was torpedoed. The Lorton was-a vessel of 1,419 
gross tons, and was registered at Callao, Peru. “It is 
interesting to note simultaneously this dual affront to 
two neutral states in view of the German wireless boast- 
ing of the consideration shown the interests of neutrals,” 
says the Admiralty. 

The shipping of Spain has suffered serious losses dur- 
ing the present war. The mercantile marine, which in July, 
1914, consisted of 640 vessels, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 846,491, up to Jan. 31, 1917, has suffered losses of 
ships to the value of 70,000,000 pesetas. Seven steam- 
ships, aggregating 18,000 tons, and twenty-two other ves- 
sels have been sunk by mines or submarines. The losses 
represent about twelve per cent. of the merchant marine. 


PREPARING FOR EMERGENCIES. 


Under the direction of Capt. Frank H. Herkness, C.A. 
C., U.S.A., work on the new fortification at Rockaway 
Bea N.Y., is being pushed ahead. The laborers em- 
ployed by the Government are constructing the wooden 
forms, fifteen feet in diameter and twenty feet high that 
are to encase the cement foundations for the guns. 

In addition to mining our harbors, steel nets after the 
fashion of those used by Great Britain will also be used 
in some of our harbors as a protection against subma- 
Tines, in the event of war with Germany. Manufacture 
of nets, to protect important naval places, has already 
commenced. 

The police of New York city are taking a census of 
all the men in the city who have had previous military 
or naval training or service. Men beyond the military 
age of enlistment are included, the idea being to have 
men available for home defense, and there are many 
beyond the military age of forty-five, who could render 

cient service as a home guard. 

A bill requiring the registration of all Germans in the 
state of New York in the event of war with Germany, 
was introduced in the Assembly on Feb. 14, 1917, by 
Assemblyman M. Myer, of Manhattan. 

The Navy Department, it is understood, in contempla- 
tion of the construction of submarine chasers of the type 
now used by the British, in its warfare against German 
submarines, has obtained from Henry R. Sutphen, vice 
president of the Eleco Company, Bayonne, N.J., designer 
of the original chasers, his plans and specifications. These 
plans, it is said, will be used as the basis for the develop- 
ment of a chaser type suitable to the needs of this coun- 


try.

The guns which have been received at the navy yard, 
New York, and of which different stories have been 
printed, are to be used on auxiliary and scout cruisers 
and on any vessels of that type which may be converted 
to war uses in the event of necessity, it was announced 
at the Navy Department. The assembling of the guns 
is “purely a precautionary measure.” 

George Kieft, believed to be a German agent, says a 
dispatch from San Francisco of Feb. 12, is held at the 
Angel Island Immigration Station, while United States 
Seeret Service agents are investigating his activities, 
Kieft arrived from Manila on the transport Sheridan 
as a stowaway. According to officers of the Sheridan, 
Kieft boarded the transport in the uniform of an Ameri- 
can soldier. He was not discovered until the Sheridan 
was several days out. His trunk contained papers, it is 
said, indicating he is a German agent. 

An attaché of the German Embassy was arrested at 
Old Point Comfort, Va., Feb. 3. The man had a camera 
and was seen taking photographs near Fort Monroe and 
of Hampton Roads, it is said. 

The captain of the British auxiliary cruiser Otranto 
which is stationed on the South American coast, ordered 
Capt. Ernst Krauss, a German Admiralty agent and ma- 
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rine superintendent of the Kosmos line at Callao, taken 
off the Chilian i Meee yom she was halted at 
sea and searched.

place at the service of the Government at least 500 girls 
in every state, efficiently trained for special duties; and 
te send orders to every Guard in the country to immedi- 
ately relieve men stationed as sentinels, etc., for the Gov- 
ernment by serving them with hot coffee, lunches, etc. 
Mr. Arthur Curtis James, a prominent yachtsman and 
a patriotic American, has turned over his speed launch 
Maunaloa to the Navy Department for scout purposes. 
She is to have a one-pounder gun mounted forward and 
because of her speed and cruising equipment, will make a 
pronounced addition to the fleet of smaller craft for the 
defense of Narragansett Bay. The launch, which was 
newly built last fall, is sixty feet in length and has been 
used as a tender to his fine auxiliary bark Aloha. 
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NAVAL NOTES OF THE WAR. 


The British merchant steamer Bayeross, which ar- 
rived at Boston, Feb. 11, from Havre, has a new gua 
equipment, as a defense against submarines. What 


looks like an afterdeck house is a steel structure, conceal- 
ing a four-inch gun revolving on a platform, so as to 
command a «wide area astern without exposing the 
gun or its crew of two men. The Baycross is one of a 
fleet of vessels built for the service of the Hudson Bay 
Line in transporting grain and munitions to France. 

Quite a fleet of British merchant ships, it is reported, 
loaded with food, munitions, and supplies for France 
and England, left from a point said to be about: fifty 
miles off the Virginia coast. The ships, it is said, were 
from all ports along the Atlantic from New York 
to Galveston and Port Arthur, and are being convoyed 
by warships, which include some speedy cruisers of new 
design. 

A British airplane bombardment -of Bruges Harbor 
and shipping was announced in an Admiralty statement 
of Feb. 15. The announcement said the attack was suc- 
cessful, ‘but one machine did not return: 

The small ship’s boat in which three British and one 
American seaman (the latter a negro), and composing 
all the survivors left of the torpedoed steamship Daunt- 
less, after five days of terrible suffering were landed at 
San Sebastian, Spain, Feb. 10. The four men for five 
days had nothing to eat or drink. They were in such a 
serious condition that they were sent to a hospital. 

The crew of the British steamship Oxonian, who are 
rived at Newport News, Va., Feb. 13, 1917, said the 
Oxonian sank by gunfire an Austrian submarine which 
attacked. her in the Mediterranean on Dec. 28. 
said some of the men aboard the submarine was saved hy 
a French patrol boat, but that several were believed to 
have been lost. 

The loss of a British torpedoboat destroyer, by strikin 
a mine in the English Channel on the night of Feb. 
1917, is announced by the British Admiralty. All on 
board except five were lost. She was of the older type, 
the statement says. : 

The new type of German submarine boats for extem 
sive cruising are described in German papers as being of 
2,400 tons, 260 feet long, 25 feet wide, with 19,000-horse 
power and a crew of from ry, By eighty men: Their 
speed on the surface is said to twenty-six knots, and 
submerged fourteen knots.

THE SIXTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


The Senate has passed S. 7906, to authcrize the Presi- 
dent, by and with advice and consent of Senate, to ap- 
point George L. Morrison, formerly a first lieutenant of 
Cavalry, a captain of Cavalry, to take rank at foot of 
lineal line of captains of Cavalry; and that no back pay 
or allowances shall accrue as a result of the passage of 
this act, and tHere shall be no increase in the total num- 
ber of captains of Cavalry now authorized by law by rea- 
son of the passage of this act. 

President Wilson signed the bill establishing a na- 
tional leprosarium, for the care and treatment of per- 
sons suffering with leprosy, on Feb. 10. The measure 
appropriates $250,000 for the hospital, which will be 
under the direction of the United States Public Health 
Service. The home will receive any person with leprosy 
who presents himself or herself for care, detention and 
treatment, or who may be apprehended under authority 
of the United States quarantine acts, or any person 
afflicted with leprosy duly consigned to the home by the 
proper health authorities of any state, territory or the 
District of Columbia. 

An amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. Mc- 
Cumber to the bill making appropriations for the naval 
Service, provides that from and after passage of this act 
petty officers, non-commissioned officers, and enlisted men 
of the U.S. Navy and Marine Corps on retired list who 
had creditable Civil War service in Regular or Volun- 
teer forces prior to April 9, 1865, shall receive rank or 
rating and pay of next higher enlisted grade upon re- 
tired list by reason of such service: Provided, That if 
such advanced rank-or rating shall not carry with it an 
increase of pay, or if there be no higher enlisted grade to 
which advancement may be made as herein authorized, 
then and in such cases said men shall receive an increase 
of pay of twenty per centum over and above the retired 
pay actually received by them, respectively, at the time 
of the passage of this act. That nothing in this act shall 
operate to reduce pay of any person in Navy or Marine 
Corps, and that its provisions shall not operate to create 
any claim for back pay.” 

An amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. du 
Pont to the bill making appropriation for the support of 
the Army, provides that Section 1466, Revised Statutes, 
be amended to read, “That the relative rank between 
officers of the Army, whether on active or retired list, 
and officers of Navy, shall be as follows, lineal rank only 
being considered: Generab shall rank with admiral; lieu- 
tenant general with vice admiral; major generals with 
rear admirals now receiving major general’s pay and 
allowances; brigadier generals with rear admirals of 
lower numbers in that grade who now receive brigadier 
general’s pay and allowances; colonels with captains; 
lieutenant colonels with commanders; majors with lieu- 
tenant commanders; captains with lieutenants; first lieu- 
tenants with lieutenants, junior grade; second lieuten- 
ants with ensigns.” 

An amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. Oliver 
to the bill making appropriations for the support of the 
Army, provides that the President of the United States 
be authorized to appoint Brig. Gen. Chambers McKibbin, 
U.S.A., retired, to the position and rank of major general 
on the retired list. - 

An amendment was offered, intended to be proposed 

by Mr. Weeks to the Naval bill, “That until June 30, 
1920, all officers on the active list of the Navy over sixty- 
two years of age shall be carried as additional numbers 
in grade.” 
_ An appropriation of $1,573,950 for the immediate 
establishment of a submarine base on the Atlantic side 
of the Panama Canal was asked of Congress by Newton 
D. Baker, Secretary of War, on Feb. 9. The estimate is 
regarded as a part of the emergency preparedness pro- 
gram of this Government, although the Secretary of War 
makes no reference to the present national crisis. It is 
believed Secretary Baker’s request will be complied with 
by the inclusion of an amendment in the Naval Appro- 
priation bill, or in the Sundry Civil bill. 

To carry out the recommendations of the Commission 
on Navy Yards and Naval Stations (the third report 
from which is discussed in another column) an amend- 
ment was offered on Feb. 14, as intended to be pro- 

d by Senator Works, of California, to the Naval 
ill, authorizing the government to acquire a tract of 
land offered by the city of Los Angeles, Cal., for a 
submarine base. Appropriation of $300,000 for the 
development of the tract is provided. 


TRANSFERS FROM RETIRED TO ACTIVE LIST. 


The Senate on Feb. 14 passed S. 6850, an act author- 
izing transfer of certain retired officers to the active list. 
The text was amended to read: 


Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter the President be, and 
he is hereby authorized, within one year of approval of this 
act, by and with advice and consent of Senate, to transfer, 

on application, to active list of Army any officer under 

ty years of age who may have been transferred heretofore 
from active to retired list of Army under act to provide for 
recognizing services of certain officers of Army, Navy, 
Public Health Service for their services in connection with 
construction of Panama Ca: and for other purpeses, D 
proved March 4, 1915: Provided, That such officers shall take 
rank at the foot of the respective grade which they held at 
the time of their retirement and shall be carried as an addi- 
tional number in the grade to which he ef Ag transferred, 
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576,000, and the committee authorizes $4,000,000. It 
will thus be seen that the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs in the House cut off $8,321,000, or nearly fifty per 
cent. of the amount asked for the whole National Guard. 
Although some Congressmen are inclined to think that 
the Regular Army is trying to kill the National Guard, 
it appears from the attitude of the House Committee that 
its members do not intend to furnish sufficient funds to 
properly equip more than half of the National Guard 
during the next fiscal year.

OIL RESERVE LANDS. 

Secretary Lane, of the Department of the Interior, in 
a letter to Senator H. L. Myers, on Feb. 10, said in re- 
gard to our oil reserve lands: 

In view of the general realization that it is now time to 
meke plans for national defense, I take the liberty of sug- 
gesting that you consult with the chairmen of the Committees 
on Military and Naval Affairs to see if it is not practicable 
to have the lands which are at present locked up, containing 
oil, phosphate, and potash, released under a leasing system, 
We have some 6,000,000 acres of possible oil lands so with- 
drawn that no wells can be bored upon them. Only the lands 
now held in private ownership are producing. We should be 
about the business of discovering what these withdrawn lands 
contain. Gasoline is invaluable to Army and Navy, as well as 
to every automobile owner and to the owner of every other 
gasoline-driven engine in the country. The largest deposit of 
potash in this country, which is fundamental in the manu- 
facture of explosives, is also out of use because withdrawn, 
and we have some 3,000,000 acres of phosphate deposit in the 
same situation. The development of these resources can be 
made effective by the passage of a leasing bill. As to the 
procuring of more extensive oil reserves for the use of the 
Navy, would it not be practicable to authorize this department, 
or some other, to drill for oil upon some of those great re- 
served tracts which have not been already proved? The ex- 
penditure of a comparatively small amount of money might 
in this way secure for the Government an insured oil supply, 
as well as be an effective regulation against increasing prices.

THE NAVAL BILL FOR 1918. 


In the form in which it was passed by the House on 
Feb. 13 by a vote of 354 to 22 the Naval Appropriation 





bill (H.R. 20632), provided for a total expenditure of , 


$368,553,388, the largest in the history of this govern- 
ment, being about $55,000,000 in excess of that of the 
last session. Several important last-minute amendments, 
most of which have been discussed in these columns, were 
included in the measure. Probably the most important 
is that empowering the ?resident to commandeer, in time 
of crisis, shipyards, munition ‘actories and any other in- 
dustrial plant tha’ are deemed necessary for the publie 


good. The amendment appropriating $1,000,000 for the 
purchase of basic airplane patents was inserted in the 
last hours, as was also the clause reasserting this na- 
tion’s belief in arbitration as a means of settling inter- 
national dispute. ‘The last mentioned clause was pro- 
posed by the Republican leader, Congressman Mann, and 
bi adopted without debate by a unanimous viva voce 
vote. 

The building program, as described in our issue of 
Feb. 3 (page 730), includes the construction of three 
battleships, one battle cruiser, three scout cruisers, fifteen 
destroyers, one destroyer tender, one submarine. tender 
and eighteen submarines—forty ships in all. Substantial 
provision was made for ammunition reserves, the item in 
last year’s bill being increased $2,000,000 to $3,500,000 
and a supplementary item of $14,528,000 being inserted. 
The authority given the President to commandeer all or 
any part of an industrial plant is limited to March 1, 
1918, the sponsors for that clause apparently believing 
that the necessity foz it will have passed by that time. 
Violators of this section are subject to a fine of $50,000 
or to imprisonment for three years, or both. 

Items stricken out on points of order during the final 
debate included those for two new Coast Guard cutters, 
for a clothing factory at Charleston, S.C., and sundry 
appropriations for the Boston Navy Yard. 

Immediately upon receipt of the bill in the Senate a 
sub-committee was appointed to consider it, so that its 
passage might be expedited. 

The House added an amendment that “It is hereby re- 
affirmed to be the policy of the United States to adjust 
and settle its international disputes through mediation or 
arbitration to the end that war may be honorably 
ee 

e text of the building program as the bill now 
to the Senate Naval Geamaitiss follows: = 

Of the vessels authorized in the Act approved Aug. 29, 1916, 
the construction of the following vessels shall be begun as 
soon as practicable at a cost exclusive of armor and armament 
not to exceed the following amounts: Three battleships, $15,- 
500,000 each; one battle cruiser, $19,000,000; three scout 
cruisers, $6,000,000 each; fifteen destroyers, $1,300,000 each; 
one destroyer tender, $2,300,000; one submarine tender, 
$1,900,000; eighteen toast submarines to have a surface dis- 
placement of about 800 tons each, $1,300,000 each, and the 
limits of cost for the four battle cruisers and for three scout 
cruisers authorized and appropriated for in said Act but not 
yet contracted for, are increased to not to exceed $19,000,000 
each for the battle cruisers and $6,000,000 each for the scout 
cruisers, exclusive of armor and armament, and the construc- 
tion of said vessels shall be begun as soon as practicable. 

In event Secretary of Navy is unable to secure from private 
shipbuilders contracts for expeditious construction of ships 
heretofore authorized at a fair and reasonable price, $12,- 
000,000 is appropriated to enable Secretary of Navy to equip 
navy yards with suitable and necessary machinery, implements, 
building ways, and equipment for construction of such of said 
vessels as may be assigned to navy yards for construction. If, 
in judgment of Secretary of Navy, the most rapid and eco- 
nomical construction of battle cruiser herein appropriated for 
can be obtained thereby, he may contract for construction of 
said battle cruiser upon basis of actual cost, plus a reasonable 
profit to be determined by him. 


MILITARY ACADEMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The House Committee on Military Affairs, on Feb. 
12, reported H.R. 20872, the Military Academy Appro- 
priation Bill: The total estimates submitted aggregate 
$2,058,673.30. The amount appropriated for the last 
fiscal year was $1,225,043.57. The new bill carries an 
appropriation of $1,348,496.18. This is a reduction of 
$710,177.12 from the estimates and an increase of $123,- 
452.61 above the appropriation for the last fiscal year. 
This increase is mainly due to the law increasing the 
Corps of Cadets. 

The bill increases the rank and pay of the master of 


the sword. This is done in recognition of his long, 
continuous, and efficient service in that capacity, his 
service being more than thirty years. 

The bill also contains a provision for the selection of 
a commission to pass upon the question of new construr- 
tions at the academy. This matter has been pending 
before Congress for many years, and the committee has 
found such a diversity of opinion upon the subject that 
it has been unable to reach any conclusion. There is 
a contention on one hand that there should be a com- 
plete destruction of some of the buildings and entirely 
new structures erected in their places, while others con- 
tend that buildings as they are should be preserved, and 
an additional story or stories added in order to accom- 
modate the increased Corps of Cadets. In view of this 
controversy the committee thought it wise that a com- 
mission be appointed, consisting of three members of 
the Senate commttee, three members of the House com- 
mittee, and three Army officers, to sit after the adjourn- 
ment of the Sixty-fourth Congress, and prior to the re- 
convening of the Sixty-fifth, for the purpose of determin- 
ing what is the best method to pursue relative to this 
matter. The commission is to receive no compensation; 
and the sum of $5,000 is appropriated to pay actual ex- 
penses and such clerical help as may be necessary.

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THE TROOPS ON THE BORDER. 


In a telegram dated Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Feb. 
10, Major Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., notified the 
War Department that the 2d Infantry, N.G. Wis., has 
entrained for Fort Sheridan. On the same date he re- 
ported that the 16th and 6th Infantry, U.S.A., had ar- 
rived at El Paso on Feb. 7 and 8, respectively ; while the 
36th Infantry. less the 1st Battalion of that organization, 
had arrived at Fort Clark, Texas, on Feb. 9. : 

A dispatch from General Funston, dated Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, Feb. 12, conveyed the information that 
the following units entrained at El Paso on Feb. 11: 
Field Hospital Company No. 1, and Ambulance Company 
No. 1, N.G., Tenn.; Company A, Engineers, Troop A, 
Cavalry, and Field Hospital No. 1, N.G., S.C. 

The 3d Brigade Headquarters and 6th Infantry, 
N.G., Tenn., left El Paso on Feb. 12, General Funston 
notified the War Department. On the same day the 
4th Infantry, N.G., Texas, arrived at Fort Sam Houston. 

A press dispatch from San Antonio said that a general 
order was issued from Southern Department head- 
quarters on Feb. 13, instructing commanding officers 
that “all officers not accountable for public property 
and all enlisted men on leave or furlough, or who may 
subsequently be granted same, will be ordered to report 
to their home department commanders for muster out.” 

Major Gen. Frederick Funston wired under date of 
Feb. 15 that the following National Guard organiza- 
tions left the Southern Department on Feb. 14: Ala- 
bama—Batteries A and C; Maryland—5th Infantry ; 
New York—74th Infantry. 

The 6th Pennsylvania Infantry left El Paso Feb. 12 
for Pittsburgh. The 2d Virginia Infantry left Browns- 
ville Feb. 11 for Richmond. Troop A, South Carolina 
Cav., left El Paso, Texas. Feb. 11 for the Styx mobiliza- 
tion camp. The New York Supply Train, 102 wagons 
and 600 mules, left McAllen, Texas, Feb. 11, marching 
a to Camp Wilson. It is due at El Paso about 
‘eb. 22. 

A MEXICAN RAID, 


Following a raid on Feb. 13 by Mexicans, said to 
belong to Villa’s command, on the American-owned 
Corner Ranch in Mexico, and the capture of three Amer- 
ican cowboys, two troops of the 12th U.S. Cavalry were 
ordered to the ranch on Feb. 14, by Col. John C. Water- 
man, U.S.A., from the regiment’s headquarters at Hach- 
ita, N.M. Another raid was made on the American- 
owned ranch Ojitos, forty-five miles south of the Corner 
Ranch, on Feb. 14, and one negro was captured. 

The bodies of three American cowboys, who were cap- 
tured at the Corner Ranch, were found three miles 
west of that ranch on Feb. 1: on the Mexican side 
of the international boundary. Lem Spillsbury, for- 
merly a scout with General Pershing’s Punitive Ex- 
pedition, found the bodies, which were stripped of all 
clothing. They had been shot many times through the 
head. The War Department received a report on Feb. 
15 from Major Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., con- 
firming these facts and giving the following summary 
of conditions in Mexico south of Hachita: 

“It is reported that Salazar with 300 men visited 
Ojitos Feb. 12 and took Buck Spencer, foreman of 
Ojitos Ranch, and ten or twelve Mexican employees 
prisoners and now holds them for $5,000 ransom under 
penalty of death. Spencer now paroled to obtain ran- 
som from FE. K. Warren Land and Cattle Company, 
and his wife held as hostage. It is said that Spencer 
met Silvester Quevedo, one of Salazar’s officers, ten 
miles north of Ojitos. Queveco told him he had had 
a fight with Gringos-and killed several. This informa- 
tion is not considered reliable here. Ponville. of Palo- 
mas Cattle Company, reports Nogales Cattle Camp, 
eighteen miles south of Monument sixty, raided Feb. 
11. Raiders apparently came from Janos and went 
west. Conditions south of Columbus: Reports indicate 
small bodies of troops at various places from Palomas 
to Ascension, but none seen by airplanes flying along 
border.” 








REPORT OF NAVY YARD COMMISSION. 

The commission on navy yards and naval stations, of 
which Rear Admiral J. M. Helm, U.S.N., is the senior 
member, has issued two reports since its preliminary 
one was made public, the latest one relating to sub- 
marine and aviation bases on the Pacific coast. The 
commission reports that it is advisable to establish a sub- 
marine training base at Los Angeles Harbor in’ South- 
ern California, and that provision should be made for a 
permanent training base for at least eighteen submarines 
as well as for an operating base for the use of submarines 
in time of war, the site selected being located “at the 
existing naval reservation, between the north end and 


the quarantine station.” It is recommended that this 
section of the reservation and as much more as may here- 
after prove necessary be reserved for this purpose. The 


commission recommends the insertion of the following 
proviso in the current Naval Appropriation bill in this 
connection : 

“That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized 
to accept a tract of land comprising 166 acres, more or 
less. of submerged land in Los Angeles Harbor known 
as Site No. 1. which has been offered to the United States 
free of cost by the city of Los Angeles, for the purpose 
of establishing thereon a submarine base, and for such 
other uses by the Navy Department as may hereafter 
seem desirable fcr the purpose of national defense, and 
the sum of $300,000 is hereby appropriated towards the 
development of same, and made immediately available.” 
The commission also recommends similar legislation with 
an appropriation of $500,000 for the establishment of a 
naval aviation base on San Diego Bay that should be 
used as an operating base in time of war. 

In its preceding report the commission called atten- 
tion to the grave lack of navy yard facilities on the 
Pacific coast and recommended the establishment of an 
additional navy yard or naval station on that coast. It 
also recommends that the capacity of the Pacific coast 
yards “for maintenance and repair of the fleet’ should 
pe trebled, and that for strategic reasons it is necessArv 
“to have at least two navy yards of the first class on 
the Pacific coast of the United States.” In view of the 
natural limitations of the navy yard at Mare Island an 
zdditional yard on San Francisco Bay is recommended, 
the four sites named as possibilities being Hunter’s Point, 
Alameda, Goat Island and Richmond-Albany. Recom- 


mendation is also made for the development of 

yard, Puget Sound. . ee 
he report continues: “The commission is deeply im- 

pressed with the impracticability of providing at Pacific 

coast navy yards, without prohibitive expenditures for 











original establishment and subsequent annual mainte- 
ance, adequate provision for the main fleet, its regular 
auxiliaries, and the additions consequent upon war opera- 
tions when the fleet and its auxiliaries are operating on 
the Pacific coast. For this reason, commercial resources 
must be drawn upon to the fullest extent possible. In 
order that such resources may be available when needed, 
it is important to aid and encourage their development, 
in every suitable and appropriate way, so that ship- 
building, docking, repair, supply, and other facilities 
necessary to the fleet may be at hand when most needed.” 
_ The commission recommends the following appropria- 
tions be made for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918: 
Towards acquisition and development of site for addi- 
tional navy yards on San Francisco Bay, $1,500,000; 
towards development of navy yard, Mare Island, $2,- 
qa towards development navy yard, Puget Sound, 

In addition to Admiral Helm the commission includes

Rousseau, U.S.N.; Capt. G. W. McElroy, U.S.N., and 
Comdr. C. L. Hussey, U.S.N. 
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SURGEON GRAYSON’S NOMINATION. 

Refusal of the Senate, on Feb. 10, by a vote of forty- 
eight to nineteen, to go into executive session upon the 
motion of Senator Chilton indicates that the nomina- 
tion of Past Asst. Surg. Cary T. Grayson, U.S.N., 
to be medical director, with the rank of rear admiral, 
will not be voted on this session unless some unlooked 
for opportunity arises. It is understood that the Presi- 
dent will renominate Dr. Grayson when the Senate has 
a special session. 

Senatorial opinion in- this case is reported to have 
been changed considerably by a speech made by Mr. 
Weeks, of Massachusetts, in one of the executive ses- 
sions that lasted for three hours and a half. Senator 
Weeks, according to the Boston Transcrpt, gave a com- 
plete review of all cases of irregular promotion in the 
Navy since the organization of the Service. It was 
brought out that hitherto the kighest honor yet paid to 
a Navy officer, aside from Admiral Dewey, was the 
promotion by thirty numbers of Ensign Lucien Young, 
in 1877. ‘The Juan, sloop-of-war, on which Young 
Was serving, was wrecked on the Southerr coast, and 
the young ensign, a powerful swimmer, attached a rope 
to his body and swam to shore. Assistance was secured 
and the lives of many men were saved. Ensign Young 
was not promoted beyond his own rank, however, but 
was advanced thirty numbers. Later Ensign Young 
was advanced three more numbers for distinguished 
gallantry. , . 

For his heroic work at Tientsin, Bowman H. McCalla 
was advanced only three numbers. He was in command 
of the assaulting forces, and announced his intention 
of going to the rescue of the beleaguered Americans in 
the city if he went alone. He was wounded three 
times during the engagement. Capt. Charles C. Clark, 
U.S.N., who took the Oregon around the Horn, was 
advanced seven numbers in his grade for that feat, 
and six more for his part in the battle of Santiago, 
but he did not attain to his present rank of rear admiral 
until he reached it in the ordinary course of promotion. 


EX-PRESIDENT TAFT ON CONSCRIPTION. 

In a recent issue of the Yale News appeared an inter- 
view with ex-President Taft in which he dwelt on the 
“two lessons of importance’ the people of the United 
States should find in the “coming of this war” with Ger- 
many which he, apparently, looked upon as inevitable. 
One of the lessons was concerned with the idea behind the 
League to Enforce Peace. The other was concerned with 
military preparedness, on which subject he declared: 

“It is said that we shall have little use for an army 
in a war with Germany. Of all guesses, those limiting 
the extent and demands of a war are the least reliable. 
The danger is that the army to be organized will be of 
mushroom growth like that of the Spanish War. We 
should now lay the foundations for a strong army for 
the future. How? ; 

“Conscription has, until now, been of doubtful expedi- 
ency because the popular opposition to it might have 
halted all plans for reasonable preparation. Now that 
the war is on us, now that the people see the necessity, 
why should we not take advantage of this state of public 
mind and do that which justice and real democracy re- 
quire? Military service is part of the duty of every citi- 
zen. In this country, in the happy days of prosperity, I 
fear many of the people have lost the vital sense of their 
obligations to the Government. Very little service of 
any kind in behalf of the general Government or the 
state has been exacted from the great body of the people. 
Conscription is needed to discipline the native young 
men of this country and to teach them to respect au- 
thority. It is needed to teach millions of newly made 
citizens loyalty. Stirred as the people are by enthusiasm, 
spurred as they are by immediate necessity. they would 
support Congress in making such a law-making provision 
not only for the present but for the future after the war. 

“England would have been far better off had she 
adopted conscription at once than she is now with sub- 
stitutes for conscription that are not equal to it. A vol- 
unteer system takes the flower of the youth of the coun- 
try anxious to sacrifice themselves, and leaves behind 
those who can only be dragged in by operation of law. 
Why not equalize the burden at once? Place it on all. 
Require at least a year’s service from every man be- 
tween the ages of nineteen and twenty-four. This need 
not interfere with enlistments for the war by capable 
men not more than forty. Conscription will furnish a 
permanent trained force from the body of the entire 
people and supply an adequate defense whenever defense 
is necessary.”

will agree that when the General Staff is. “reorganized” 
it would be well to make a few of the appointments to it 
from officers who are not already alumni of said insti- 
tution. One more thing I would like to say while still 
excited. One gets a pretty fair idea of what the real 
duties of a General Staff are from the courses at the 
School of the Line and Staff College at Fort Leaven- 
worth. These schools give their graduates a very good 
military education, which is something that does not seem 
undesirable for all candidates for the General Staff. Fur- 
thermore these graduates leave the schools with quite a 
different idea of what much General Staff work con- 
sists than is indicated in Lieutenant Colonel Hagood’s 
article. Most of them would be inclined to believe that 
the higher units of the mobile Army should first be sup- 
plied with their quota of General Staff officers before the 
comprehensive claims of the city of Washington are all 
completely filled. 

The Army is long suffering and the end not yet in sight.

I have read certain articles and letters in the Jour- 
NAL relative to “promotion by selection” in the Navy. 
Having discussed with many officers of junior rank in 
the Navy, all phases of this recent form of legislation 
for the Navy personnel, it is interesting to summarize 
the opinions of the juniors in this locality. The universal 
opinion seems to be that this form of promotion is 
bound to create a “cut-throat” spirit in the line sooner 
or later. Aboard ship this will be intolerable. It will 
mean unhappy ships, which in turn spells inefficient 
ships. The happiest ship I ever served on was one of 
the first “all big gun” ships. On this ship the ward- 
room and junior officers’ messes were like two big happy 
families, and the finest spirit prevailed. This spirit was 
in turn imparted to the crew, and in about a year the 
ship won the gunnery trophy, efficiency pennant, and 
many other honors, besides being the most popular ship 
in the fleet. However, there were no disgruntled, hurt, 
or depressed officers on board who had been “jumped by 
selection,” and were carrying ‘heir troubles about.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Olympia and Machias arrived at St. 
Thomas, W.I., Feb. 10, where they are expected to 
remain for a considerable time. 

The U.S.S. Illinois left Vera Cruz, Mex., Feb., 10, 
for some point unknown. 

The U.S.S. Huntington, seaplane tender for the Pa- 
cific Fleet, received unexpected orders from Washington, 
on Feb. 5, to proceed without delay to the navy yard, 
Mare Island. A catapultic device for the launching 
of hydroplanes will be installed on the Huntington at 
Mare Island, it is understood, the apparatus having been 
shipped from the navy yard, Puget Sound. It is re- 
ported in naval circles that the Huntington will be 
sent to the Atlantic Coast at once to c6-operate with the 
Battleship Fleet. 

Following out the plan in vogue among the great 
owder plants in the United States, it has been decided 
hat mechanics and clerical employees at navy yards, 
be photographed and numbered. Each employee will 
carry his photograph to gain admission to the yard. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Sampson, the newest 
and largest vessel of her class, left the navy yard, New 
York, Feb. 15, 1917, under command of Lieut. Comdr. 
B. C. Allen, a week ahead of the time set for her 
completion for sea service. 

It is reported unofficially from Eureka, Cal., that the 
Navy Department has not given up hope of saving the 
stranded U.S.S. Milwaukee and is willing to spend $750,- 
000 if at that cost thevessel can be made available for 
service within six months. - None of the bids. either 
for removal of the contents of the Milwaukee or for 
building a trestle through the surf to the wreck, will 
be awarded, it was said, prior to the submission of 
recommendations by~Naval Constr. D. C. Nutting, jr., 
U.S.N., who has made a complete survey of the cruiser. 
The recent heavy surf smashed a portion of the bulk- 
head built about the stranded submarine H-2, which 
local contractors are endeavoring to hoist on a cradle 
preparatory to towing her across the peninsula to the 
bay. 

The annual meeting 0. the Society of Sponsors of the 
U.S. Navy took place at Washington on Feb. 6 and 7. 
At the session held at the New Willard Hotel on Feb. 7 
Mrs. Reynolds T. Hall presided. Chaplain George Liy- 
ingston Bayard, U.S.N., read the prayers. Resolutions 
were adopted pledging the aid of the society to the coun- 
try in the present crisis and its support to President 
Wilson. Resolutions of sympathy were also sent to Mrs. 
George Dewey. The following officers were elected: Mrs. 
Reynolds T. Hall re-elected president; Mrs. Josephus 
Daniels and Mrs. Russell Creamer Langdon, vice presi- 
dents; Miss Edith Benham, secretary and treasurer; Mrs. 
William Bedloe Beckman, Mrs. Goldsburgh Adams, Mrs. 
William Gartz, Mrs. Henry Beates, Miss .Elsie Calder, 
Mrs. John R. Pels, members of the Board of Control. 
Many of the members of the society received with Mrs. 
Daniels at her reception that afternoon. The society 
interests itself exclusively in matters relating to our 
Navy, and has undertaken to raise a fund for the main- 
tenance of an orphan child of Navy parentage. 

The work of Comdr. Franklin D. Karns, U.S.N., in 
connection with the operation of towing the U.S.8. Mau- 
mee from San Francisco to New York with his ship, the 
U.S.S. Prometheus, last March, is the subject of a six- 
page article in Marine Engineering for February. The 
writer of the article pays a high compliment to Com- 
mander Karns and his officers and men for “the est 
towing undertaking on record with the exception the 
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towing of the drydock Dewey to Cavite, P.I., some years 
ago.” he method of towing worked out by Commander 


Karns is described in all its technical details and illus-- 


trations are given of the various parts of the original 
devices worked out by the commander of the Prometheus. 

Referring to further movements of the U.S.S. Brook- 
lyn, out on the Asiatic Station, The Brooklynite of De- 
cember, 1916, published aboard the ship, said: “Rumor 
says we leave Shanghai for Manila on Jan. 5 or 6, but 
most everyone has been fooled by rumors so much that 
they refuse to believe it until we really leave. This is 
the time of year when Manila has its attractions, it 
being altogether too cold in Shanghai. We will go south 
for target practice, a short docking period, and will prob- 
ably have a chance to see the carnival in February. An 
early return to Shanghai is expected by all hands.”

Addressing a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Washington, D.C., on Feb. 13, Senator James A. 
Reed, of Missouri, declared his belief that this country 
cannot hope to escape being involved in the world- 
war. Since we shall be forced to take part, he said, 
‘Don’t let all the blood spilt be that of our American 
boys. There is no such thing as an international con- 
science,” said the speaker impressively. “England, sup- 
posed to be the foremost type of Christian nation, said 
to the Chinese “Take our opium or our grapeshot’; and 
when the British greyhound reached across the sea and 
lunged at the three little republics in South Africa— 
where then was the international conscienee? ‘There is 
no greater enemy to a republic, so dangerous to hu- 
manity and peace, as the man who would leave his coun- 
try so unfitted as to be unable to defend itself when 
the time comes. I have no grudge against England, 
but have merely used that nation as an illustration. 
No nation in the world’s history has acted on the Golden 
Rule for fifty years in succession. If we are to continue 
to be a great nation, our land ought to be filled with 
great military universities and colleges, training our 
young men to defend their rights. Our men must be 
trained to handle the guns.”

Feb. 14, 1917, Hon. Louis A. Cuvillier, formerly chair- 
man of the Committee on Military Affairs of the New 
York “Assembly, wrote to Hon. George E. Chamberlain, 
chaiiman, Committee on Military Affairs, U.S. Senate, 
referring to the question raised by Brigadier General 
Stotesbury, .Y., as to the constitutionality of 
universal military serviee for the Federal Government, 
instead of in the state Militia only. The doubt is based 
upon the theory that under the Constitution the Militia 
can only be called into the service of the United States 
for the specific purposes of executing the laws of the 
Union suppressing insurrection or repelling invasion, 
and that the power to determine whether any of these 
exigencies has arisen is reserved to the states. In reply 
Senator Chamberlain said: “I believe th:t there is no 
question about the right of Congress to enact such a 
law ..8 that just reported by me from the Military Af- 
fairs Committee. It is the same old trouble between the 
National Guard and the Federal authorities. he in- 
fernal quarrel which we have had since Colonial days— 
and which seems to be as acute now as then—is likely 
to come to the front at a critical time and endanger the 
very life of our country. I wish some way might be 
found to end it, but it seems impossible.”

Noting an item in our issue of Feb. 3, page 748, 
which stated that the U.S. Marine Corps is endeavor- 
ing to locate the heirs or next of kin of Corp. Thomas 
Brophy, of Dublin, Ireland, who died about ten years 
ago and left effects of some value, Ist Sergt.

It was announced on Feb. 14 that a group of patriotic 
women of New York city had purchased for $10,000 the 
Goodyear war kite balloon on exhibition at the Pan- 
American Aeronautical Exposition in that city, and would 
present it to the Army. Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S. 
A., who visited the exhibition on the same day said that 
immediately on its receipt he would put the big balloon 
into commission. The Goodyear Company will supply 
experts to train men in its use, and it will be sent to 
the training station at Mineola, N.Y. General Wood 
said he was greatly concerned in getting the training-of a 
large number of military aviators under way, and that it 
was a far different proposition training a man as an 
air fighter than merely training him to fly. Europeans 
had discovered, he said, the uselessness of trying to turn 
out air-fighters in jig-time. Their development, he had 
observed, usually took a year. The main difficulty came 
when the flyers changed from the comparatively slow, 
50-mile an hour airplane to the 90 and 100-mile an hour 
warplanes. ‘The thing was, he said, to secure the per- 
sonnel for the great air fleets the Government could com- 
mand.

The annual report of the Army and Navy Club in 
Washington, D.C., shows a total membership at the ead 
of 1916 of 5,064, a net increase of twenty-nine during 
the year.

A bill to “discourage the violation of international 
law on the high seas,” was introduced in the Senate 
on Feb. 18 by Mr. Saulsbury, of Delaware, a member 
of the Foreign Relations Committee. Its practical ef- 
fect would be open to all ports, harbors, and territorial 
waters of the United States to the warships of the 
Entente Allies. In submitting it Senator Saulsbury 
said: “The bill may enable the government without 
a declaration of war to assist in preventing violation 
of international rights at sea by giving assistance to 
those engaged in abating unrecognized and unwarranted 
systems of warfare. It is a step, in my opinion, that 
may. be effective in the present international crisis 
without a declaration of war on our part.”

President Harry Kimball, of the Remington Arms Com- 
pany, has been formally enlisted in the Naval Reserve. 
As head of the big munition works Mr. Kimball is now 


subject to the orders of the Navy Department, and in 
the event of war will be assigned to manage his own 
plant It is planned to enroll in the Reserve the admin- 
istrative and executive heads of shipbuilding and muni- 
tion plants whose prcper places in war time will be in 
control of their plants and not with the military forces.

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As was predicted in these columns, the official report 
of the departure of Ambassador Henry Fletcher for 
Mexico was followed closely by the Mexican government 
acting to fill the long-vacant embassy in Washington. 
Ygnacio Bonillas, Secretary of Communications in the 
Mexican Cabinet, and formerly a member of. the Ameri- 
can-Mexican Joint Commission, was named on Feb. 12 
to be Ambassador to the United States. The Secretary 
of State immediately notified the Mexican chargé d’af- 
faires that Sefior Bonillas would be formally recognized. 
The latter is a graduate of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 
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. Naval regulations limit the extra pay allowed petty 
officers of the Navy serving as instructors of apprentice 
seamen to service rendered at naval stations.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 
Additional notes appear on page 801. 


Although the provision in the Navy bill for increasing the 
appropriation made last year for two Coast Guard cutters and 
one harbor patrol beat were stricken out on a point of order 
before the bill passed the House on Feb. 13, there is the best 
possible authority for stating that this item will be reinserted 
during the consideration by the Senate. During the pre- 
liminary hearings on the proposed increase officials from head- 
quarters went before both committees, the members of which, 
almost without exception, declared that the need of the boats 
had been amply proven. 

Some little amusement has been caused by the discovery 
that, while eliminating so far as was possible at that stage 
any provision for new cutters, the House permitted the pro- 
vision for armament and ammunition for these ships to remain 
in the bill. The Coast Guard apparently faces the possibility 
of adding another curiosity to its organization—complete 
equipment for non-existant ships. There is already at head- 
quarters, as we have related, an ‘‘Inspector of Aviation’’ with 
nothing to inspect, because of the failure to provide the funds 
requested for the establishment of an aviation section in the 
Coast Guard. 

The cutter Gresham rescued the barge Daylight, which broke 
adrift from her tug off Cape Sable, N.S., under the most diffi- 
cult circumstances, While in search of the barge the Gresham 
ran into a terrific gale from the southwest, with blinding snow 
squalls and heavy seas. While on Brown’s Bank the seas 
were prodigious, the vessel rolling and pitching heavily. On a 
particularly deep roll to leeward the whaleboat dipped into 
the sea, the forward davit guy was carried away and the boat, 
thus released, swung off into the large surfboat, carrying it 
away also. Both boats were rapidly being smashed to pieces 
and, as it was impossible to secure them, the falls ‘were cut and 
they were cast adrift, The barge was sighted at 7:30 p.m. on 
Feb. 6, the cutter standing by during the night. At daybreak 
a line was shot on board, which parted when hauling over the 
hawser. On the second attempt the Gresham’s 8-inch hawser 
was bent onto the barge’s starboard cable and the distressed 
vessel was towed safely into harbor at Shelburne, N.S. The 
barge was valued at $250,000, and there were sixteen persons 
on board. Owing to the rough weather conditions it is highly 
probable that all would have been lost had it not been for the 
Gresham's valiant assistance. 

On Feb. 3, 4 and 5 the Acushnet performed a very meri- 
torious feat in rescuing the barge Rockland No. 7, which had 
been cast adrift by her towboat off Handkerchief Shoals Light 
Vessel. In spite of the tremendous seas and ice conditions 
the Acushnet located the barge-and after two attempts a line 
was shot on board and the barge taken in tow. The wind and 
sea were so severe that at full and with a fair tide the Acush- 
net was barely able to make five knots an hour with her tew. 
The cutter finally succeeded in getting the distressed vessel 
into Woods Hole, Mass., where she was anchored. The Acush- 
net also rescued another barge dragging her anchors in a gale 
on the night of Feb. 5. The barge was loaded with a valuable 
cargo of Scotch boilers worth $200,000, which were in transit 
from Newport News, Va., to the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany at Fore River, Mass. There were four persons om board 
the barge, who were rescued. Their lives, as well as the 
vessel and her cargo, were undoubtedly saved by the daring 
work of the Acushnet, 

The Coast Guard cutter Apache on Feb. 5 succeeded in 
rescuing a man who was adrift in the ice in the launch Sea 
Queen off North Point, Baltimore Harbor. The wind was 
blowing a gale, with heavy snow squalls, when the rescue was 
accomplished, and it reflects great credit on the cutter for the 
promptness with which the work was carried on. 

At the request of the selectmen of the town of North Haven, 
Me., the cutter Ossipee broke a channel through Fox Island 
thoroughfare and opened up navigation to the wharf at North 
Haven, the ice being about five inches thick. On the same 
day, Feb. 6, the cutter carried the U.S. mail to Rockland, Me. 

The Coast Guard cutter Seneca was to leave for the Grand 
Banks about Feb. 12 on ice patrol, taking with her a party of 
U.S. scientists who will investigate ocean hydrography and 
sea life. Soundings will be run over the Grand Banks. The 
Seneca will utilize Halifax as a base until July 1, after which 
date she will carry on the ocean hydrography work on a line 
between St. John’s, N.F., and the Greenland coast, inclusive 
of the coast of Labrador and the waters off the entrance to 
Hudson’s Bay. The work will be carried as far North as ice 
conditions permit. 

The U.S.Coast Guard cutter Androscoggin, which has been 
serving as hospital ship for American fishermen on the banks, 
has been assigned to neutrality duty at Portland, Me. The 
cutter is now at the navy yard. 

On Feb. 14 the cutter Tallapoosa left Mobile to destroy a 
dangerous derelict reported directly in the steamer lanes. 

On Feb.,6 the Acushnet, stationed at Woods Hole, Mass., 
found the fishing steamer A. T. Sherrell fast in the ice off 
Station 45, with both anchors gone and her machinery dis- 
abled. A northwest gale, accompanied by a blinding snow- 
storm, was in progress, but the cutter cut a channel through 
the 12-inch ice and towed the fisherman to Nantucket Harbor. 

The motor tank steamship Daylite, which broke adrift from 
the tug Resolute 100 miles south of Cape Sable, N.S., in a storm 
Feb. 4,-was found on Feb. 7 by the Coast Guard cutter Gresham 
and will be taken in tow for Boston. A message from the 


cutter said the crew was aboard, but that it was impossible- 
to get a line to the vessel at the time she was found because 
of the heavy seas, and a line was to be made fast later. 
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UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING. 


The text of the revised Chamberlain-Moseley Military 
Training bill, reported to the Senate Feb. 10, follows: 


S. 1695, Mr. Chamberlain.—To provide for the military and 
naval training of the citizen forces of the United States. Be 
it enacted, etc., That every male person (a) who is a citizen 
of the United States or (b) who has made a declaration of in- 
tention to become a citizen of the United States shall, except 
as provided herein, undergo military cr naval training as pre- 
scribed by the President for a period of six months during the 
calendar year in which he reaches the age of nineteen years, 
or, if not then, within the description of either (a) or (b) of 
this section, in the calendar year in which he first comes within 
such description or in the year immediately following. No per- 
son shall be subject to such training after the year in which 
he attains the age of twenty-six years, except as otherwise 
provided in Sec. 2, nor for more than one period of such train- 
ing. During the first calendar year in which there is training 
under this act the period of training shall be three months. 


Sec. 2. Continued liability to train —That if any person liable 
to training does not train in any year in which he is subject 
thereto, he shall, in addition to the penalties prescribed by law, 
undergo training in the next succeeding year up to the calendar 
year in which he reaches the age of twenty-six years, and 
avoiding training in any year shall constitute a separate 
offense. 


Sec. 3. Exemptions.—That there shall be exempted from train- 
ing (a) members of the permanent military or naval forces of 
the United States; and (b) persons physically unfit for any 
military or naval service whatever; and (c) persons on whose 
earnings a father, mother, brother, sister, wife, or child is 
wholly dependent for support. Every person exempted under 
(b) and (c) of this section shall be required to report for re- 
examination at periods fixed by regulation, up to and including 
the year in which he attains the age of twenty-five years, and 
if on any sucb re-examination it is determined that the cause 
of exemption no longer exists, he shall undergo training in 
the next training period. 


See. 4. Training of members of certain rebigious sects That 
members of any religious sect or organization now organized 
and existing whose creed forbids its members to bear arms in 
war shall not be required to undergo training in the bearing 
or use of arms, but shall be trained in the non-combatant 
branches of the military or naval service. 

Sec. 5. Criminals and persons of bad character.—That a per- 
son who has been convicted of a felony, or who is of notori- 
ously bad character, shall undergo training only in a special 
unit or units. 

Sec. 6. Credits for military instruction—-That any person 
who has completed a course of instruction approved for this 
purpose by the Secretary of War or by the Secretary of the 
Navy shall be allowed a credit, which shall consist of the de- 
duction from the training period of not more than one month 
for each year in which he has completed such course to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of War or of the Secretary of 
the Navy, except that the period of actual training undergona

Whenever a cer- 
tificate or rosette issued under the provisions of this section 
is lost, destroyed or rendered unfit for use, without fault or 
neglect upon the part of the person to whom it is issued, a 
new certificate or rosette shall be issued to such person with- 
out charge therefor. No person shall wear a rosette to which 
he is not entitled, and no person shall use a certificate to which 
he js not entitled. 

Sec. 10. Naturalization.—That no person liable to be trained 
under this act shall be naturalized as a citizen of the United 
States unless he has a certificate of training or an unexpired 
certificate of temporary exemption or a certificate of perma- 
nent exemption from training or is undergoing training. 

Sec. 11. Persons without certificate ineligible to certain em- 
ployments.—That no person liable to be trained under this act 
shall hold any position of trust or profit created or authorized 
by the Congress of the United States unless he has a certifi- 
eate of training or an unexpired certificate of temporary exemp- 
tion or a certificate of permanent exemption from training. 

Sec, 12. Employment of person without certificate prohibited. 
~——That no person, corporation, partnership, or association shall 
hire, engage, employ, or continue to employ, any person up 
to the age of twenty-eight years who is or has been liable to 
be trained under this act, unless he has a certificate of train- 
ing or an unexpired certificate of temporary exemption or a 
eertificate of permanent exemption from training. 

Sec. 13. Training districts—That for the purposes of this 
act the Secretary of War shall, subject to the approval of 
the President, divide the territory of the United States into 
such training districts as may be convenient, and shall estab- 
lish for training purposes in each suth district one or more 
cantonments. As far as practicable, such division shal] in- 
elude a single state or group of states. 

Sec. 14. Registration and examination —That every person 
liable to undergo training shall register himself be registered 
by a parent or guardian, and shall submit to éxamination as 
to physical fitness at a place and time fixed by the Secretary 
of War, except that the President may designate any consular 
office of the United States as a place of registration and ex- 
amination for persons resident without the territory of the 
United States. 

Sec. 15. Naval training; expression of preference as to kind 
and time of troining—That the President may require such 
portion as he deems advisable of the entire number of persons 
undergoing training in any year to undergo naval training. 


Every person may at the time of registration express his prefer- 
ence for training (a) in the Army or the Navy, or (b) in any 
arm or corps of either service, or (c) in any time of the year. 
As far as practicable, any preference so expressed shall be con- 
sidered in assigning persons to trating. 


Sec. 16. Registration districts —That for the purposes of this 
act the Secretary of War shall, subject to the approval of the 
President, provide in each training district such number of 
registration districts as may be convenient. 


Sec. 17. Board of medical examiners——That the President 
shall appoint a board of medical examiners in each registration 
district. The board shall consist of three medical examiners, 
who shall be medical officers of the Regular Army or Navy, the 
Medical Reserve Corps, or the Public Health Service, or physi- 
cians or surgeons legally authorized to practice within the dis- 
trict. Such physicians and surgeons who are not regularly 
in the service of the United States shall be paid according to 
the rate of pay of medical officers of the rank of first lieuten- 
ant. The board shall examine all persons appearing for regis- 
tration as to physical fitness, and its decision shall be final. 


Sec. 18. Board of registration.—That the President shall ap- 
point a board of registration in each registration district. The 
board shall consist of three members to be appointed from offi- 
cers and employees of the United States. The board shall 
convene at times fixed by the Secretary of War at one or more 
convenient places within the district, and shall hear and de- 
termine (a) applications for exemptions, except for physical 
unfitness, and (b) applications for training as a non-combatant. 
The board or any member thereof shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths, and shall have the same power as a district 
court of the United States in civil cases to issue subpcenas for 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production 
of documentary evidence and to order the taking of deposi- 
tions. Any such district court having jurisdiction of the 
parties shall enforce obedience te the subpwnas of the board, 
and shall issue and enforce obedience to subpenas for the tak- 
ing of depositions. Witnesses shall be entitled to. the same 
fees and mileage as witnesses in such district courts. 

Sec. 19. Appeals—That an appeal from a decision of the 
board of registration may be made within thirty days to the 
district court of the United States for the district in which the 
applicant resides or in which the board was sitting at the time 
of hearing, or to the Court of the First Instance of the Philip- 
pine Islands, if the applicant resides in the Philippine Islands, 
or to the District Court of Porto Rico if the applicant re- 
sides in Porto Rico, or to the District Court of the Canal Zone. 
The decision of such court shall be final. The applicant shall 
not be required to undergo training while his appeal is pend- 
ing, but if his application is denied, he shall undergo training 
during the period of training next following the final determina- 
tion of his appeal, unless otherwise exempt. 

Sec. 20. Reserve Cuizen Army and Reserve Cilézen Navy.— 
That every person liable to training shall, from the date fixed 
for the beginning of his training until the end of the calendar 
year in which he reaches the age of twenty-eight years, be a 
member of the Reserve Citizen Army, unless designated for 
naval training, in which case he shall be a member of the 
Reserve Citizen Navy, and of the class of the calendar year 
in which he is trained, except that a person while holding a 
commission or a warrant as officer in the Reserve Citizen Army 
or the Reserve Citizen Navy shall not be a member of any 
class, Every person who (a) becomes a member of the perma- 
nent military or naval forces of the United States, or (b) hav- 
ing been a citizen of the United States ceases to be such a 
citizen, or (c). not having been a citizen of the United States 
permanently removes thérefrom shall cease to be such a mem- 
ber. Each member of the Reserve Citizen Army shall be sub- 
ject to the Articles of War, and each member of the Reserve 
Citizen Navy shall be subject to the Articles for the Government 
of the Navy, from the date fixed for the beginning of his train- 
ing until the end of his training. Each member of the Re- 
serve Citizen Army shall be subject to the laws, orders and 
regulations governing the Regular Army of the United States, 
and each* member of the Reserve Citizen Navy shall be subject 
to the laws, orders and regulations governing the Navy of 
the United States, from the date on which he is called by the 
President into the service of the United States until discharged 
therefrom. Each such member shall be entitled from the date 
of reporting for duty under such call to service and until dis- 
charged theréfrom to the pay and allowances of an officer or 
enlisted man of the same grade in the Regular Army or Navy. 

Sec, 21. Annual report.—That the President is authorized to 
require all members of the Reserve Citizen Army and of the 
Reserve Citizen Navy to report annually in person for not 
mvre than one day during each of the years in which they 
are members of the Reserve Citizen Army or Reserve Citizen 
Navy, at places which shall, as far as practicable, be convenient 
to them. 

Sec. 22. Mobilization of Reserve Citizen Army and Reserve 
Gitizen Navy.—That in the event of a defensive war or of im- 
minent danger thereof the President may call into the service 
of the United States all or any part of the Reserve Citizen 
Army and the Reserve Citizen Navy. The officers and warrant 
officers may be called out in accordance with the needs of the 
service, but the other members of the Reserve Citizen Army 
and Reserve Citizen Navy shall be called out by classes; the 
youngest class or any part thereof which the President at the 
time of any call deems available for service shall- be called first, 
If only a part of one class be called, the President shall ap- 
portion the number called among the states, territories and 
possessions, and the District of Columbia, in the proportion 
which the population of each bears to the population of all. 
The Reserve Citizen Army or the Reserve Citizen Navy shall 
not be used in cases of strikes or other industrial disputes. 

Sec. 23. Expenses of mobilization—That in the event of call 
for service the cost of transportation to and subsistence during 
transportation to mobilization camps and all other expenses of 
mobilization shall be paid by the United States. 

Sec, 24. Service strictly personal_—That no substitute shall 
be accepted in place of any person called for service under the 
provisions of this act, and no such person shall be permitted 
to escape service or be discharged therefrom by the payment 
of money or any other thing of value. 

Sec. 25, Service of members of certain religious sects —That 
members of any religious sect or organization now organized 
and existing whose creed forbids its members to bear arms in 
war shall not be required to bear or use arms, but shall serve 
in the non-combatant branches of the military or naval service. 

Sec. 26. Members of the Regular Army and Navy as officers 
of the Reserve Cttizem Army end Reserve Citizen Navy.—That 


the President may commission officers or enlisted men of the 
Regular Army or Navy as officers of the Reserve Citizen Army 
and Reserve Citizen Navy. The Secretary of the Navy. may 
warrant enlisted men in the Navy as warrant officers of the 
Reserve Citizen Navy. Such commissions and warrants shall 
only be in effect while such officers or enlisted men are in 
active service with the Reserve Citizen Army or Reserve Citi- 
zen Navy or are employed for training hereunder. Such: offi- 
cers and enlisted men shall be entitled to the pay and allow. 
ances of their grades in the Reserve Citizen Army and Reserve 
Citizen Navy while in active service, but not while employed 
for training hereunder. Officers of the Regular Army and 
Navy shall not vacate their Regular Army or Navy commissions 
nor shall they be prejudiced in their relative or lineal standing 
therein by reason of their service -under their commissions 
in the Reserve Citizen Army or. Reserve Citizen Navy. Ser- 
vice with the Reserve Citizen Army shall be deemed service 
with the troops under the meaning of the Act of Aug. 24, 1912, 
entitled, “An act making appropriations for the support of 
the Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, and for 
oher purposes,’ and the Act of April 27, 1914, entitled, “An 
act making appropriations for the support of the Army for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1915.” 


Sec, 27. Volunteer. officers of Reserve Citizen Army and Re- 
serve Citizen Navy.—That the President may commission as 
officers of the Reserve Citizen Army persons who volunteer 
for such service and who have passed examinations as pro- 
vided by the Secretary of War, and as officers of the Reserve 
Citizen Navy persons who volunteer for such service and who 
have passed examinations as provided by the Secretary of the 
Navy. ‘There shall be admitted to such examinations (a) offi- 
cers of the Organized Militia or Naval Reserve of any state 
or territory; (b) members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps of 
the United States Army; (c) men who have attended at least 
one Army training camp or naval training cruise; (d) men 
who have had at least two years’ military training in a school 
or college approved by the Secretary of War, or at least two 
years’ naval training in a school or college approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy; (e) men who have had a period of 
training under this act; (f) other persons whose training has 
been approved by the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the 
Navy. Such officers of the Reserve Citizen Army or ‘the Re- 
serve Citizen Navy shall be subject to call by the Secretary of 
War or the Secretary of the Navy, respectively, for service 
in training persons under the provisions of this act for not 
more than two months during each of the three years succeed- 
ing his appointment, and shall be entitled during such service 
to the pay and allowances of the same grades of the Regular 
Army or Navy. 


Sec. 28. Promotion and retirement of volunteer officers of the 
Reserve Citizen Army and Reserve Citizen Navy.—Volunteer 
officers of the Reserve Citizen Army and Reserve Citizen Navy 
shall be promoted and retired only under regulations prestribed 
by the President: Provided, That promotions shall only be 
made after examination, The President shall prescribe accord- 
ing to the necessities of the service the amount of training 
to be required in each grade. 


Sec. 29. Discharge of volunteer officers of Reserve Citizen 
Army and Reserve Citizen Navy—That at any time the moral 
character, capacity and general fitness for the service of any 
volunteer officer of the Reserve Citizen Army or Reserve Citizen 
Navy may be determined by an efficiency board of three com- 
missioned officers of the Reserve Citizen Army or Reserve Citi- 
zen Navy senior to him in rank. If the findings of such board 
be unfavorable to such officer and be approved by the Secretary 
of War or the Secretary of the Navy, as the case may be, he 
shall be discharged. 


Sec. 30. Organization of Reserve Citizen Army and Reserve 
Citizen Navy.—That the President shall organize the Reserve 
Citizen Army and Reserve Citizen Navy, or such classes thereof 
as he shall deem expedient, into corps, divisions and other units 
similar to those in which the Regular Army and Navy are 
divided, and shall assign officers of the Reserve Citizen Army 
and the Reserve Citizen Navy to various units. 


Sec. 31. Co-operation of other departments.—That the Presi 
dent is authorized to employ all other departments and agencies 
of the Government for the purposes of this act to the extent 
he may deem necessary. 


See. 32. Use of Regular Army and Navy. That the President 
is authorized to employ the Regular Army and Navy, or any 
part of their personnel, equipment, or matériel, for the pur 
poses of this act. Whenever necessary in order to make avail- 
able sufficient officers and non-commissioned officers for the 
purposes of this act the President may, if the public safety so 
permits, suspend the organization of units of the Regular 
Army. The Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
shall purchase such further equipment or matériel as may be 
appropriated for by Congress. 


Sec. 33, Grounds and cantonments.—It shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of War to acquire by purchase and lease real 
estate required for the purposes of this act, and to construct 
equip and maintain buildings or cantonments, within the 
amounts appropriated therefor by Congress. 


Sec. 34. Notice by proclamation.—That the President shall, 
by proclamation posted in a conspicuous place in the post- 
offices and consular offices of the United States, fix the time 
and place for any registration, examination, report, enrollment, 
training or muster into service under this act, and no personal 
notice shall be necessary to bring any person or class of per 
sons within the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 85, Pensions —That all laws relating to pensions of mem- 
bers of the Regular Army or Navy and their families in time 
of war shall apply to members of the Reserve Citizen Army 
and the Reserve Citizen Navy who suffer disability or death 
while actually undergoing training or while in active servi 
or while proceeding to or from such training or service, an 
to the members of their families. ” 

Sec, 36. Leave of absence for Government employees.—That 
all employees of the United States Government shall be allowed 
a leave of absence without pay during the time that they are 
undergoing training or reporting under this act. 

Sec. 37. Employee not to be prejudiced.—That no employer 
shall. in any way penalize or prejudice or attempt to penalize 
or prejudice, in his employment, any employee for training or 
appearing for registration, examination, or report under this 
act, either by reducing his wages or dismissing him from his 
employment or in any other manner. But this section shall 
not be construed to require an employer to pay an employee 
for any time when he is absent from his employment. 

Sec. 38. False registration.—That no person shall make or be 
a party to any false registration, false examination, false report 
false enrollment, or other false response to any call under 
this act. 

Sec. 39. Intoxicating liquors —That no person, corporation, 
partnership, or association shall sell, supply, or have in his 
or its possession, any intoxicating or spirituous liquors or 
tobacco at any military or naval station, cantonment, camp, fort, 
post, officers’ or enlisted men’s club, navy yard, or aboard ship, 
which is being used at the time for purposes of training 
under this act, but the Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy may make regulations permitting the sale and use 
of intoxicating liquors for medicinal purposes, 

Sec. 40. Intoxicating liquors; persons in uniform—That ne 
intoxicating or spirituous liquors shall be sold to any membe? 
of the military or naval forces of the United States while in 
uniform, nor shall any intoxicating or spirituous liquors be 
supplied to any such member while in uniform, but the Secre 
tary of War and the Secretary of the Navy may make regula 
tions permitting the sale. 

Sec. 41. Penalties.—That any person, corporation, partner 
ship or association violating this act or the regulations. made 
thereunder shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, 
unless otherwise punishable under the Articles of War or the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy, be punished by 3 
fine, of not more than $1,000, or imprisonment for not more 
than twelve months, or both. The running of time under any 
act fimiting the time within which a prosecution for a viol» 
tion of this act may be eommenced shall he suspended as te 
any person during his absence from the jurisdiction of the 
United States, 

Sec. 42. Regulations—That the President may make all rega- 
lations necessary for carrying out this act. 


Sec, 48, Time of taking effect—That in so far as relates

NEW LEGISLATION FOR ARMY. 

Although a number of new features of military legisha- 
tion which it was sought to attach to the Army bill failed 
at the last to receive the favorable recommendation of 
the House Military Committee, the Appropriation bill 
now ready for consideration in Committee of the Whole 
carries some very important provisions. The committee 
does not endorse the Department recommendations for 
regarding the Ordnance enlisted personnel. It reduces 
a number of appropriation totals, notably the estimates 
for the National Guard, as elsewhere noted. Late addi- 
tions to the bill as new military legislation include the 
following : 


Limitation on pay.—Additional pay to officers for length of 
service, $2,000,000; Provided, That no part of this appropria- 
tion shall be paid to any officer of the line of the Army who 
shall be appointed or promoted in violation of any of the terms 
next hereinafter specified: That of the whole number of officers 
of Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Infantry and 
of Engineers serving with the enlisted force of the Corps of 
Engineers necessary to fill vacancies created or caused in 
said arms of the service by reason of the second increment, au- 
thorized by said arms by Act of Congress approved June 3, 
1916, not more than one-fourth shall be appointed or promoted 
until, exclusive of enlisted men belonging to said arms on 
June 30, 1916, at least one-fourth of the second increment of 
enlisted men authorized for said arms by said act shall have 
been enlisted; not more than one-half of said whole number of 
officers shall be appointéd or promoted until at least one-half 
of said increment of enlisted men shall have been enlisted; and 
not more than three-fourths of said whole number of officers 
shall be appointed or promoted until at least three-fourths of 
said increment of enlisted men shall have been enlisted. And 
all officers promoted in accordance with the terms of this proviso 
shall take rank, respectively, from the dates on which their 
promotions shall have become lawful under the terms of this 
proviso. 

Pension to mother of James Carroll.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury be, and he is hereby, authorized and directed to 
pay to Harriet C. Carroll, mother of the late Major James Car- 
roll, U.S.A., out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated the sum of $600 per annum, payable monthly. 

West Point cadets to inaugural—Of amount herein appropri- 
ated not exceeding $15,000 may be used for extraordinary ex- 
penses of transportation of West Point cadets to Washington 
to attend inaugural ceremonies. 

Sale of horses and mules.—The Secretary of War is author- 
ized to sell for cash at either public or private sale such horses 
and mules as are not needed for either the Regular Army or 
the National Guard: Provided further, That the proceeds aris- 
ing from such sale may be used for the purpose of carrying 
out the provision of the foregoing item: And provided further, 
That no part of this approriation shall be used until the funds 
arising from the sale of sueh animals shall have been first 
exhausted. 

Chapel at the Presidio—Not to exceed $18,000 of above 
amount may be used for construction, including’ plumbing, heat- 
ing, lighting and so forth, of a chapel at the Presidio of San 
Francisco, Cal. 

Q.M. Corps.—No part of the moneys appropriated for bar- 
racks and quarters shall be paid for commutation, of fuel or 
The number of and total 
sum paid for civilian employees. in the Q.M. Corps shall be 
limited to actual requirements of service, and that no employee 
therein shall receive a salary of more than $150 per month, 
except. upon approval of Secretary of War. That $9,500 is 
appropriated for alterations and additions to buildings at Jeffer- 
sonville depot of Q.M. Corps, for installation of machinery 
for manufacture of clothing. 

Chaplains.—That Sec. 15 of the Act of June 3, 1916, be 
amended to read: “The President is authorized to appoint, 
by and with advice and consent of Senate, chaplains in the 
Army at rate of not to exceed, ineluding chaplains now in 
service, one for each regiment of Oavalry, Infantry, Field Artil- 
lery and Engineers, and ene for each 1,200 officers and men 
of Coast Artillery Corps, with rank, pay and allowances as 
now authorized by law.” 

Age lintit, second lieutenants—-That Sec. 24 of the Act of 
June 3, 1916, be amended to add the following proviso: ‘That 
the President be, and he is hereby, authorized to waive age 
limit in all cases where candidate for second lieutenant, who 
being within maximum age limit at date of examination has 
pesees or may_pass examination, and who has become or may 

come ineligible on account of age before date of his appoint-

terminate, 

Ordnance Department.—The following provision contained in 
Act approved April 28, 1904, “Hereafter all employees of 
Ordnanee Department whose compensation is annual shall be 
paid monthly,” is hereby repealed. 

Restoration, enlisted men.—That enlisted men who were dis- 
eharged from Army to accept commission in National Guard, at 
eall of President, June 18, 1916, be ——— to orig’ 
status upon re-enlisting tn Regular Army: Provided, That the 
re-enlist within three months from date of muster out of U. 

and that in computing service for retirement and con- 


tinuous service pay, service as officer in National Guard, while 
in service of U.S., be counted. 

Increased pay, civilian clerks.—That, during fiscal year 1918, 
all civilian clerks employed under War Department, including 
on lump-sum rolls only those persons who are carried thereon 
at close of fiscal year ending June 30, 1917, shall receive in- 
creased compensation at rate of ten per centum per annum to 
such employees who receive salaries- or wages from such de- 
partment at a rate per annum of less than $1,200, and in- 
creased compensation at five per centum per annum to such 
employees who receive salaries or wages from such‘department 
at rate of not more than $1,800 per annum and not less than 
$1,200 per annum,

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. 15, 1917. 

The text of the sermon of Rt. Rev. George A. Beecher, D.D., 
Bishop o stern Nebraska, for his sermon on Sunday morn- 
ing at the .aval Academy chapel was, “By the armor of right- 
eousness on the right hand and on the left’ (2 Cor. 6:7). 
In the eyening the Bishop addressed the Midshipmen’s Chris- 
tian Association. Bishop-Beecher was the guest of Chaplain 
Sydney K. Evans, U.S.N. While Lincoln’s birthday was 
neither a state nor a national holiday, the Stars and- Stripes 
were displayed from all the public buildings here on the 12th. 

In order to make all things ready for a sudden call, the 
editors of The Log last week let the members of the Second 
Class get out the issue of the paper. The First Classmen have 
their weather-eye well open to the windward, hoping to see an 
early. graduation of their class on account of the martial atmos- 
phere hovering around the country. 

Last week another class in Red Cross work was graduated 
here in ‘First Aid Work to the Injured.’’ The class took its 
final examination at the Naval Academy under the direction 
of P.A. Surg. Heiner, U.S,N., and is the fourth 
here within about a year whose members have recived certifi- 
cates’ from the National Red Cross Society at Washington. 
A total of one hundred women and girls of Annapolis are 
now available for Red Cross work in case their services are 
needed. The class just graduated was organized through the 
efforts of Mrs. John Taggert Blodgett and Mrs. D. M. Garri- 
-— Moat of the D.A.R. and wife of Professor Garrison, 
U.S.N. 

The following lectures have been added to the course to be 
delivered to the midshipmen of the First Class: March 2, Lieut. 
Comdr. F. C. Martin, ‘‘Fire Control’’; Lieut. W. S. Farber, 
“Mining.”” March 9, Comdr. D. W. Todd, ‘Progress and De- 
velopment of Radio Communication in the Naval Service’; 
April 13, Mr. E. A. Sperry, ‘“‘The Gyroscope and Its Applica- 
tions’; April 20, Lieut. Comdr. W. R. Van Auken, “Triple 
Gun Turrets and Director Firing’; May 11, Capt. C. P. 
Plunkett, “Gunnery and Target Practice.’”’ 

An interesting relic of the Jeannette expedition of 1880-1881 
has been received at the Academy, a rough slab of board which 
was used to mark the grave of H. H. Erichsen, a seaman 
who lost his life while De Long and his party were in camp 
at the Lena Delta. The slab was carved by another seaman, 
named Nindeman. The wood was originally part of the Jean- 
nette, and was then used on the hut of De Long, being taken 
from it to mark Erichsen’s grave. It was brought to this 
country when the bodies were disinterred by members of the 
Schley relief expedition. The Journal and Bible with the ex- 
pedition are still kept at the Bureau of Naval Records and 
Library. All the other relics, except this slab, have been 
turned over to the National Museum. The relic just received 
will be placed in Memorial Hall at the Academy. 

The Naval Experiment Station has been enlarged by the 
building of a “lean-to,’’ containing four rooms, which will be 
used entirely for metal work. Heretofore all of this char- 
acter of experimentation had to be done in one apartment. 

Dr. C. Alphonse Smith, who has held the chair of English 
at the University of Virginia, has accepted a position in the 
Naval Academy English Department. Dr. Smith went to the 
University of Virginia as the Edgar Allen Poe professor of 
English in 1909. In 1910 he was appointed the Roosevelt 
exchange professor to Germany and was for two years at the 
University of Berlin. He was the founder of the Virginia 
Folklore Society, and is an author and contributor to many 
periodicals.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Six companies of the Rhode Island Coast Artillery were 
ordered out on Feb. 15 to perform guard duty at important 
bridges of the New Haven Railroad in Rhode Island: 

It is reported that three attempts were made on the night 
of Feb. 15 to shoot sentries guarding the state Armory at 


_ Oswego, N.Y. At midnight Pvt. Frank Syrell, of Co. D, 3d 


New York Infantry, was fired on. A vain search of the 
grounds was made by soldier guards and policemen. At one 
o'clock Pvt, Clayton Babcock was shot at and at two o’elock 
two shots were fired at Syrell and Sergt. Joseph Riley. One 
bullet grazed Syrell’s right arm, piercing a hole in his coat. 
The other went through a window. Footprints were found in 
the snow in the rear of the Armory, but they were lost in 
many others on a railroad track. The bullets appear to have 
been fired from a high power rifle, it is said. Brick in the 
rear of the building was chipped by the bullets. No trace has 
been found of the man or men who did the shoot ‘ng. 

The 17th Company of the 9th Coast Defense Command, N.G. 
N.Y., Capt. L. C. Higgins, will unite with the Columbia Uni-- 
versity Glee and Mandolin Club in a concert and dance in the 
armory on Saturday night, Feb. 24, The event promises to 
be one of exceptional interest, 

A somewhat astonishing story appears in the New York 
World of Feb. 15 in a special dispatch from Philadelphia, 
which says: ‘Approximately $100,008 worth of the regimental 
equipment of the 2d Artillery, Pennsylvania N.G., has been 
missing since the homecoming of the regiment Feb. 12. The 
missing equipment is believed to be scattered about the city, 
and details of the guardsmen are scouring the sections through 
which the soldiers marched. Many of the missing articles have 
been recovered, but a large amount is still unaccounted for. 
A gun caisson was found to-day at Second and Market streets. 
One of the guns, with a wheel gone, was found at Diamond 
and Carlisle streets, within sight of the armory. After the 
parade Feb, 12 the intensely cold men left the equipment at 
various points along the route without guard.”-

‘The slogan of The Adjutant General and the officers of 


the National Guard of Massachusetts,’’ says the Boston Globe — 
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of Feb. 11, ‘‘is ‘We Want Men,’ and at the same time the 
former officer is being inundated with letters from men volun- 
teering their services in cas@ of trouble, but they all want to 
be ‘officers.’ These men have undoubtedly taken their cue 
from the officers of the Regular Service, who on every oc- 
easion are advocating the establishment of officers’ training 
schools, on the ground that we would require thousands of 
officers should a call be made. At the same time these officers 
of the Army will tell the citizens that it takes nine to twelve 
months to make a private soldier, but not a word is said about 
how long it will take to make an officer. It is well known 
that men who have visited Plattsburg for one or two seasons 
have been sent home with the impression that they are com- 
petent to fill a-second lieutenant’s position. It is the general 
opinion in this state that when the ‘real squeeze’ comes the 
country will have to look to the non-commissioned officers of 
the Army and the National Guard for its officers. Of the 
10,000 Militia of Massachusetts there are hundreds of non- 
commissioned officers who have served from five to fifteen 
years, and many have been offered commissions, but prefer to 
hold their present positions. To-day scores of these non-com- 
missioned officers have volunteered their services to the pro- 
visional companies composed of would-be officers, and are 
proving excellent drillmasters.’’ 


If the reports that an attempt was made to blow up the 
Catskill Aqueduct at places just outside of Pleasantville, in 
Westchester county, on the night of Feb. 10 by parties who 
alighted from an automobile, and that a guard fired two shots 
at the alleged dynamiters without results, are true, it shows 
discreditable marksmanship on the part of the guardsmen. If 
the movements of the automobile party alighting from the car 
and dragging a supposed heavy valise of explosives could be 
seen so clearly in the night, the guard must have been very 
close to the alleged dynamiters. This being the ease, how could 
any man carrying a Service rifle and ammunition miss shoot- 
ing the men when they failed to halt, or miss putting enough 
shots in the auto to scare away the chauffeur or perhaps wreck 
the machine? If the men on guard do not know how to 
shoot and hit, what good are they as guards? It is possible 
the guard was shooting at a shadow, and this seems to be 
the most charitable view to take. 


Major Gen. John F, O’Ryan, N.G.N.Y., who is chairman 
of the State Military Training Commission, has announced 
the completion of the syllabus for training of school boys. The 
syllabus calls for forty hours of training for the first-year 
class, or the boys sixteen years old; of this six hours is to 
be devoted to rifle instruction, eight hours to theoretical in- 
struction, and twenty-six hours to drill. Eighty hours is re- 
quired of the second, or seventeen-year-old class, comprising 
twelve hours of rifle instruction, sixteen of theoretical instruc- 
tion, and fifty-two hours of drill. For the senior, or eighteen- 
year-old class, 120 hours is required during the year, or 
eighteen hours of rifle instruction, twenty-four of theoretical 
instruction, and seventy-eight hours of drill. Major James A. 
‘Hutchinson, 71st Inf., N.G.N.Y., has been detailed as super- 
vising officer of the training, and other officers are to be as- 
signed to the work in the immediate future. National Guard 
officers are to be sent to every school in the state to organize 
the battalions when all is in readiness for the plan to go into 
effect. The schoolboys are the only ones now required to take 
the training, but an effort is being made to have the law 
amended to include working boys as well. General O’Ryan, 
in speaking of the training plans, said: “Before enrolment 
each boy will be examined as to his physical fitness. If train- 
ing will help him morally or physically he will not be barred 
even though he has irremovable physical defects detrimental to 
continued military service. We are trying to develop good citi- 
zens, and we think the Cadets’ Corps will be a civic asset apart 
from any military value it may have.’ The training is to 
begin at once. 

All organizations of the National Guard and Naval Militia 
of Washington will parade at their various stations on Wash- 
ington’s birthday, Feb. 22, 1917 

Despite the strenuous duty the New York Naval Militia 
have been called upon to perform incident to guarding im- 
portant public works against possible dynamiters, the review 
of the 2d Battalion, of Brooklyn, Capt. E. T. Fitzgerald, will 
be held as scheduled on Monday night, Feb. 19. The review- 
ing officer will be Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, 1st Brigade, 
N.G.NLY. 

Five men of the National Guard of Massachusetts will take 
the examinations for entrance to West Point on March 20. 
The men selected by a board of which Capt. Porter B. Chase, 
1st Corps Cadets, is president, and approved by Governor 
McCall, are Corpl. William S. Higgins, Battery C, 1st Field 
Artillery; Pvt. Ardoin E. Casgrain, Battery F, 1st Field Ar- 
tillery; Pvt. George L. Dillaway, Co. A, 6th Infantry; Pvt.

Twenty-four hundred men, members of the Oregon National 
Guard, the Coast Artillery Corps and the Oregon Naval Militia, 
stand ready to mobilize on short notice for active service, ac- 
¢ording to Acting Adjutant Genera] Wilson. These are in 
addition to a total of about 300 men in Troop A, Cav., and 
Battery A, Field Art., now on the Mexican—border. Under tha 
new Federal oath taken by all the men they are subject to eall 
into the Federal service at any time. The 3d Regiment of 
Infantry is short about 1,000 men of the number required for 
war strength, while the Coast Artillery Corps lacks about 300 
men. As a result of the experience of the 3d Regiment on 
the Mexican border, the men are now well trained and fully 
equipped, and there is a sufficient amount of reserve equip- 
ment in the state to fully equip an increase up to 3,600 men,

MISSOURI. 

Missouri's financial condition is, according to the Moberly 
(Mo.) Daily Index of Feb. 7, very embarrassing, and the em- 
barrassment will be more acute if the mobilization of the state 
troops should be ordered. Adjt. Gen. Arthur B. Donnelly, 
colonel of the 1st Regiment, Mo. N.G., of St. Louis, stated on 
Feb, 7 that the state owes $50,000 for debts contracted by the 
National Guard under the appropriation of $132,000 made 
two years ago, and at present the prospects are poor for com- 
plying with the National Defense Act, passed June 3 last. 
“This act,” says the Daily Index, “provides that Missouri shall 
increase the number of her state troops from 4,500, the present 
strength of the state forces, to 6,500 by July 31 next. This is 
an increase of fifty per dent. Otherwise all Federal’aid will 
be withdrawn. At this rate the maximum number, or 14,400, 
would be raised in four years. Previous to the passage of 
this act the state guard was receiving $100,000 per annum 
from the Federal Government and was contributing about 
$65,000. Under the National Defense Act, Missouri will get 
$365,000 a year, but the state must meet the provisions of 
the act or receive nothing. Unless the state finances are re- 
adjusted, the required number of 14,000 state troops in four 
years will never be attained and the guard will be in a compli- 
cated condition by Aug. 1. Missouri is ready to duplicate the 
record of mobilization established in the Mexican crisis if the 
present international situation compels the United States to 
enter the war. General Donnelly declined to discuss the_pres- 
iH crisis in the relations between Germany and the United 
States.” 
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NAVAL MILITIA. 

Veterans of the 1st Battalion of New York Naval Militia, 
of which Commodore Jacob W. Miller, retired, a former officer 
of the Navy, was the first commander, was held in the office 
of Mr. Herbert L. Satterlee in New York city, Feb. 10, to 
perfect plans toward helping the active organization. Mr. 
Satterlee, the president of the Veterans, was a former officer 
of the battalion and one of its most active workers, and was 
also a former Assistant Secretary of the Navy. Money was 
voted and a subscription list started to buy comforts for the 
men on duty patrolling the water front and the bridges. A 
committee composed of Henry T. Maury, C. S. Langdon and 
Walter S. Newhouse was appointed to take charge of the work 
of organizing the veterans into a home defense committee. 
Many of the men who served in the Volunteer Navy in 1898 
are still eligible for active service. Among them are expert 
mechanical engineers, electrical engineers, etc. 

Members of the New York Naval Militia are being gradually 
enrolled for Federal service, and recent call for active 
duty in guarding the important bridges and other important 
places has hastened the enrolment.

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COAST GUARD NOTES. 


“On January 21 the crew of Coast Guard Station No. 316 
(Coos Bay), while proceeding along the beach to haul up out 
of the way of the sea the disabled fishing motor boat Santa 
Clara, met the owner, who stated that there was a paralyzed 
man aboard. Surfman Bartholomew swam out to the disabled 
boat and brought her ashore, where it was discovered that 
the man on board was intoxicated and helpless from exposure, 
He was taken to a nearby farmhouse and put to bed. Thirty 
gunny sacks filled with whiskey were found aboard the boat, 
also a large box and several demijohns cached close by. It is 
presumed that the whiskey had been obtained from some pass- 
ing steamer, as this particular breed of paralysis germ is not 
prevalent in the vicinity of Coos Bay. 

On Jan. 29 the master of the American fishing schooner 
Laverna, out of Gloucester, reported to the cutter Androscoggin 
that his vessel was frozen in the ice off Sand Point, Shelburne, 
N.S., and requested that she be broken out and towed clear of 
the ice in order that he might proceed to the fishing banks, 
The Androscoggin accordinzly broke the ice around the schooner 
and towed her five miles to an offing of North East Bluff, the 
whole proceeding being accomplished in one hour and a 

uarter. 
bs The commanding officer of the Coast Guard cutter Comanche, 
stationed at Galveston, Texas, picked un the lumber-laden, 
water-logged British three-masted schooner Irma Bentley in 
the Gulf of Mexico and towed her safely to Galveston. The 
erew of eight men when found were in a desperate condition, 
as they were reduced to one day’s supply of water and pro- 
visions. The cutter appeared in time to save them from almost 
certain death from exposure and starvation. : 

The cutter Acushnet, from Woods Hole, picked up the henge 
R. and L. Co., No. 7, which broke adrift from a towboat 
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a violent northwest gale off Chatham. The barge when picked 
up was heavily eel with ice .off Handkerchief Shoal Light- 
ship and towed safely into Woods Hole. : . 

A young man in an open boat, four miles northeast of the 
Niagara Coast Guard Station, was rescued by the crew of that 
station under the most trying circumstances. A fresh gale was 
blowing and zero weather prevailing, with snow. In spite 
of the high sea, the crew fought their way _through three 
miles of grinding ice floes, twenty feet high in places, and 
rescued the unfortunate man. A portion of the Coast Guard 
erew are now under the care of physicians on account of 
their exposure.

This rule has 
been modified now only so far as wives of officers, stationed 
here but living in Vallejo, are concerned.

Commencing Monday three shifts of workmen were put to 
work in some shops, while in others two shifts, working ten 
hours each, were put to work. Speed up is the order for 
repairs on all ships in commission here as well as for all now 
under construction. The Whipple and Paul Jones were the 
first destroyers to get away and they have been followed in 
quick succession by the remainder of the flotilla in condition to 
put to sea. The Chattanooga has been ordered placed in ordi- 
nary and her crew will be transferred to the Cleveland. The 
former vessel needs extensive repairs, while the latter is avyail- 
able for service at once. 

The Iroquois, which has been at Eureka since she was sent 
up there following the grounding of the H-3 and the Mil- 
waukee, returned to the yard yesterday. The Huntington is 
expected in to-night for rudder repairs. She met with an 
accident while at San Diego and was ordered here for rush 
work, the exact extent of which is not yet known. The Pitts- 
burgh reached San Francisco to-day, en route South from 
Bremerton, to relieve the San Diego as flagship, but remained 
only a few hours. 

A large detachment of marines has been sent down to the 
California City coaling station for duty. The coal there is 
practically the entire supply for the naval ships on this coast 
and every effort is being made to safeguard the station by 
observing the strict rules in regard to visitors, etc. 

Word from Washington to-day that the Helm board has 
recommended $2,250,000 for developing the Mare Island Yard 
for building purposes, notwithstanding the recommendation 
that $1,500,000 be appropriated for the acquisition of a site 
on San Francisco Bay for a naval base, is causing considerable 
rejoicing. This means that Mare Island will handle the work 
on all vessels up to and including those drawing thirty feet 
of water and will continue her construction of ships. It is 
also said that Mare Island has been recommended by the 
Helm board as an aviation base,

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THE TROOPS BACK FROM MEXICO. 
Fort Bliss, Texas, Feb. 10, 1917. 

The Punitive Expedition is a thing of the past, leaving, 
however, the question ‘‘Why?’’ on the pages of history. But 
that the United States troops have withdrawn from Mexico 
is indeed a matter of relief to their many friends and the 
families of the men, Weary and travel-stained, but withal in 
good condition, they crossed the border the first of the week 
into Columbus, N.M., and Tuesday at 1:30 Major Gen. John 
J. Pershing, accompanied by his aids, Lieuts. Martin Shallen- 
berger and James L. Collins, reached the El Paso depot on 
the Golden State Limited. An enthusiastic welcome was ac- 
corded General Pershing at the station. Battery A, New 
Mexico Artillery, had the honor of firing a salute of thirteen 
guns as the distinguished officer reached the depot, and a 
whistle near by announced to the waiting thousands along the 
streets that the commander of the Mexican expedition was 
again back in El Paso. At the request of General Pershing, 
the plan of the mayor of the city to have all whistles and 
horns in the city blow for several minutes was abandoned. 


The 8th Cavalry, in command of Col. John W. Heard, at this 
post, was chosen as the guard along the streets along which 
the party passed from the station to the Paso del Norte Hotel 
and Troop I, of the regiment, was the escort to the door of 
the hotel. Colonel Heard and his staff led the procession and 
directly following them came the regimental band of the 8th. 
General Pershing rode with Gen. George Bell, jr., at his left 
and in the automobile with them were Mayor Tom Lea, John 
M. Wyatt, president of the Chamber of Commerce, and R. B. 
Orndorff, ex-president of the Chamber. Shortly after his ar- 
rival at the hotel ae te ee was the guest of honor at 
an informal luncheon en by several business men of the 
city. 

The first of the troops to arrive in El Paso was the 16th 
Infantry, under command of Col. William H. Allaire, which 
came down from Columbus, N.M., in the larger motor trucks. 
After a short détour through the city streets the regiment was 
taken to Camp Cotton, along the Rio Grande, the camp for- 
merly occupied by the Massachusetts and Michigan Militia. 
The 6th Infantry, under command of Col. Robert H. Noble, 
reached the city on Thursday, making the trip by motor. The 
band of the 6th, which remained in El Paso while the re 
mainder of the regiment was in Mexico, went up to Hart’s 
Mills to meet them and they were welcomed with a serenade. 
The 17th Infantry arrived on Friday; the Infantry regiments 
will be camped at Camp Cotton, for the present, at least. The 
ambulance companies, the 2d Engineers and Field Hospital 
company, under command of Col. Lucien Berry, left Columbus 
on Friday and will reach this point to-morrow. As each regi- 
ment reached the city it was met by delegations of Army 
officers and citizens, who accorded them a warm welcome. The 
11th and 13th Cavalry, in command of Col. William J. Nichol- 
son and Col. Henry T. Allen, respectively, made the march 
from Columbus, taking three days for the trip, and reached 
Ei Paso at noon on Friday. The Cavalry troops are stationed 
in the camps vacated by the Pennsylvania Guard and after 
reaching the city still had a march of ten miles to make before 
reaching their camp site. The troopers of the two Cavalry 
regiments made a splendid picture as they passed through the 
city streets. The men are bronzed and many of them bearded, 
but trim and fine looking, despite the hardships and depriva- 
tions of the last ten morths. The 13th Cavalry has been 
stationed in El Paso before, but at that time Colonel Allen 
was not in command, though he has visited the city before, 
The Cavalry regiments will be stationed at Camp Stewart, 
mess shacks and other housing conveniences being left for 
them by the Pennsylvania and South Carolina troops. 

The National Guard regiments of Tennessee, South Carolina 
and Pennsylvania have again received orders to pack up theif 
belongings and be ready to break camp, beginning with the 
last of the week. Troop A, South Carolina Cavalry, Tennessee 
Field Hospital and ambulance companies are expected to leave 
this evening. The 2d Ohio Brigade will depart on Feb, 14. 
The ist Ohio Cavalry Squadron will leave Feb. 15 and the 
5th Ohio Infantry Feb. 20. he 6th Pennsylvania has orders 
to depart on Monday, accompanying the 3d Brigade of Penn- 
sylvania. ‘ ; 

The El Paso Chapter of the American Red Cross held a 
rally on Wednesday evening at the First Christian Church 
in the city, which was attended by such crowds that they 
could not all get into the building. The band of the 20th 
Infantry furnished a delightful musical program. Major Gen. 
John J, Pershing told quite simply and effectively of the 
Christmas of the American troops in Mexico, and of his faith 
in the Red Cross. Major William W. Reno, U.S.A., 1st Field 
Hospital Corps, gave a talk on hospital work in the field and 
showed a comprehensive diagram of just where the Army hos- 
pitals and their attendants and physicians and the Red Cross 
workers combine. First aid classes will be organized here 
and it is possible Major Reno will take charge of one or more 
of these. 

There are 1,200 soldiers in the quarantine camp at this 
garrison being held as suspects, as they have been exposed to 
various diseases. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, commanding the district, announced 
his staff officers who will assist him at this point. The staff 
will be composed of Lieut. Col. William F. Martin, 0.8.; Lieut. 
Col. Henry H. Whitney, A.G.; Major John L. Hines, A.A.G.; 
Capt. William O. Reed, intelligence officer; Lieut. Martin Shal- 
lenberger and Lieut. James L. Collins, aids; Lieut. Geor 
Patton, attached to headquarters in charge of mounted detach- 
ment.

The motor truck transportation train to be used by the 
Ist Aviation Squadron, now being organized here, was re- 
ceived Tuesday.

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The Army and Navy Gazette, of London, calls atten- 
tion to the excellent and modern facilities of Japan for 
warship construction, which is interesting at the pres- 
ent time. “She is now not only able to construct all the 
vessels she requires for her own Navy,” says the Gazette, 
“put to undertake contracts for other of the Allied 


Powers. According to the Asahi, she has just acceded 
to a request to build ten destroyers of 600 tons for a 
certain Power. Six of the boats will be built in the 
public naval dockyards and two each at the Kawasaki 
and Mitsubishi shipyards. These two great establish- 
ments, at Kobe and Nagasaki, respectively, have each 
turned out not only a battle cruiser of 27,500 tons of 
the Kongo type, but also a battleship of the Fuso class, 
with a displacement of 31,260 tons. We referred some 
two months ago to the launch of the third of these great 
battleships, the Ise, or She, as the vessel has been alter- 
nately called, at Kobe on Nov. 11. Her: armament will 
include twelve 14-inch and twenty 5.5-inch guns, and she 
will also be fitted with four torpedo tubes. A further 
indication of the enterprise of the Kawasaki Company is 
to be found in the contract which they entered into with 
the Fiat San Giorgio firm for the construction of sub- 
marines and of the Laurenti type. The Japan Adver- 
tiser stated some time ago that these vessels would have 
a submerged displacement of 1,070 tons, a length of 246 
feet, and be able to travel 6,000 miles without replenish- 
ing their fuel. Except for two small boats of 1906, they 
are apparently the first submarines built in Japan.” 
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Capt. J. R. Lumley, late 13th Prussian Lancers, in 
an article on promotion in the German army, says: “The 
general principle by which promotion in the German 
army is regulated is seniority. Yet both merit and 
inefficiency have very prominent parts in it, but while 
one man is promoted over the heads of others by merit, 


a hundred make room in the seniority list on account of 
inefficiency. Were selection by merit to form the sole 
means of promotion, it would be difficult to carry it out, 
and it would necessarily to some extent dwindle more or 
less into a system of patronage and favoritism; on the 
contrary, when such promotion is the exception, the 
qualifications of the officer promoted are of so excep- 
tional a character, that his good fortune is rather looked 
upon with pleasure and pride by his comrades than with 
a feeling of envy and jealousy. It must not be sup- 
posed, however, that because the proportion of those leav- 
ing the army on account of inefficiency is so great in 
comparison to those promoted by merit, those eliminated 
have not rendered valuable service to their country, be- 
cause an officer is very efficient in the rank he holds, 
it does not follow he is capable of being equally so when 
promoted to a higher grade. All promotion after an 
officer has attained the rank of major is strictly senior- 
ity, accelerated by the removal of those considered inef- 
cient. 
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The maximum point in gun and shell production has 
been reached in Great Britain, and there will be a 
gradual return of plants and labor to domestic produc- 
tion and export, says the Scientific American. The Min- 
istry of Munitions states that there are now 4,623 plants 
controlled by the government, in addition to the regular 
government factories, and that in these factories are en- 
gaged no less than 2,225,000 employees....That a great 
proportion of labor is so employed is shown by the fact 
that about one-half of the entire membership, 5,000,000, 
of the trade unions is engaged in munitions making. The 
increase of munitions output between June, 1915, and 
December, 1916, as given by the British Ministry of 
Munitions, is as follows: For every heavy howitzer pro- 
duced then, 323 are produced now; for every field howit- 
zer produced then, there are forty-six produced now; and 
for every gun of medium size produced then there are 
sixty-six now. The output of 60-pounders and 6-inch 
guns went up eighteenfold and has now dropped back to 
twelvefold, as the supply is too great. In a single day 
as many shells for heavy guns are made as were turned 
out during the whole first year of the war, and in a week, 
the factories turn out as many shells for field howitzers 
and 3-inch field guns ‘as were turned ‘out in the first 
year of the war.

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161 wooden vessels of 207,628 gross tons, a total of 564 
vessels of 1,702,224 gross tons. Steel vessels, building 
or ordered for the Navy and other government depart- 
ments at navy yards and private yards on Jan. 1, 1917, 
numbered fifty-seven of 395,537 tons displacement (not 
including sixty-one submarines, of which details are 
withheld). The shipbuilding industry of the United 
States accordingly has now work on hand- aggregating 
682 vessels and over 2,098,761 tons. Included in the 
steel merchant ships building or ordered are ninety-nine 
of 451,354 tons building for foreign flags, mainly Nor- 
wegian; thirty-seven of 122,730 gross tons for the ac- 
count of American builders, and thirty-five of 124,371 
gross tons for owners not stated.

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The Italian Rivista Marittima states that according 
to news received from Holland the Germans have built 
submarines having no periscope. There.is a lens on each 
side of the boat, which, combined with mirrors and other 
lenses properly arranged, make it possible to carry out 
the necessary observations. It is admitted that this 
carries with it the disadvantage of requiring the boat to 
navigate closer to the surface than is the case with 
boats provided with a periscope, but this disadvantage is 
considered to be more than compensated for by the ab- 
sence of a periscope tube extending above the water sur- 
face. A powerful beam of light can be projected at night 
through the lens opening. 
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Calling trained men to the colors by wire is the novel 
method adopted by the United States Marines who are 
sending hundreds of telegrams to former “soldiers of 
the sea” whose services are especially desired in the 
face of a national crisis. Telegrams sent from head- 
quarters to individual ex-Marines read as follows: “Ma- 
rine Corps needs her trained soldiers. Please communi- 
cate with nearest recruiting station. If you cannot re- 
turn to colors yourself, please secure one recruit for 
Marine Corps.” The telegram is signed by Brig. Gen. 
John A. Lejeune.
